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Fru nobility of Scotland yield to no other in 
Europe, for antiquity, illuſtrious actions in peace 
and war, and that patriotiſm they have diſplayed from

the earlieſt ages. From the old form of their govern- 


ment, they, were many of them 1 of ſovereign 
lords, as well as from the nature 


the country, its 


diviſion into clans, the ſmallneſs of their number, and 


conſequently the large extent of their poſſeſſions. They 
were ſo great a bar to, and ſo jealous of the encroach- 
ments of their monarchs, that even in peaceable times 


they had a watchful eye upon all their adtions. In the 


frequent conteſts with England, we view them perform- 
ing the moſt heroic exploits, and bringing into the field 
numerous armies of vaſſals, whom they directed even 
with an abſolute ſway. In proportion as the manners of 
their country were refined, arts and ſciences flouriſhed, 
and the feudal ſyſtem was departed from; though their 


dangerous influence was abridged, yet we ſee them the 
. ſupport of the throne, and the protectors of the people; 


and the clearneſs of their pedigrees, few of them ſup- 


ported by fanciful-deſcents, will prove the noble blaod 
that fills the veins of the preſent illuſtrious nobility, 


to whom the united kingdom is ſo much indebted in 


politics, in arts and arms, 


IT is ſtrange that ſo many years elapſed after the 


union, when they became a part of the ſecond legiſla- 
tive order of Great Britain, before any thing like an 
authentic account of theſe illuſtrious families were of- 
fered for the gratification of the public curioſity, which 
is ſo naturally directed to ſuch a ſubject. Thoſe pub- 
liſhed in Scotland were prolix, confuſed * erroneous;

Ne T e The firſt of this name on record is Sir 
| Nas William de Hambleden, or Hambleton, in 

oY fx the county of Bucks in England, of which 

. RNA f manor he was poſſeſſed, who was third ſon of 

| Robert third earl of Leiceſter, deſcended from 
the earl of Mellent in Normandy, who came into England 
with William the Conqueror; for Robert de Bellamont, after 
the death of his uncle, Hugh earl of Mellent, was by king 
Henry I. of England, created earl of Leiceſter in 1103, and 
was the firſt earl of Leiceſter after the conqueſt. He married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Hugh the Great, earl of Vermandois, 
a younger ſon of Henry I. king of France, and by her had, 
amoneſt other children, | 

Robert, ſecond earl of Leiceſter, who in the year 1118 
ſucceeded his father, and was alſo chief juſticiary of England. 
He married Amicia, daughter of Ralph de Guader, earl of 
Norfolk, and by her had a ſon, 

Robert Bellamont, who in the year 1168, became the third 
earl of Leiceſter; and marrying Petronella, daughter and 
heir of Hugh de Grandmeſnil, with her had the honour of 
Hinkley in the county of Leiceſter, and was high ſteward of 
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2 Dok or HAMILTON. 
England in ſucceſſion to his father-in-law z they had iſſue Ro- 
bert, the fourth earl of Leiceſter, whoſe iſſue is long ſince 
extinct, ; | | 

Sir William de Hambleden above-mentioned, and Roger 


archbiſhop of St. Andrews, chancellor of Scotland. 
'This Sir William was born at the manor of Hambleton, in 


' Buckinghamſhire, from whence he aſſumed his ſirname; 


and coming into Scotland, in the year 1215, was well received 
by king Alexander II. who conferred many favours upon him. 


He married Mary, daughter and heir of Gilbert, earl of Stra- 


thern, by whom he had a ſon, : 

Sir Gilbert, from whom all the Hamiltons, in Scotland, 
are deſcended, He was a man of valour and proweſs, 
was in great favour with king Alexander III. and marrying 
Iſabel, daughter of Sir James Randolph, ſiſter of Thomas 
earl of Murray, governor of Scotland, by her had two ſons, 
Walter his heir, and Sir John Hamilton of Roſſaven, anceſtor 


of the families of Fingaltom and Preſton, from whom branched 


the Hamiltons of Mount-Hamilton, in Ireland. 

Sir Walter, who ſucceeded, was a man of great fame and 
character; and in the gth of Robert I. for his merit and ſer- 
vice had a grant of the baronies of Hamilton, &c. &c. and 
was knighted. In 1324, king Robert beſtowed on him the 
lands of Kenneil, &c. &c. He married Mary, daughter of 
Adam, lord Gordon, and had iſſue by her two ſons Sir David 
and John, from whom are deſcended the Hamiltons of Inner- 
wick, the earls of Haddington, and the Hamiltons of Prieſt- 
field, Redhouſe, &c. | 

Sir David ſucceeded his father, ſerved king David Bruce 


in his wars againſt the Engliſh, and was taken priſoner with 


him, at the battle of Durham, in the year 1346. He mar- 
ried Margaret, daughter of Walter Leſly, earl of Roſs, by 
Euphemia his wife, daughter and heir of William ear] of 
Roſs, and by her had iſſue, . 

Sir David, who was knighted by Robert II. He married 
Janet, daughter and heir of Sir William Keith, of Galſton, 
in Airſhire, and by her had five ſons, whereof Sir John the 
eldeſt continued the line; from Sir William, the ſecond ſon, 
the Hamiltons of Bathgate deſcended; from Andrew, the 
third ſon, ſprung the Hamiltons of Bruntwood, from 
whom branched the families of Burnclaugh, Roſehaugh, 
Pancaitland, Bangour, and Wiſhaw. From George, the 
fourth, the Hamiltons of Boreland, and from David, the 


fifth, the Hamiltons of Bardowie. His daughter, Elizabeth, 


was married to Sir Alexander Frazer of Cowie and Dores, an- 

ceſtor of the lord Salton. He died in 1395, and was ſucceeded 

by his eldeſt ſon Sir John lord of Cadzow, who married Janet, 

daughter of Sir James Douglas of Dalkeith, anceſtor of ae 
| ear 
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earl of Moreton, by whom he had Sir James, his ſucceſſor; 
David, anceſtor of the Hamiltons of Dalſerfe, Blackburn, 
Allerſhaw, Ladyland, Green, &c. and Thomas, from whom 
the earls of Clanbrazil, and the lords Limerick of Ireland, 
are deſcended, | 

Sir John, heir to his father, was ſent into England 
as an hoſtage for the ranſom of king James I. and was 
afterwards knighted by the ſaid king, and made one of his 
privy-council ; and in 1445 all his lands were erected into a 
lordſhip called Hamilton, by king James II. In 1409, he was 
Joined in commiſſion with John Biſhop of Dunkeld, Andrew © 
Abbat of Melroſs, and Alexander Livingſton of Calender, to 
negociate with the Engliſh a peace between the two nations, 
which they concluded. Upon the rebellion of the earl of 
Douglas, he was ſent, with the earl of Angus, to command 
againſt the rebels, and intirely routed them, for which and 
other ſignal ſervices, he was rewarded with the lands of 
Drumſhargard and Carmonock, and made heritable ſheriff 
of Cliddeſdale. 

He married firſt Janet, daughter of Sir Alexander Living- 
ſton of Calendar. anceſtor of the earls of Linlithgow, by 
whom he had iſſue James ſecond lord Hamilton, and three 
other ſons ; ſecondly, Euphemia, daughter of Patrick Graham, 
earl of Strathern, and widow of Archibald, earl of Douglas, 
by whom he had one daughter married to David earl of Craw- 
ford, afterwards duke of Montroſe. 

James, ſecond lord Hamilton, was in high favour with king 
James II. and king James III. and in 1474, marrying the 
princeſs Mary, eldeſt ſiſter of that king, and widow of Tho- 
mas Boyd earl of Arran, by her had iſſue James his ſucceſſor, 
and a daughter Elizabeth ; who being married to Matthew 
Stewart earl of Lenox, by him was grandmother of Henry 
lord Darnley, father of king James VI. the firſt monarch of 
Great Britain. He died in November 1479, and was fuc- 
ceeded 'by his ſaid ſon James, third lord Hamilton, who was one 
of the privy-council to king James IV. before he was of age; 
and was ſent into England to negotiate the marriage between 
that king and the princeſs Margaret, eldeſt daughter of king 
Henry VII. which having concluded, it was folemnized in the 
moſt pompous manner ; for which the king gave him the 
county or iſland of Arran, and created him earl thereof, by 
patent, dated Auguſt 10, 1503. 

In 1512, he was ſent with a conſiderable force to the aſſiſt- 
ance of France, and had a penſion for life. In 1520, he was 
appointed warden of the South Marches, and was regent of 
Scotland in the minority of James V. 

He married firſt, Beatrix, daughter of John lord Drum- 
mond, by whom he had a daughter, married to Andrew Stews. 
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art, lord Ochiltree. His ſecond wife was Janet, daughter of 
the lord Home, and ſiſter of Alexander, firſt earl of Home, who 


alſo died without iſſue. His third wife was Janet, daughter of 


Sir David Beaton, comptroller of Scotland, by whom he had 
two ſons, James his ſucceſſor, and Sir John Hamilton of 
Cliddeſdale, whoſe daughter Margaret married David earl of 


Douglas; alſo two daughters, lady Helen, the wife of Archi- 


bald the fourth earl of Argyll, and lady Jane, of Alexander, 
fifth earl of Glencairn, This firſt earl of Arran died in the 
year 1530, and was ſucceeded by James his eldeſt ſon ; which 
James, ſecond earl of Arran, was in 1543 declared by the 
three eſtates of the kingdom, tutor to the young queen Mary, 
and regent of the kingdom during her minority, as alſo de- 


clared next immediate heir to the crown, failing the queen, 


and her lawful iſſue. 
On the 10th of September 1547, he commanded the Scots 


army at Pinkey-Cleugh, near Muſſelburgh, but was defeated 
by the duke of Somerſet regent of England; the Scots loſing 


14,000 ſlain, and 1500 taken priſoners. 

He was afterwards one of the knights of St. Michael, and 
by Henry II. of France, created duke of Chatelherault in Poi- 
tou, to him and his heirs, in the year 1552; but neither he 


nor his deſcendents ever enjoyed the duchy. 


This earl, in that great and difficult office of regent, gained 
the eſteem of all the Scots nation; for though he had been de- 
clared next heir to the crown, if the queen died without iſſue, 
and protector during her minority, yet he reſigned the regency 
to the queen mother, at the deſire of the young queen and 
parliament; ſo that it appeared he was not ambitious of 
power, except when his ſervices might contribute to the proſ- 


perity of the kingdom, which he generouſly preferred to his 


own private intereſt: but in 1571, for his great adherence to 
queen Mary, and zeal for her cauſe, he ſuffered both impri- 
ſonment and forfeiture, and died January 22, 1573. 

By his wife, the lady Margaret Douglas, daughter of James 
the third earl of Moreton, he left four ſons and four daugh- 
ters, whereof Barbara the eldeſt was the wife of James, lord 
Fleming, lord hizh chamberlain of Scotland. 2. Lady Anne, 
the wife of George fifth earl of Huntley. 3. Lady Margaret, 
of Alexander, lord Gordon. And, 4. Lady Jane, of Hugh, 
earl of Eglington. 

Of the ſons, 1. James, third earl, died without iſſue. 2. 
Lord John ſucceeded his brother, 3. Claud, lord Paſely, was 
anceffor to the earl of Abercorn viſcount Strabane in Ireland. 
4. Lord David died young. 

John, fourth carl of Arran, whoſe eſtate and titles were forfeit- 
ed by himſelf and his father, to avoid the ſtorm that threatened 
him, fled into France; and notwithſtanding the troubles he 
met 
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met with, he ever continued faithful to the queen, and her 
cauſe ; of which her majeſty was ſo ſenſible, that when ſen- 
tence of death was paſt upon her in England, ſhe took a ring 
off her finger, and giving it to one of her ſervants, ordered 
him to carry it to her couſin John lord Hamilton, and tell 
him, that was all ſhe had to witneſs her great ſenſe of his fa- 
mily's conſtant fidelity, and their ſufferings for her intereſt; 
and deſired it might be kept in the family, as a laſting evi- 
dence of her kindneſs ; and the ſame is preſerved to this day 
with a grateful regard. | 

In the reign of James VI. he was reſtored to all the titles 
and eſtates, loft either by the attainder of himſelf, or of James 
earl of Arran his father; and was alſo made one of his ma- 
jeſty's privy-council, governor of Dumbarton Caſtle; and in 
1599 created marquis of Hamilton, being the firſt in Scot- 
land who bore that title. | 

He deceaſed in the year 1604, leaving iſſue by Margaret, 
widow of Gilbert the fourth earl of Caffils, and daughter of 
John the ninth lord Glamis, anceſtor of the earl of Strath- 
more, one ſon and one daughter, Margaret, married to John 
lord Maxwell, elder brother of Robert the firſt earl of Nithſ- 
dale. To him ſucceeded his ſon James, ſecond marquis of 
Hamilton, who in June 1606, in a parliament held at Edin- 
burgh, had Arbroath, on the coaſt of Forfarſhire, erected into 
a lordſhip, with the dignity of a lord of parliament, to be 
held of his majeſty in free barony; and on the 16th of June 
1619, the ſeventeenth of James I. he was created baron of 
Innerdale in Cumberland, and earl of Cambridge in England; 
and was alſo lord fteward of his majeſty's houſhold, high com- 
miſſioner to the parliament in Scotland, and in 1623, knight 
of the garter. He married lady Ann Cuninghame, daughter 
of James earl of Glencairn, by whom he left iſſue three 
ſons, the two eldeſt of whoni were dukes of Hamilton, and 
the third, lord John, died unmarried. Alſo three daughters, 
whereof the lady Ann was married to Hugh earl of Egling- 
ton; lady Margaret to John earl of Crauford ; and lady Mary 
to James the ſecond earl of Queenſberry. 

His lordſhip deceaſed on March 3, 1624, and was ſucceeded 
by his eldeft fon James, third marquis of Hamilton, who 
aſſiſted at the coronation of king Charles I. carrying the ſword 
of itate, and by that prince, for his fidelity to him and ſuffer- 
ings in his ſervice, was created duke of Hamilton, April 12, 
1643, to him and the heirs male of his body; and failing 
thereof, to thoſe of his brother the earl of Lanerk, which 
failing, ro the eldeſt heir ſemale of his own body, &c. &c. 
He was in that reign, alſo, high commiſſioner to the general 
aſſembly of the church, maſter of the horſe, gentleman of his 
majeſty's bed-chamber, privy-counſellor in both kingdoms, 
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6 Dux E or HAMILTON. 
and knight of the garter; and at the baptiſm of king Charles 
II. repreſented Frederick king of Bohemia, as one of the 
godfathers; but in 1643, he, and his brother, then earl of 

anerk, waiting upon the king at Oxford, the marquis of 
Montroſe, and others, made complaint to his majeſty againſt 
them, blaming their. conduct in the king's cauſe in Scotland; 
and though the informations were groundleſs, yet the king 
Was ſo far influenced by their enemies, that the earl was o- 
bliged to make his eſcape to Edinburgh; but the duke was ſent 
Priſoner to Briſtol, then to Exeter, and after to Pendennis 
Caſtle, where he remained till April 1646 after which he was 
releaſed, and very well received by the king, who excuſed his 
impriſonment cauſed by the advice and perſuaſion of thoſe who 
were about his court. | 

In 1648, he prevailed ſo far with the Scotch parliament, 
that it was agreed to raiſe an army for the king's ſervice, 
commanded by himſelf, with which he marched directly into 
England, was attacked by the parliament forces near Preſton, 
defeated, and taken priſoner. After ſeveral months confine- 
ment, he was tried before the then high court of juſtice, and 
agreeable to their ſentence, was beheaded in Palace-yard, 
Weſtminſter, March , 1649, a few weeks after the king. 

He married lady Mary Fielding, daughter of William earl 
of Denbigh, by — his wife, ſiſter of George Villiers 
the great duke of Buckingham; and by her had iſſue, three 
ſons and three daughters. The ſons, lords Charles, James, and 
William, died young; as did the eldeſt daughter lady Mary; 
lady Ann lived to be ducheſs of Hamilton, of whom here- 
after; and lady Suſannah married John the ſeventh earl of 
Caffils. He was ſucceeded by his brother 


William earl of Lanerk, as ſecond duke of Hamilton, who 


was born in December 1616, Which William had been created: 
earl of Lanerk, lord Machanſhire and Polmont; and was 
likewiſe ſecretary of ſtate for Scotland. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter and coheir of James Maxwell, earl of Dirleton, 
and had iſſue a ſon, who died an infant, and four daughters; 
viz. 1. Lady Ann married to Robert earl of Southeſk. 2. Lady 
Elizabeth firſt to James lord Kilmaurs, ſon of the earl of 
Glencairn, and fecondly to Sir David Cuninghame, Bart. 
3. Lady Mary, married firſt to Alexander, earl of Calendar; 
ſecondly to Sir James Livingſton, Bart. and thirdly to James, 
earl of Finlater. 4. Lady Margaret, to William Blair, of 
that Ik, in the ſhire of Air. His grace having raiſed a troop 
of horſe at his own charge for the ſervice of Charles II. in 
order to his reſtoration, in the fatal battle of Worceſter on the 
zd of September 1651, received a ſhot in his leg, of which 
he died, and was buried in the cathedral of Worceſter. 
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Upon the death of this duke without ſurviving male iſſue, the 
| eſtates and titles deſcending by the ſeveral patents to the heirs 
; general, he was ſucceeded by his niece the lady Ann, ducheſs 
' of Hamilton, eldeſt ſurviving daughter of his brother, James 
duke of Hamilton, who married William Douglas earl of Sel- 
kirk, eldeſt fon of William firſt marquis of Douglas, by his ſe- 
cond wife lady Mary Gordon, daughter of George the firſt mar- 
quis of Huntley ; and in conſequence of this marriage, upon a 
petition from his ducheſs, he was created duke of Hamilton in 
1660, for life, and took that name, and ſoon after was made 
knight of the garter, and a privy counſellor. : 
In the reign of king James VII. (the IId of England) he 
was one of the privy council, lord of the treaſury, an extraor- 
dinary- lord of ſeſſion, and alſo a privy counſellor in England; 
in which offices he continued till 1688, when king James ab- 
dicated the throne and government, and upon the prince of O- 
range's coming over to England, he was choſen by divers Scots 
| nobility and gentry in London to be their preſident, when they 
addreſſed that prince to take upon him the adminiſtration of all 
affairs civil and military. He was choſen preſident of the con- 
vention of eſtates which ſettled the crown on that prince, who 
being crowned, the duke was continued preſident, and conſti- 
tuted extraordinary lord of ſeſſion, and high admiral of Scot- 
land. His grace deceaſed in the year 1694. [ 
He had iflue by the ſaid Ann his ducheſs, ſeven ſons and three 
daughters, viz. 1. James earl of Arran, his ſucceſſor. 2. Lord 
William, who died in France without iſſue. 3. Charles earl 
of Selkirk. 4. John earl of Ruglen. 5. George earl of Ork- 
ney. 6. Lord Baſil, who was drowned in the ford of Min- 
nock, endeavouring to ſave his ſervant, who had an only daugh- 
ter, married to Thomas earl of Dundonald. And, 7. Lord 
Archibald, who was governor of Jamaica, a lord of the admi- 
ralty, cofferer to the prince of Wales, ſurveyor general of the 
duchy of Cornwal, and a flag officer. He repreſented the ſhire 
of Lanerk in three parliaments, Queenborough in Kent in one, 
and in 1742, was elected for Dartmouth in Devonſhire. He 
married the lady Jane Hamilton, youngeſt daughter of James 
earl of Abercorn; and dying April 6, 1754, left iſſue by her 
(who died in 1752, at Paris) two ſons. Of the duke's three 
+ daughters, lady Katharine married John duke of Athol; lady 
Suſanna, firſt, ſohn earl of Dundonald, and, ſecondly, Charles 
marquis of Tweeddale; and lady Margaret, James-Maul earl 
of Panmure, James earl of Arran ſucceeded his father, and 
was fourth duke of Hamilton. In the reign of Charles II. he 
A was envoy extraordinary to the court of France, and gentleman 
is of his majeſty's bedchamber. When king James VIL. came to 
the crown, he was made maſter of the wardrobe, knight of the 
thiſtle, and colonel of the royal regiment of horſe. After the 
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revolution he was twice ſent to the Tower, on ſuſpſcion of cor- 
reſponding with the abdicated king, but was never proſecuted. 
In the year 1698, he being chen earl of Arran only, his mother 

the ducheſs made a ſurrender of her titles, and a patent was 
paſſed, creating him duke of Hamilton, with the ſame prece- 
dence as if he had ſucceeded thereto by his mother's death. In 
1708, he was elected one of the ſixteen peers for Scotland, made 
lord lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the county palatine of 
Lancaſter, ranger of the foreſts therein, and one of her ma- 
jeſty's privy council. 

On 10 September 1711, he was created baron of Dutton, 
and duke of Brandon in England. But the validity of theſe 
Engliſh titles was ſolemnly debated in the houſe of lords, De- 
cember 20, 1711, together with that of duke of Dover, confer- 
red on the duke of Queensberry, and the patents for them 
were declared illegal: As. the prerogative could riot operate 

| when barred by an act of parliament ; as the act of union had 
made all the peers of Scotland peers of Great Britain, with 
the ſame dignities and privileges (except ſitting and voting in 
the houſe of peers, otherwiſe than by fixteen repreſentatives) 
and as, therefore, to admit more than ſixteen, was plainly ab- 
ſurd, and contrary to the words of that act or treaty, | 
„ In 1712, he was appointed maſter general of the ordnance, 
and ſoon after elected a knight of the garter, but was never in- 
ſtalled; for during the treaty of peace in 1712, he was nomi- 
nated ambaſſador to the French court; but fighting a duel with 
Charles lord Mohun, they were both killed on Sunday. morning, 
the 15th of November that year. His grace's mother, Anne 
the ducheſs dowager, died at her ſeat in Lanerkſhire, 20 
tober 1716, aged 80. N

married, firſt, lady Ann Spencer, daughter of Robert earl of 
Sunderland, by whom he had two daughters, ladies Ann and 
Mary, who both died young. His ſecond wife was Elizabeth, 
daughter and heir of Digby lord Gerard of Bromley, by Eliza- 
beth, youngeſt daughter of Charles Gerard the firſt earl of Mac- 
clesfield, by whom he had iſſue three ſons and four daughters. 
*. Lady Elizabeth, who died young. 2. Lady Katharine died 
in a week after her father. 3. James marquis of Cliddeſdale, 
ho ſucceeded as duke of Hamilton. 4, Lady Charlotte mar- 
ried to Charles Edwin, Eſq; 5. Lord William, who in 1734 
was Choſen repreſentative for the ſhire of Lanerk, and died the 
fame year.

. E ſirname Scot is of great antiquity in Scotland, as ap- 

pears by many authentic records, traced as far back as 
the year 1107. | | 
In the reigns of Alexander III. and Robert I. this family of 
Scot was very powerful on the borders toward England, of 
which they were often wardens; and in 1296, | 


Sir Richard Scot, knight, (who then ſwore fealty to king 
Edward I. of England, as baron of Lanerkſhire) marrying the 


Heireſs of Murdiſton in Cliddeſdale, by her obtained that barony ; 


and thereupon laid aſide his paternal arms, which were argent, 
three lions heads eraſed, gules; and took the arms of Murdi- 
ſton, as borne by the preſent duke. He was ſucceeded by Sir 
Michael Scot, who was of Murdiſton and Ranelburn, in the 
reign of king David Bruce, and Joſt his life at the unfortunate 
battle of Durham, in the year 1346. | 
His ſon Robert performed many actions of honour and cou- 
rage in the ſervice of the crown, and was nobly rewarded by 
king Robert II. To him ſucceeded his fon, Sir Walter, alſo a 
faithful ſervant of that prince, who gave him the barony of 
Kirkude, and made him a knight in 1390. He was killed at the 
battle of Homildon, in the year 1402, and was ſucceeded by 
his ſon Sir Robert Scot, who died in 1425, and was ſucceeded 
by his ſon Sir Walter Scot, who in 1426 obtained from the earl 
of Douglas a charter of the lands of Lempetlaw, for his ſervice 
done to that earl; and afterwards, in 1446, exchanged his lands 
of Murdiſton, with Thomas Inglis of Maner, for the lands of 
Broxholm. In the reign of James II. he was frequently em- 
ployed in negotiations of peace between the two nations; and 
alſo exerted his valour to an eminent degree, in ſuppreſſing the 
rebellion of the earls of Douglas, Murray, and Ormond *

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which he had a grant from the crown of the lands of Abington, 
Pharholm, Glendonory, &c. He left iſſue three ſons, Sir David, 
his heir, Sir James and Sir Alexander; which Alexander in 1483 
was direCor of the chancery, and was ſlain with king James 
III. in the battle of Bannockburn in 1488. In this reign, and 
that of James IV. Sir David the eldeſt ſon, who ſucceeded his 
father, made a great figure, and was often a commiſſioner 
to manage the ſeveral treaties between the two nations.

GORDON, Duke of GORDON. 


T HIS antient and potent family took their ſirname from 
the barony of Gordon in the county of Berwick, 
given by Malcolm Canmore, to a valiant knight, who 


came into Scotland with him, and made uſe of it to — 
| -his 
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his poſſeſſions, Ricardus de Gordon, his grandſon, flouriſhed 
in the reigns of Malcolm IV. and William the Lion, in 1160 
and 1165. *Tis plain the name was of great repute in France 
about theſe times ; but I ſhall not puzzle my readers with dark 
and uncertain accounts, * 

In the reign of king Robert Bruce, Sir Adam de Gordon 
had from that king the lordſhip of Strathbogy in Aberdeen- 
ſhire, which was then in the crown, by the forfeiture of Da- 
vid de Strathbogy, earl of Athol ; upon which occaſion he re- 
moved thither from Berwickſhire, and gave theſe lands and 
lordſhips the name of Huntley. Sir Adam was killed at the 
battle of Halidon-Hill, in 1333, and was ſucceeded by his 
ſon Sir Alexander Gordon, who loſt his life at the battle of 
Durham in 1346, in behalf of king David II. and was ſuc- 
ceeded by Sir John Gordon his ſon, who, in the year 1358, 
obtained a confirmation of all his lands in Strathbogy. He 
was ſucceeded by his ſon Sir John, who was ſlain in the year 
1388, at the battle of Otterburn. To him ſucceeded his ſon, 
Sir Adam Gordon, who by his wife Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
William Keith, had an only daughter Elizabeth, who, on his 
being ſlain at the battle of Homildon, in 1402, became his 
heir: and ſhe in the year 1408, marrying Alexander Seton, 
ſecond ſon of Sir William Seton of that ilk, (to whom Ro- 
bert duke of Albany, in the third year of his government, 
gave a charter and confirmation of the lands and baronies of 
Gordon, Huntley, Strathbogy, and ſeveral others) by him 
had iſſue Alexander Seton, who ſucceeded William Seton of 
Meldrum, and a daughter Elizabeth, the wife of Alexander 
earl of Roſs. 

Alexander their eldeſt ſon was one of the hoſtages for the 
ranſom of king James I. and in 1431, was joined in com- 
miſſion with John Biſhop of Glaſgow, Sir Walter Ogilvy, and 
Sir John Forreſter, Knts. to treat of a peace with England, 
which they happily concluded for nine years. 

In the reign of James II. he was created earl of Huntley, 
and took the ſirname of Gordon, to preſerve the memory of 
the family. He placed the arms of that family in the firſt 
quarter; and had divers manors given him, particularly at 
Badenoch, which the family now enjoys. 

This earl married firſt Jane, daughter and heir of Robert 
Keith, ſon of William Keith, firſt earl marſhal of Scotland, 
but by her had no iflue ; ſecondly, Giles, daughter and heir 
of John Hay, of Tullibody, by whom he had iſſue Sir Alex- 
ander Seton, Knt. the firſt of the family of Touch; and by 
his third wife, Margaret, daughter of William lord Crichton, 
chancellor of Scotland, he had iſſue three ſons, George, his heir; 
Sir Alexander, of Midmar, anceſtor of the Gordons of Aber- 
geldie, and Adam, dean of Caithneſs.

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' DOUGLAS, Duke of QUEENSBERRY. 
HE barony of Drumlanrig, in the county of Dumfries, 
antiently belonged to the earls of Mar. Thomas earl 
of Mar gave theſe lands to William lord Douglas, who had 
married his ſiſter lady Margaret, which king David the IId did 
by charter confirm to him, who was thereafter earl of Douglas, 
and was ſucceeded by his ſon James earl of Douglas and Mar, 
ſlain in the battle of Otterburn, in the year 1388, who * 
gave the barony of Drumlanrig to his ſon, 

Sir William, the firſt lord Drumlanrig, and the heirs of his 
body; and in caſe of failure, to Archibald, another ſon, and 
his lawful heirs. This Sir William, the firſt lord Drumlanrig, 
fignalized himſelf in the wars againſt the Engliſh : In the year 
1411, he retook the town of Roxburgh, then in their poſ- 
ſeſſion. In 1412, he was ſent ambaſſador to England to ſolicit 
the releaſe of king James the firſt, then priſoner in that realm, 
from whom he obtained a charter, all written with the king's. 
own hand, on vellum, confirming to him and his heirs the 
ſeveral baronies of Drumlanrig, Hawick in Tiviotdale, and 
Selkirk, 30 November 1412. In all the public tranſactions 
during the king's abſence, we find him a great ſharer; and 
when the Engliſh carried over the ſaid king James into France, 
to try if his preſence would draw the Scots in the French ſer- 
I vice over to the Engliſn; he went there to wait on his maſter,

Sir James, his eldeſt ſon, the ſeventh lord, was one of thoſe 
loyal perſons who in the year 1526 attempted to deliver the 
young king James the fifth from the nobility who kept him in 
the condition of a captive; for which, and his loyalty to queen 
Mary, the duke of Chatelherault, who was regent, made him 
a knight. In 1553, the queen made him warden of the eaſt 
marches, which office he diſcharged with great conduct and re- 
putation for many years, till in his old age he reſigned it. 3

William, his only ſon and heir, was ſeated at Hawick, and 
died before his father in 1572. He was one of the king's party 
in the minority of James VI. when queen Mary's forces were 
defeated. He married Margaret, daughter of Sir James Gor- 
don of Lochinvar, by whom he had a ſon, Sir James, who ſuc- 
ceeded his grandfather, and three daughters; Margaret, mar- 
ried to Sir Robert Montgomery of Skemorly; Janet, to Sir 
James Murray of Cockpool; and Chriſtian, firſt, to Sir Ro- 
bert Dalziel, ſecond earl of Carnwath ; and ſecondly, to Sir A- 
lexander Stewart of Gairlies, father of the firſt earl of Galloway. 

Sir James, the eighth lord, who ſucceeded his grandfather, 
was greatly inſtrumental in reconciling the parties at court, and 
other diſorders in the nation which diſturbed the reign of king 
James the VIth before he came to the crown of England. 
He married Mary, daughter of John lord Fleming, and ſiſter 
of John earl of Wigton, by whom he had iſſue four ſons and 
two daughters; Sir William, who ſucceeded him, Sir James, 
David, and George: Janet, married to William Livingſton, 
anceſtor of the viſcount Teviot; and Helen, to John Menzies 
of Caſtlehill. His lordſhip deceaſing in Auguſt 1615, was ſuc- 
ceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 


Sir William Douglas, who married lady Iſabel, daughter of 1 


Mark Ker earl of Lothian, and by her had four ſons; James 
Douglas, who ſucceeded him ; Sir William Douglas of Kilhead, 
great grandfather of Sir John Douglas of Kilhead, baronet; 
Archibald Douglas of Dornick ; and Robert, who died unmar- 
ried, Alſo two daughters; lady Margaret, married to James 
Johnſon earl of Hartfield, grandfather to the firſt marquis of 
Anandale ; and lady Janet, who married Thomas Maclellan 
lord Kirkcudbright. This lord was much in the favour of 
king James, whom he had the honour to entertain at bis man- 
ſion of Drumlanrig in his majeſty's return to England 1617. 
On 1 April 1628, by a patent dated at Whitehall, he was cre- 
ated lord Douglas of Hawick and Tibbers, and viſcount Drum- 
lanrig, by king Charles I. who, while he was in Scotland, on 
13 June 1633, created him alſo earl of Queenſberry by a pa- 
tent paſt in that kingdom. He dying in 1639, was ſucceeded 
by his eldeſt fon, | | 
James ſecond earl of Queenſberry, who was a great ſuffer- 
er in the royal cauſe of Charles I. and deſigning to join the 


marquis of Montroſe before the battle of Philiphaw 1645, he 


was intercepted and taken priſoner; whereupon he was fined 
an hundred thouſand marks, which he paid, and died at Drum- 
lanrig in the ſixty third year of his age, 1671. He married firſt

William, third earl of Queensberry, who having ſuffered 
much in his father's fortune during the civil wars, was, in 
1667, ſworn one of the privy council in Scotland to king 
Charles II. and by a commiſſion under the great ſeal, dated at 
Windſor, 1 June 1680, was conſtituted juſtice general of that 
kingdom. On 11 February 1681, he was created lord Dou- 
glas of Kilmount, Middlebie, and Dornick, viſcount of Nith, 
Torthorald and Roſs, earl of Drumlanrig and Sanquhar, and 
marquis of Queenſberry; and in April 1682, by the king's 
warrant to Sir Alexander Erſkine lyon king of arms, he had an 
addition to his coat armorial, for him and his heirs for ever, 
of the double treſſure, as it is in the royal atchievement. 

On the 12th of May following he was conſtituted lord high 

treaſurer of Scotland; and by two other commiſſions, dated 2r 
September 1582, he was made governor of Edinburgh cattle, 
and one of the extraordinary lords of ſeſſion. And that no ho- 
nours might be wanting which his prince could beſtow upon 
him, he was, on 3 February, 1683, created marquis of Dum- 
fries and duke of Queensberry; and afterwards made privy 
counſellor in both kingdoms. In the beginning of the reign of 
king James VII. he was appointed high commiſſioner for Scot- 
land; and, with his fon James earl of Drumlanrig, was conſti- 
tuted his majeſty's lieutenant in the counties of Dumfries, 
Wigton, and Kirkcudbright; but the meaſures which were 
ſoon after taken at court, not ſuiting with his principles, he 
was removed, and in 1686 made preſident of the privy council 
in Scotland; but in ſix months after, not complying with the 
project of taking away the penal laws and teſt, he was entirely 
laid aſide. Amongſt his other excellent qualities, he was a 
great maſter of economy ; for having come to a fortune much 
impaired through the iniquity of the times, he not only retriev- 
ed it, but acquired an ample eſtate in 'I'weeddale, which: he 
gave his ſecond ſon William. 4 
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He likewiſe at a great expence rebuilt the caſtle of Drum 
lanrig, the ſeat of his family.  _ eh 

In 1657 he married lady Iſabel, daughter of William mar- 
quis of Douglas, by whom he had iflue, 1.

dying in 1694, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 


James, ſecond duke of Queensberry, who in 1684, was by 
king Charles II. made one of the privy council in Scotland, and 
lieutenant-colonel of a regiment of horſe commanded by John 
Graham, viſcount Dundee. He continued in theſe poſts till the 
year 1688, about which time he quitted them on account of the 
arbitrary meaſures at court. After the revolution, which he 
appeared in very early, he was by the prince of Orange made 


colonel of the Scots guard of horſe, which commiſſion was re- 


newed to him immediately after the prince was declared king of 
that realm; and at the ſame time he was made one of the lords 
of the privy council and exchequer, and one of the gentlemen 
of his majeſty's bedchamber. | 

In 1690 king William ſent him into Scotland, to command 
a ſeparate body of troops under lieutenant-general Mackay. 
Two years after he was made one of the lords of the treaſury 
and in 1693 he had a patent to fit and vote in the parliament 
of Scotland, being lord high treaſurer, though his father was 
alive, and himſelf no peer. When his father died he laid aſide 
all thoughts of military employments, quitted his commiſſien, 
and was by the ſame king made lord privy ſeal in Scotland, and 
one of the extraordinary lords of ſeſſion. 

In the year 1700 he was appointed lord high commiſſioner 
in two ſeſſions of parliament ; and on the 14th of June 1703, in 
a chapter held at Kenſington, was elected a knight of the gar- 


ter, and on the 1oth of July following was inſtalled at Windſor. 


Queen Ann made him ſecretary of ſtate for Scotland; and ap- 
pointed him her high commiſſioner in 1702. He was appoint- 
ed firſt commiſſioner on the part of Scotland, to treat of the 
union, and was high commiſſioner in 1703. 5 
On the, 3d of September 1706, his grace was again appointed 
high commiſſioner, and was one of the commiſſioners who com- 
pleated the union between the two kingdoms, after which he 
was elected one of the ſixteen peers for Scotland to ſerve in the 
firſt parliament of Great Britain. He ſoon after had an ho- 
nourable penſion of 3000 l. out of the poſt office; and in 1711 
was created duke of Dover. He continued ſecretary of ſtate 


for North Britain till his death, which happened at London in 


July 6, 1711, in the 49th year of his age, 
In December 1685 he married Mary, ſecond daughter of 
Charles lord Clifford, eldeſt ſon of Richard earl of Burlington 


and 
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and Cork, by the lady Jane Seymour, daughter of William 
duke of Somerſet, and by her had four ſons and three daugh- 
ters, Viz. I. William earl of Drumlanrig, who died an infant. 
2. James, who alſo died young. 3. Lord Charles, born at Edin- 
burgh 24 November 1698, and in 1707, for the great ſervices 
of his father and anceſtors, was created earl of Solway, and is 
now duke of Queensberry. 4. Lord George, born at London 
in February 1700, and died at Paris in 1724. 

Of the daughters, 1. Lady Ifabel, the eldeſt, died unmarried. 
2. Lady Jane married Francis duke of Buccleugh, then earl of 

Dalkeith, and died of the ſmall-pox in the year 1729. 3. La- 
dy Ann married the right honourable William Finch, late his 
majeſty's envoy at the Hague, member for the univerſity of Cam- 
bridge, and brother of the earl of Winchelſea and Nottingham, 
but died in 7741. His grace departing this life, as before 
obſerved, was ſucceeded by his third fon, 

Charles, now third duke of Queensberry. He was gentleman 
of the bedchamber to king George I. in 1720; and to Frede- 
rick late prince of Wales in 1738. His grace, in 1719, mar- 
ried the lady Catharine Hyde, daughter of Henry earl of Cla-

CAMPBELL, Duke of ARGYLL. 


THE noble and illuſtrious name of Campbell is ef ver 

A great antiquity in Scotland. 

Camden derives their pedigree from the ancient kings of Ar- 
gyll, in the ſixth century. The firſt appellation they uſed, 
was O Dubhin, which, according to an early cuſtom, they aſ- 
ſumed from Diarmed O Dubhin, one of their anceſtors, who 
was a brave and warlike man, and from him, in the Iriſh lan- 
guage, they are called to this time Siol Diarmed, that is, the 
poſterity or offspring of Diarmed. From the aforeſaid Diar- 
med O Duthin, the bards have recorded a long ſeries o& the ba- 
rons of Lochow, whoſe actions they tell us were very renown- 
ed both for conduct and courage; and to him ſucceeded Paul 


O Dubhin, who was lord of Lochow, and was denominated 


Paul Inſpuran, from his being the king's treaſurer ; but he 
having no male iſſue, his eſtate went to his daughter Eva; 
who being married to Gileſpick O Dubhin, a relation of her 
own, he got the name changed to Campbell, thereby to per- 


petuate the memory of a noble and heroic piece of ſervice per- 


formed by him for the crown of France, in the reign of Mal- 
colm Canmore. By Eva, the ſaid Gileſpick O Dubhin, or 
Campbell, had a fon named Duncan, who was father of Co- 
lin, and he of Archibald, the father of another Duncan, * 

| ; on 
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ſon Sir Gileſpick Campbell, knight, and lord of Lochow, was 
father of Sir Colin-More Campbell, who was one of thoſe great 
men ſummoned to Berwick in Auguſt 1292, on the part of Ro- 
bert Bruce, when king Edward I. of England came there to 
decide the diſpute between the ſaid Robert and John Baliol, 
for the crown of Scotland. : 

He married a lady of the family of Sinclair, by whom he had 

two ſons, Sir Donald Campbell of Redhouſe, from whom is 
deſcended the family of Loudon, and Sir Neil his ſucceſſor, who 
was honoured with knighthood by Alexander III. and aſſiſted 
at the coronation of the aforeſaid king Robert in 1306. 
In 1315 he was one of the barons in the parliament held at 
Air, where they made an entail of the crown to king Robert 
and his heirs; and for that ſignal loyalty, and other his good 
ſervices, the king made him a grant of ſeveral lands, then in 
the crown; and alſo gave him in marriage his own ſiſter, the 
lady Mary Bruce. 

By the ſaid lady he had two ſons, Colin and John, which 
John was dignified with the title of earl of Athol, and died 
without iſſue; and Sir Colin, who ſucceeded his father in 1316, 
being in the expedition made into Ireland, in behalf of Edward 
Bruce, king of that realm, who was routed and lain in battle 
by the Engliſh, he there behaving himſelf with great gallantry, 
was rewarded with a grant of divers lands in the county of 
Argyll. 

in the minority of king David Bruce, raiſing 400 men 
for that prince, and taking therewith the caſtle of Dunoon, 
then in poſſeſſion of the Engliſh, he rewarded him with the 
heretable government thereof, and gave him a yearly penſion. 

He married a daughter of the family of Lennox, and dyin 
in 1340, by her left Archibald, who ſucceeded him; John, 
anceſtor of the Campbells of Barbeck, of whom Succoth, c. 
are deſcended ; and Dougal, who loſt his eſtate for joining 
with Baliol; which Sir Archibald alſo conſtantly adhering to 
king David's intereſt, during his captivity in England, his ma- 
Fly beſtowed on him ſundry lands, which are ſtill in the fami- 
y ; and he marrying Mary, daughter of Sir John Laumont, 
by her had iſſue, LY 

Sir Colin his heir, who was employed by king Robert II. in 
_ reſtraining the incurſions of the Highlanders, who had then 
infeſted the weſtern parts of the realm; and reducing them to 
his majeſty's obedience, had thereupon a grant of divers lands 
and lordſhips, ſtill in the family's poſſeſſion. 

He married Margaret, daughter of Sir John Drummond of 
Stobhall, and by her had iſſue Colin, anceſtor of the Campbells 
of Ardkinlas, &c. and Donald ; beſide, 


Sir Duncan, his ſucceſſor, who being a perſon of great parts, 
arrived 


- 
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arrived to high advancements, both in honour and eſtate - for 


in the reign of king James I. he was made his majeſty's juftice 


eneral, one of his privy council, and lieutenant within the 
faire of Argyll; all which offices were confirmed to him by 
James II. whom he helped to ſettle on the throne, and was 
thereupon made high chancellor of Scotland, with the gift of 
feveral lands, and had ſummons to parliament by the title of 
lord Campbell in 1445. He married, firſt, the lady Margaret 
Stewart, daughter of Robert duke of Albany, governor of Scot- 
land; and by her had three ſons; Celeſtine, who died young; 


Archibald, from whom is derived the male line of this noble fa- 


mily ; and Sir Colin Campbell, anceſtor of the earl of Bread- 
albane. He married, ſecondly, Margaret, daughter of Sir John 


Stewart of Blackhill, by whom he had alſo three ſons, viz. 


Duncan, who was anceſtor of the family of Auchinbreck, &c., 
Sc. Neil, anceſtor of the family of Elbongreg, Ormandle, &c. 
and Arthur, anceſtor of the Campbells of Otter, &c. 

Archibald, who was the eldeft ſurviving brother, dying in his 
father's life-time, left iſſue by Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John 
Somervile of Carnwath, anceſtor of the lord Somervile, a ſon, 
Colin, fecond lord, who ſucceeded his grandfather, and was 
created earl of Argyll in 1457. In the reign of James III. he 
was employed in the higheſt offices of ſtate, as lord privy ſea), 
maſter of the houſhold, and lord high chancellor; and remain- 
ed chancellor till he died, which was in the year 1493. He 
married Iſabel, daughter and coheir of John Stewart lord Lorn, 
by whom he had two ſons, Archibald his heir, and Thomas, 
anceſtor of the Campbells of Lundie in Angus: alſo ſeven 
daughters, whereof Margaret was married to George lord Se- 
ton, anceſtor of the earl of Winton ; Iſabel to William, ſon 
and heir of John lord Drummond, anceſtor of the earls of 
Perth ; Helen to Hugh Montgomery, earl of Eglinton ; Eliza- 
beth to John lord Oliphant; and Mary to Æneas Macdonald; 
— to Alexander Mackenzie of Kintail, anceſtor of the earl 
of Seaforth; and Catharine to Torquil M*Leod of Lewis. On 
his deceaſe his eldeſt ſon : 

© Archibald became the ſecond earl of Argyll, who was by 
king James IV. promoted to be chancellor and chamberlain of 
Scotland, and maſter of the king's houſhold ; but on the gth 


- of September 1513, commanding the van of the army at the 


battle of Floddon, where he behaved with great valour, was 
killed with his royal maſter. He married Elizabeth, daughter 
of John Stewart ear] of Lennox, and had iſſue by her four ſons 
and five daughters; Margaret married to John lord Erſkine, 
afterwards earl of Mar; Iſabel to Gilbert Kennedy, earl of Caſ- 
fils; Mary to John Stewart, earl of Athol; Jane to Sir John 
Lamont ; Anne to Simon, maſter of Lovat. The fons were, 
1. Colin. 2. Archibald, who left only one daughter. 3 E 
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John Campbell of Calder, whoſe daughter Jane married Alex- 
ander, the fourth lord Lovat. And 4. Donald, anceſtor of the 
Campbells of Cythaik in Angus. 

Colin, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded his father, and was the third 
earl, and one of the council to king James V. as alſo in his 
reign made lord lieutenant of the borders, warden of the march- 
es, heretable ſheriff of Argyilſhire, juſtice general of Scotland, 
and maſter of the king's houſhold. He married lady Janet 
Gordon, daughter of Alexander earl of Huntley, and by her 
had iflue Archibald, John, and Alexander; and a daughter, 
Margaret, who was married to James Stewart earl of Murray; 
and ſecondly, to John earl of Sutherland. He died in 1 5425 
and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 


Archibald, fourth earl of Argyll, who was lord chancellor 


of Scotland, and one of thoſe peers who, upon the death of king 
James V. ſtrongly oppoſed the intended match between queen 
Mary and king Edward VI. of England; upon which a war 
happening with that kingdom, he remarkably diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf both at the unfortunate battle of Pinkie, and the ſiege 
of Haddington, for his queen and country, This noble lord 
was the firſt of his quality who embraced the proteſtant religi- 
on. He married Helen, daughter of James Hamilton the firſt 
earl of Arran, by whom he had iſſue, Archibald his heir; and 
by a ſecond wife, Mary, daughter of William Graham earl of 
Menteith, he had Sir Colin Campbell of Buchan, of whom 
hereafter; and two daughters, Margaret, married to. James 
Stewart, lord Down; and Janet, to Hector M<Lean of Dow- 
art, His lordſhip dying in 1558, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt 
fon, | 

Archibald, fifth earl, a perſon. of ſingular accompliſhments, 
who entered into an aſſociation with the enils of Glencairn, 
Moreton, and others, faithfully to aſſiſt one another in advanc- 
ing the cauſe of the proteſtant religion, which in 1560 they 
happily eftabliſhed by act of parliament. In 157x he was ap- 
pointed high chancellor of Scotland, which office he held till 
I575, the time of his death; and leaving no iſſue by his two 
wives, the lady Jane Stewart, natural daughter of king James 
V. and lady Jane Cunningham, daughter of Alexander earl of 

Glencairn, his eſtate and honour deſcended to his brother, 
Colin, the fixth earl, who was alſo lord chancellor of Scot- 
land, and one of the privy council of king James VI. and dy- 
ing in 1584, left iſſue by Agnes his ſecond wife, daughter of 
William Keith ear] Mariſhal, Archibald his heir, and Sir Co- 
lin Campbel! of Lundie, baronet. . 

Which Archibald, ſeventh earl, was commander of the 
forces ſent againſt the earls of Huntley and Errol at the battle 
of Glenlivet, 1594. He reduced the Mac Gregors in 1603, 
and the Macdonalds in the Weſtern Iſlands, in 1614; for which 

| great 
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great ſervices he had a grant of all Kintyre, which was con- 
firmed by parliament in 1617. He married firſt lady Anne 
Douglas, daughter of William earl of Moreton, by whom he 
had Archibald, who ſucceeded him; and four daughters, Ann, 
married to George ſecond marquis of Huntley ; Annabel to 
Robert Ker, ſecond earl of Lothian ; Jane to John Gordon, 
firſt viſcount Kenmure ; and Mary to Sir Robert Montgomery 
of Skemorly. By his ſecond wife Ann, daughter of Sir Wil- 
liam Cornwallis of Brome in the county of Suffolk, anceſtor of 
the earl Cornwallis, by Lucy his wife, third daughter and co- 
heir of John Nevil lord Latimer, he had iſſue a ſon, James, 
i} who in 1622 was created baron of Kintyre, and in 1642, earl 
it of Irvine; but dying without heirs male, his titles became ex- 
. tint; as alſo a daughter, Mary, married to James lord Rollo. 
His lordſhip deceaſing in the year 1638, was ſucceeded by 
| Archibald, his eldeſt ſon, and eighth earl, who was of the 
it privy council to king.Charles I. into whoſe hands he reſigned 
i' the juſticiaryſhip of all Scotland in 1628, which had been in his 
family for two hundred years, reſerving to himſelf and his heirs 
the juriſdiftion of Argyll, and the weſtern iſles, and wherever 
1 elſe he had lands in Scotland; all which in 1633 was ratified 
by act of parliament; and in 1641 he was created marquis of 
* Argyll. ö 
1 He was one of the ableſt ſtateſmen of his time, and joined 
| with the parliament of Scotland in the Presbyterian govern- 
. ment then eſtabliſhed. He contributed much to the reception 
and coronation of king Charles II. and on 1 January, 1650, 
put the crown on his head at Scoon ; but after the reſtoration, 
1661, he was accuſed by the earl of Middleton, then made 
high commiſſioner, of a multitude of crimes, eſpecially in 
complying with Oliver as to the death of the late king ; for 
which he was condemned in parliament, and 27 May 1661, 
beheaded at the market-croſs of Edinburgh, being, more truly, 
facrificed for his zeal in promoting the proteſtant intereſt and 
Church government of Scotland. | 

He married lady Margaret, daughter of William Douglas 
ear] of Moreton, and by her had iſiue two ſons, lord Archi- 
bald his heir, and lord Neil ; alſo three daughters, the ladies, 
Ann, who died unmarried ; Jane, married to Robert Ker mar- 
quis of Lothian; and Mary, firſt to George Sinclair earl of 
Caithneſs, and afterwards to John Campbell earl of Breadal- 

. bane. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

Archibald, the ninth earl, who was, when lord Lorn, com- 
mander of king Charles II's foot guard, and ſignalized himſclf 
againſt Oliver, never capitulating till he was ordered by his 
majeſty ſo to do, yet was forfeited by his father's misfortune ; 
but in 1663 was reſtored by the ſaid king to the honours and 
eſtate of his anceſtors, as earl of Argyll only, He was ae 44 
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the ſaid king appointed one of his privy council, and one of 
the commiſſioners of the treaſury, which office for many years 
he diſcharged with great fidelity; but in 1681, oppoſing the 
duke of York, who promoted popery in Scotland, the duke 
was ſo enraged againſt him, that all methods imaginable were 
propoſed to ruin him; which at laſt was effected, on pretence 
of putting his own meaning upon the teſt when he took it, 
(though others had done it as well as he) and becauſe he de- 
clared he would take no oaths to bind himſelf up from making 
ſuch amendments in church and ſtate as were neceſſary for the 
public ſafety. His enemies thereupon accuſed him of difloyalty 
and incenſing the king againſt him, he was confined priſoner 
in the caſtle of Edinburgh ; after which, being tried before the 
Juſtice court, he was found guilry of high treaſon, and ſenten- 
ced to ſuffer death. Some days after his eſtate was diſpoſed of 
to others; and he getting out of priſon in the dreſs of a lady's 
page, went into Holland, and ſo eſcaped his deſtiny at that 
time, though afterwards he fell a ſacrifice to the ſame rage that 
firſt made him unhappy ; for in 1685, having got together 
ſome officers and ſoldiers in Holland, he put them on board 
three ſhips, and landed in Argyllſhire ; and publiſhed two de- 
clarations; one in the name of all thoſe who had taken up 
arms; the other in his own. | 
In June 1685, being defeated, and taken, he was ſent pri- 
ſoner to the caſtle of Edinburgh, and beheaded on the 3oth at 
the market-croſs on his former illegal ſentence. 

He married lady Mary Stewart, daughter of James earl of 
Murray, by whom he had four ſons. and two daughters; lady 
Ann, firſt married to Richard Maitland earl of Lauderdale, and 
ſecondly to Charles earl of Murray; and lady Jane to William 
Ker marquis of Lothian. Of the ſons, Archibald, John, Charles 
and James: The youngeſt, who was a captain in the army, 
married Margaret Leſly, daughter of David lord Newark. 
Charles was a colonel in the army. John Campbell of Mam- 
more, the ſecond ſon, married a daughter of John lord El- 
phingſton, of whom hereafter; and 

Archibald, the eldeſt, firſt duke of Argyle, was one of thoſe. 
few Scots peers who came from Holland with the prince of O- 
range, and 5 November 1688, landed with him at Torbay, 
and very much promoted the revolution in Scotland; he was 
owned as earl of Argyll by the parliament before they took off 
the attainder againſt his father, which, by the claim of right, 
was declared to be a ſcandal on the juſtice of the nation. I his 
earl was ſent from the nobility to London, with Sir James 
Montgomery and Sir John Dalrymple, from the barons and 
boroughs, to offer the crown of Scotland, in the name of the 
convention of eſtates, to their majeſties king William and queen 
Mary; for whoſe ſervice he after ſent over a regiment ad 
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ders, of which the officers were all of his own name and fa- 

On 11 April 1689, the day that their majefties were crown- 
ed king and queen of England, he, with the other commiſſion- 
ers, preſented the act of ſettlement to their majeſties, and 
taking their oath, they were the ſame day proclaimed king 
and queen of Scotland; and on the 11th of May following, 
the commiſſioners tendered them the coronation oath, which 
was diſtinctly pronounced by the earl, while their majeſties 
repeated the ſentences after him, holding up their right hands 
all the while, according to the cuſtom of Scotland. On this 
their advancement to the throne, he was appointed one of the 
privy council, one of the lords of the treaſury, colonel of the 
Scots guard of horſe, one of the extraordinary lords of ſeſſion, 
and at length created duke of Argyll in June 1701. In the 
reign of qu:en Anne he was one of the commiſſioners for unit. 
ing the two nations; and marrying Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir Lionel Talmaſh of Helingham in Suffolk, Bart. and fiſter 
of Lionel earl of Dyfart, by Elizabeth his wife, daughter and 
heir of William Murray earl of Dyſart, by her had iſſue two 
ſons, John marquis of Lorn, and Archibald earl of Ila; alſo 
a daughter, lady Anne, married to James Stewart, ſecond earl 
of Bute, His grace deceaſing in the year 1703, was ſuc- 
ceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

John, ſecond duke of Argyll, who was born in 1680; 
and in 1701 had the command of a regiment of foot, and 
ſoon after was made an extraordinary lord.of ſeſſion, and a 
knight of the thiſtle. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf through the 
whole courſe of the queen's war, by his bravery and intrepi- 
dity, particularly at the battles of Ramillies, Oudenarde, and 
Malplaquet, and at the ſieges of Menin, Fort Plaſſendale, 
Oſtend and I ournay. 

In 1705 he was her majeſty's high commiſſioner to the par- 
liament of Scotland, and was afterwards general of her army 
in Spain, general and commander in chief in North Britain, 
governor of Minorca, and one of the privy- council in Eng- 
land. 

In 1705 he was created baron of Chatham and earl of 


Greenwich, and in 1710 elected a knight of the moſt noble 


order of the garter. 

On the death of queen Anne he was one of the lords juſ- 
tices till the arrival of king George I. purſuant to his ma- 
jeſty's former appointment; and on the 19th of the ſaid month 
was appointed firſt gentleman of the bed-chamber, or groom 
of the ſtole, to his royal highneſs George prince of Wales; 
as on the 27th he was appointed commander in chief of his 
majeſty's forces in Scotland, and ſoon after fworn of the 
privy-council, In 1715, a rebellion breaking out in —_ 

and, 
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land, his grace attacked and routed the enemy at Dumblain, 
on the 13th of November, with a force not half their num- 
ber. In February 1718, he was declared lord fteward of the 
king's houſhold, and on the 3oth of April created duke of 
Greenwich. He was ſeveral times one of the regency during 
the king's abſence ; was appointed governor of Portſmouth 
by king George II. was colonel of the queen's regiment of 
horſe, and afterwards had the royal blue regiment of horſe- 
guards. At length he was maſter-general of the ordnance, 
and field - marſhal of Great Britain. And was as conſpicuous 
for his patriotiſm and eloquence in parliament, as he had been 
for bravery and conduct in the field. 

He married firſt, Mary, daughter of John Brown, Eſq; 
and niece of Sir Charles Duncombe, Knt. lord mayor of 
London ; but ſhe dying in 1716, without iſſue, his grace 
married ſecondly, Mes. Jane Warburton, one of the maids of 
honour to queen Anne, as alſo to queen Caroline, when prin- 
ceſs of Wales, and by her had five daughters, lady Caroline, 
married firſt to Francis earl of Dalkeith, eldeſt ſon of Fran- 
cis duke of Buccleugh ; and ſecondly, to the right hon. Charles 
Townſhend, Eſq; ſecond ſon of the late lord viſcount Town- 
ſhend. Lady Ann married to William earl of Strafford. Lady Jane 
died in her twelfth year. Lady Betty married to James Stewart 
Mackenzie, brother of John earl of Bute. Lady Mary married 
to Edward viſcount Coke, heir apparent of Thomas earl of Lei- 
ceſter, and to his mother Margaret baroneſs Clifford, who left 
her a widow without iſſue. His grace dying in October 1743, 
the titles of duke and ear] of Greenwich, and baron of Chatham, 
expired with him ; but he was ſucceeded in his other titles by 
his brother, 5 | 

Archibald, third duke of Argyll, who was in 1705, at 23 
years of age, conſtituted lord treaſurer of Scotland, and the 
next year appointed one of the commiſſioners for the union 
treaty, during which he was created a peer of Scotland, by 
the titles of lord Ornſay, Dunoon, and Aros, alſo viſcount 
and earl of Ila, 29 October 1706. - On the happy concluſion 
of the ſaid treaty, he was elected one of the ſixteen peers to 
repreſent Scotland in the firſt Britiſh parliament, as he was in 
every one after except the fourth. | 

In October 1715, during the rebellion, he, by his great 
vigour and diligence, ſecured Inverary, the capital town of 
Argyllſhire, when general Gordon came with near 3000 men 
to force or ſurprize it. He was then in the office of lord re- 
giſter in Scotland; and on the death of William marquis of 
Annandale in 1721, was appointed keeper of the privy ſea], 
which office being renewed to him by king George II. he held 
it till 1733: After which his grace was in the ſeveral high 
poſts. of juſtice general of Scotland, an extraordinary lord of 
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ſeſſion, keeper of the great ſeal, and chancellor of the uni- 
verſity of Aberdeen. = 

He married the daughter of Mr. Whitfield, Pay-maſter of 
the marines, but by her, who died in 1723, he had no iſſue, 
and his grace dying the 15th of April 1761, in the 79th year 
of his age, was ſucceeded, in his titles and eſtate, by 
John Campbell, now fourth duke of Argyll, ſon of the hon. 
John Campbell of Mammore, ſecond ſon of Archibald, ninth 
earl of Argyll. His grace is a general and colonel of the Scots 
Grays, governor of Milford- Haven and Limerick, one of the 
ſixteen peers for Scatland, .a lord of the privy-council, and a 
knight of the antient order of the thiſtle. 

In the year 1720, he married the hon. Miſs Bellenden, 
daughter of John, lord Bellenden, by whom he has iſſue, 
four ſons and one daughter, viz. 1. John marquis of Lorn, a 
lieutenant-general and colonel of the firft regiment of foot, 
who in March, 1759, married the ducheſs dowager of Hamil- 
ton, by whom he has iſſue three children. 2. Henry, killed 
at the battle of La Feldt. 3. Lord William, who in May 
1763, married Miſs Sarah Izard of Charles-Town in South- 
Carolina, and in January 1764, was choſen knight of the 
ſhire for the county of Argyll. He is a captain in the navy, 
and governor of Nova-Scotia. 4. Lord Frederick, member 
in the preſent parliament for Renfrew, and a counſellor at 
law. 5. Lady Mary, who was the third wife of Charles 
Bruce earl of Ayleſbury, who dying in 1746, ſhe married the 
right hon. Henry Seymour Conway, brother of Francis earl of 
Hertford, one of his majeſty's principal ſecretaries of ſtate, by 
whom ſhe has two daughters.

MURRAY, Duke of AT HO L. 
2 HE ſirname of Murray is, undoubtedly, amongſt the 


moſt antient in Scotland, and the family of very remote 
ſettlement in the county of Perth, and were deſcended from 
Sir Malcolm Murray, whoſe ſon Sir William in the year 1282, 
marrying Adda, daughter of Malyſs Seneſchal of Strathern, 
thereby became poſſeſſed of the barony of Tullibardin, as 
appears by a charter dated that year. 

In 1292, he was one of the barons ſummoned to Berwick 
by king Edward I. of England, when that prince was to de- 
termine the controverſy about the ſucceſſion to the crown of 
Scotland, then diſputed between John Balioi and Robert Bruce. 
By the ſaid Adda his wife he had 

Sir Andrew Murray, his heir, who having joined the intereſt 
Baliol, againſt David Bruce, was beheaded at Perth in 1332. 
To him ſucceeded his ſon, Sir William, third baron of Tulli- 
bardin, whoſe ſon John ſucceeded him, and he was ſucceeded 
by his ſon, Sir Walter, who died in 1390, and to him ſuc- 
ceeded his ſon, Sir David, ſixth baron, who was knighted by 
king James I. and founded the collegiate church of Tullibar- 
din; and he dying in 1446, was ſucceeded by his fon Sir Wil- 
liam. Which Sir William was knighted by king James III. 
made ſteward of Strathern, and marrying Margaret, daughter 
of Sir John Colquhoun of Luſs, by her had many ſons, from 
whom different families of the Murrays are deſcended. 

Sir William, his eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded him, and married 
Katharine, daughter of Andrew, lord Gray, by whom he had 
four ſons and two daughters, viz. Sir John, who died without 
iſſue, Sir William bis heir, Sir Andrew of Arngoſk, anceſtor 
of viſcount Stormount, and David: Chriſtian, married to 


George lord Seton; and Elizabeth to Thomas Stewart of 
ob Sh Bs > Grantully.

William, ninth baron of Tullibardin, who married lady 
Margaret, daughter of John, earl of Athol, and had iſſue by 
her three ſons and one daughter.

Sir William Murray, eleventh baron, who was a great 


ſtateſman, and deceaſed in 1583.

Sir John, who ſucceeded, was one of the privy-council to 


king James VI. in 1592, by whom he was created lord Mur- 


Tay, and earl of Tullibardin, July 20, 1606. He married 


Katharine, daughter of David lord Drummond, and by her 


had iflue five ſons and four daughters, viz.

in his family till the ſuppreſſion of all heritable juriſdictions, 
by act of parliament, in 1747. He married Dorothy, daugh- 
ter and coheir of John Stewart, fifth earl of Athol, by Mary 


his wife, daughter of William Ruthven, the firſt earl of Gowry; 


and.by her had a ſon, John, of whom hereafter, and one 
daughter, lady Anne, wife of Sir John Moncrief, of that 
ilk. Knowing that his faid ſon was heir of line to the earl- 
dom of Athol, and being unwilling the two honours of Athol 
and Tullibardin, with the eſtates, ſhould be conjoined in the 


fame perion, he ſurrendered his title of Tullibardin into the 
king's hands in favour of his brother Patrick, which was con- 
firmed by a patent, in 1628, and the ſaid Patrick, hereby, 
third earl of Tullibardin, married Elizabeth Dent, by whom 
he had iſſue James, fourth ear] of Tullibardin, and William 


of Red-caſtle, a brave youth, executed for his _—

king Charles I. in 1646, at St. Andrews. Which James, 
fourth earl; had two ſons, who both died unmarried, whereby 
the eſtates and honours of Tullibardin devolved on his couſin, 
and neareſt heir male, John, fifth earl, ſon of William; ſe- 
cond earl, and his lady Dorothea Stewart, as above. 

Which Jchn, who had alſo ſucceeded to the title of earl of 
Athol, was by that match related to the royal family. He was 
a faithful friend to king Charles I. from the beginning of his 
troubles in 1640, when he raiſed a body of near 2000 men for 
his ſervice. He married Jane, daughter of Sir Duncan Camp- 
bell of Glenurchy ; and dying in 1642, was ſucceeded by his ſon, 

John, the ſixth earl, who in the year 1653, when but eigh-_ 
teen years of age, loyally took up arms in defence of kin 
Charles II. and had ſeveral encounters with the Engliſh infur- 
gents in the north of Scotland; for which his majeſty, after the 
reſtoration, made him juſtice general, lord privy ſeal, captain 
of his guard, one of the extraordinary lords of ſeſſion, and cre- 
ated him marquis of Athol, February 7, 1676. On the rith of 
June 1685, the firſt of James VII. he defeated a party of the 
earl of Argyll's men; after which he was conſtituted lord lieu- 
tenant of the county of Argyll, and made knight of the thiſtle. , 
He dying in May 1703, left iſſue by lady Amelia-Sophia, daugh- 
ter of that loyal nobleman James Stanley earl of Derby, and 
baron Strange of Knockyn, who was beheaded in 1651, fix 
ſons and one daughter; John, his heir; Charles, created earl 
of Dunmore; lord James, married to lady Lillie Drummond, 
daughter of John the ſecond earl of Perth ; and left two daugh- 
ters, one married to Andrew lord Rollo; the other to Mr. Far- 
quharſon of Invercauld; William, the fourth ſon, was lord 
Nairn, by marrying the heireſs of Robert Nairn lord Nairn; 
lord Edward and lord Mungo; and the daughter, Amelia, was 
married to Hugh Fraſer lord Lovat. His lordſhip was ſucceed- 
ed by his eldeſt ſon, 

John, ſecond marquis, who was made ſecretary of ſtate in 
the reign of William III. high commiſſioner to the parliament, 
chancellor of the univerſity of St. Andrews, and in 1697 Cre- 
ated earl of Tullibardin, and viſcount Glenalmond. 

On the 3oth of June 1703, he was created marquis of Tulli- 
bardin and duke of Athol, and on the 7th of February follow- 
ing he was elected a knight of the thiſtle : In 1706, when the 
twenty ſecond article of the union came to be debated concern- 
ing the number of repreſentatives for Scotland in the parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, his grace thought fit to proteſt againſt 
the number as inſufficient and unreaſonable. 

He was elected one of the ſixteen peers in the 3d and 4th 
Britiſh parliaments; and in 1712 was ſworn one of her Majelty's 
privy council ; appointed privy ſeal in 1713, and the next year 
was high commiſſioner to the _— allembly of the —_— 
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He married, firſt, lady Katharine Hamilton, daughter of Wil- 
liam and Ann duke and ducheſs of Hamilton; and by her had 
iſſue ſix ſons, and one daughter, Suſanna, married to William 


Gordon earl of Aberdeen. Of the fix ſons, the firſt called 


marquis of Tullibardin, was a colonel in the Dutch ſervice, and 
was ſlain at the battle of Mons in 1709. The ſecond ſon, 
William, marquis of Tullibardin, was attainted in 1716 for 
being a party in the rebellion of that time; and being taken in 
the laſt rebellion in 1746, was ſent to the Tower, where he 
died the year after. James the third ſon ſucceeded as duke of 
Athol. Lord Charles died without iſſue. Lord George married 


an heireſs of his own name, by whom he left a daughter, a? 


melia, who in 1750 became the ſecond wife of the Hon. 
John Sinclair, who would have ſucceeded his father as lord 
Sinclair, but was attainted in 1716 : Alſo three ſons, John, now 
duke of Athol, James and George. This lord George Murray 
preſumptuouſly ated with the rebels in 1745 as a lieutenant 
general, and after the defeat at Culloden eſcaped into France, 
but was attainted in 1746, and died in November 1760. The 
fixth ſon, lord Bafil, died unmarried. | 

He married ſecondly, Mary, daughter of William lord Roſs, 
by whom he had three ſons, lord John Murray, member in the 
late parliament for Perthſhire, colonel of the Highland regi- 
ment, and a lieutenant general; lord Edward, who had iſſue 
a ſon, now an officer in the army, and a daughter; lord Fre- 
derick, a captain in the royal navy. He had alſo one daugh- 
ter by this ſecond wife, lady Mary, married to James lord 
Deſkford. His grace dying in 1724, was ſucceeded by his 
third ſon James, above noticed, on whom the titles forfeited 
by his brother were ſettled by act of parliament. 

Which James, ſecond duke of Athol, was at his father's 
death a commoner for the county of Perth, and a colonel in 
the third regiment of guards. In 1726 he married dame Jane 
Lanoy, widow of Sir Timothy Lanoy of Hammerſmith in 
Middleſex, Bart. and ſiſter of Sir John Frederick of Weft- 
minſter, baronet. By her he had a ſoa in 1735, who died the 
ſame year; and two daughters, lady Jane, wife of John earl 
of Crawford, and died without iſſue ; and lady Charlotte, the 
wife of her couſin, John Murray, Eſq; knight of the ſhire for 
the county of Perth, and ſon of lord George, as above. 

His grace became an Engliſh peer by the title of lord Strange, 
as alſo lord of the Iſle of Man on the deceaſe of James Stanley 
the 1cth earl of Derby, who died without iflue on the Iſt of 
February 1735-6; which dignities he derived from his grandmo- 
ther Amelia-Sophia, daughter of James earl of Derby, be- 
headed in 1651, as above recited, In April 1763 he reſigned 
the privy ſeal of Scotland, and ſucceeded the duke of Queens- 


berry as keeper of the great ſeal. He departed this life on Ja- 


nuary 
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nuary 8, 1764, and the titles of duke of Athol, &c. &c. de- 
volved on his nephew, the honourable John Murray, Eſq; it 


having been found, that the attainder of lord George his father 


could operate only againſt himſelf, and conveyed no corruption 
of blood to his children. | | 


Which John, now third duke of Athol, having married his 


couſin lady Charlotte, now baroneſs Strange, the heirs male 


and of line of this illuſtrious family are conjoined. They have 
iſſue four ſons and three daughters, viz. John marquis of Tul- 
libardin, born on June 30, 1755; lords James, George and 
William; ladies Charlotte, Emilia and Rachael. In 1764, a 
contract was made with the government for the fale and ſur- 
render of the Iſle of Man, together with its regalitics, franchiſes 
and ſea- ports; all which were annexed by act of parliament 
to the crown, on payment of 70,000].

| nowned Græme, who, in the year 404, was general of 
king Fergus II's army; and in 420, making a breach upon the 
trench or wall, which the emperor Severus had made between 
the rivers Forth and Clyde, as the utmoſt bounds of the Roman 
Empire, to keep out the Scots from moleſting them in their 
poſſeſſions, the ſaid trench has ever ſince been called Grzme's 
dyke; and during the minority of Eugene II. the ſon of Fer- 
gus II. he was governor of Scotland, married a lady of the 
royal houſe of Denmark, and was progenitor of all the Grahams 
in Scotland. | 

In the year 1225, William de Græme, now ſpelt Graham, 
Was one of the witneſſes to the foundation of the abbey of 
Holyrood-houſe, by king David I. He had a fon, John de 
Græme, who had a ſon William, and William a ſon, Sir Da- 
vid Graham, who obtaining from king William the lion a 
grant of the lands of Charleton and Barrowheld near Glaſgow, 
and the lordſhip of Kinaber in the county of Kincardin in 
1214, Was therein ſucceeded by Sir David his ſon, who had 
alſo a grant from Maldwin earl of Lenos, of the lands of 
Strathblane in Stirlingſhire, and Mugdok in Lenos, and from 
the earl of Dunbar got the lands of Dundaff. His ſon David 
ſucceeding, obtained particular charters of his whole lands, and 
had them ratified to him under the great ſeal of Alexander III. 
He married Annabel, ſiſter of Maliſe earl of Strathern, with 
her had the barony of Kincarn, or Kincardin of Strathern, in 
the county of Perth, and by her had iſſue three ſons, Sir Patrick 
his heir, who was ſheriff of Stirling ; Sir John, a conſtant com- 


panion and boſom friend of the brave Sir William Wallace, 
who was killed at the battle of Falkirk in 1298; and Sir Da- 


vid Græme. | 
In the year 1296, Sir Patrick his ſucceſſor ftrenuouſly aſſert- 

ing the independence of his country againſt king Edward I. of 

England, was killed at the battle of Dunbar in 1296, and left 


iſſue two ſons, Sir Dayid his heir, and Sir John, who married 
the heir of Robert de Avenel, and with her had the lands of 
Eſkdale in the ſouth. | 
Sir David, who ſucceeded his father, being alſo a very great 
patriot, 
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patriot, and zealous loyaliſt in behalf of king Robert Bruce, 
he, upon that king's acceſſion to the throne, had a grant of di- 
vers lands, for his good ſervices before that time performed; 
and in the year 1320 was one of the barons who wrote that no- 
table letter to the pope, aſſerting the independence of Scotland, 
and extolling the ſaid king as the nation's deliverer; to which 
record his ſeal now remains entire. His ſon Sir David ſuc- 
ceeded, and in the year 1346, when king David was taken 
priſoner at the battle of Durham, he was one of the barons of 
Scotland, appointed to treat with the Engliſh for the king's 
redemption: He had iſſue a ſon, Sir Patrick, and a daughter, 
married to William earl of Roſs. 

Which Sir Patrick was lord of Dundaff, and one of the ho- 
ſtages for the faid king's ranſom, 1357. By his firſt wife he 
had William lord Graham; and a daughter, Matilda, the wife 
of Sir John Drummond of Concraig; and by his ſecond, Eu- 


phemia, daughter of Sir John Stewart, brother of king Robert 


II. and ſiſter of Walter Stewart lord of Raleſton, he had Sir 
Patrick, from whom deſcended the earls of Menteith; as alſo 
Robert, David and Alexander. He died before the year 1404, 
and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, | 

Sir William Graham of Kincardin, who was joined in em- 
baſly to king Henry IV. of England, with the earls of Craw- 
ford and Mar, to negociate and ſettle a peace. He married, 
firſt, Mariot, daughter of Sir Jokn Oliphant, by whom he had 
two ſons, Alexander, who died before him, and John. His 


ſecond wife was lady Mariot Stewart, daughter of king Robert 


III. widow of James Kennedy of Denure, and of George earl 
of Angus; by her he had iſſue five ſons, Sir Robert, who was 
anceſtor of the Grahams of Fintry ; Patrick, biſhop of St. An- 
crews; William, from whom are deſcended the Grahams of 
Garvock, Balgoun; Harry and Walter, anceſtors of the Grahams 
of Knockdolien. Dying in 1424, he was ſucceeded by Pa- 
trick, eldeſt ſon of Alexander his eldeſt ſon, who died in his 
life-time. 1 

Which Patrick, lord Graham, was choſen one of the go- 


vernors of the realm, during the minority of king James II. 


and died in 1465, leaving iſſue, 

William, his ſon and heir, who married Ann, daughter of 
George Douglas fourth earl of Angus, by whom he had iſſue 
two ſons and two daughters; Jane, married to John the ſecond 
lord Ogilvy; and Chriſtian, married firſt to James Haldane of 
Gleneagles; and ſecondly, to Sir Thomas Maul, anceſtor of 
the earl Panmure. Of the ſons, William ſucceeded him, and 
George was anceſtor of the Grahams of Calender. He died in

In re- 
turn for his loyalty, king James IV. was pleaſed to create him 
earl of Montroſe, March 3, 1504. He married firſt Annabel, 
daughter of John lord Drummond, by whom he had a fon and 
heir, William, lord Graham; and ſecondly, Janet, daughter 
of Sir Archibald Edmondſon of Duntreath, by whom he had 
three daughters, Margaret, the wife of John Stewart maſter of 
Lennox; Elizabeth, married to Walter, the grandſon and heir 
of John the firſt lord Drummond ; and Nicola, married to Wil- 
liam Murray of Abercairny.

battle of Floddon 1513. To him ſucceeded his eldeſt ſon, 
William, ſecond earl of Montroſe. He was appointed gover- 
Nor to king James V. by the regent, John duke of Albany. He 
married lady Janet, daughter of William Keith the firſt earl 
Mariſhal, and by her had iſſue four ſons and five daughters 
Robert, lord Graham, who was killed at the battle of Pinkie 
in 1547, leaving a poſthumous ſon, John, by his wife, daugh- 
ter of Malcolm lord Fleming, who ſucceeded his grandfather;

and held that great office till his death. He married Lilias, 
daughter of David lord Drummond, by whom he had iſſue three 
ſons and one daughter, viz. John lord Graham, who ſucceeded 
him; Sir Robert Graham of [nnermeath ; Sir William Graham 
of Braco in Strathern ; and his daughter Lilias married John 
Fleming, the firſt earl of Wigton.

John lord Graham, fourth earl of Montroſe, who was am- 
baſſador from king James VI. to ſeveral foreign courts ; and 
after the acceſſion of king Charles I. was preſident of the coun- 
eil in Scotland, but died in 1626; and by his wife, lady Mar- 
garet, daughter of William earl of Gowry, had iſſue James, 
who ſucceeded him; and four daughters; lady Lilias, married 
to Sir John Colquhoun, Bart. lady Margaret, to Archibald lord 
Napier; lady Dorothy, to James firſt lord Rollo; and lady

James, fifth earl and firſt. marquis of Montroſe, born in | 
1612, who as but young when his father died; and the tran- |

factions of this great and unfortunate nobleman being faithfully 
recorded in our hiſtories of the reign of Charles I. we ſhall not 


enter upon them here, but obſerve, that he was ſentenced to | | 
be hanged, 21 May 1650, at the croſs of Edinburgh, on a gib- Rb 
bet thirty feet high, for the ſpace of three hours; then to be i 
beheaded and quartered, and his head fixed on the tolbooth 4 
priſon: If he repented, and was abſolved of excommunication, 
his body might be buried in St. Giles's church, but otherwiſe 
it ſhould be buried in the place where he was to ſuffer. He 
expected his fate with great calmneſs of mind, being ſatisfied 
in the juſtice of his own actions for the royal cauſe, and met 
death with uncommon reſolution. < 

His body being interred at the place of execution, it there 
remained till. the reſtoration, when by his majeſty's own ap- 
pointment all the parts were collected and laid together in the 
church of Holyrood houſe, from whence his corpſe was with 
great ſolemnity carried to St. Giles's church, and there depoſi- 
ted near the remains of his grandfather. 

While this nobleman was at the Hague with the king in the 
year 1649, he was nominated and deſigned for a knight of the 
garter; but his own tragical death prevented his obtaining the 
three requiſites for a companion of that moſt noble order, name- 
ly, election, knighthood, and inftallation. 

He married lady Magdalen Carnegie, daughter of David earl 
of Southeſk, and by her left iſſue an only ſon and heir, 

James, ſecond marquis of Montroſe, who immediately on 
the king's return being reſtored to his eſtate and honours, was 
admitted one of his majeſty's privy council; but dying in 1669, 
with the title of a worthy honeſt man, by his wife lady Iſabel, 
daughter of William Douglas earl of Moreton, had iſſue two 

| ſons, James, who ſucceeded him, and lord Charles, who died 
young; and three daughters: Lady Ann married to Alex- 
ander Livingſton earl of Calender; lady Grizel to William, ſe- 
cond fon of William lord Cochran, anceſtor of the earls of 
Dundonald ; and lady Jane to Sir Jonathan Urquhart of Cro- 
merty. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon, 

James, third marquis, who was firſt made captain of his 
majeſty's horſe guard, and then preſident of the council; but 
died in 1684, in the prime of his years, to the general regret 
of the nation, leaving iſſue by the lady Chriſtian, his wife, 
daughter of John Leſley duke of Rothes, 

James, fourth marquis, who ſoon after he came of age, 
was by queen Ann made admiral of Scotland in 1705, 
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and in the year following preſident of the council. On 24 
April 1707, in regard of his inviolable zeal for the proteſtant 
ſucceſſion, and his hearty concurrence in the union of the two 
kingdoms, her majeſty was pleaſed to create him duke of Mon- 
troſe, &c. which dignity was to deſcend not only to his male 
iſſue, but alſo to his heirs of entail, He was appointed lord 
privy ſeal in room of the duke of Queensberry 1709, and con- 
tinued fo till 1713, when he was removed for not complying 
with the court meaſures, under the miniſtry of Robert earl of 
Oxford. His grace on the deceaſe of queen Ann in 1714, 
made a ſpeedy journey to Edinburgh, and affifted at the pro- 
claiming king George I. and on his return to London, being 
one of the regency, concurred chearfully with the reſt in ſe- 
curing the public tranquillity till his majeſty's arrival: Upon 
which he was elected one of the fixteen peers for Scotland, in 
the firſt parliament of that reign, and made ſecretary of ſtate 
in the room of John earl of Mar. He was ſoon after ap- 
pointed keeper of the great ſeal for North Britain, which poſt 
he held about fix years: He was alſo chancellor of the uni- 
verſity of Glaſgow, and one of the repreſentatives for the 
peerage of Scotland in the firſt, ſecond, fifth, ſixth and ſe- 
venth parliaments of Great Britain, and died in 1741. 
He married lady Chriftian Carnegie, daughter of David 


earl of Northeſk, and by her, who died in 1744, he had iſſue 


four ſons, James marquis of Graham, who died in his in- 
fancy ; David, William, now duke, and lord George, a brave 
officer in the navy, who died in 1746, without iſſue; and one 
daughter, Margaret, who died unmarried. 

In conſideration of the ſervice and conſtant loyalty of this 
noble duke, his majeſty king George I. was pleaſed to advance 
his eldeſt ſurviving ſon, David marquis of Graham, to the 
dignity of a pcer of South Britain, by the ſtile and title of 
earl and baron Graham of Belford in the county of North- 
umberland, 23 May 1722, with remainder to his two bro- 
thers, William and George: But the aforeſaid David dying in 
1731 unmarried, and lord George as above, the third ſurvi- 
ving fon, 
William, ſucceeded as ſecond duke of Montroſe, and ear! 
Graham of Belford, who in October 1742, married lady Lucy 
Manners, daughter of John the ſecond duke of Rutland, by 
whom he has a ſon and heir, ſtiled marquis of Graham, born 
February 8, 1755, and a daughter lady Lucy, born in July 
1751. His grace is chancellor of the univerſity of Glaſgow, 
and governor of the bank of Scotland.

K E R, Duke of ROXBURGH. 


E > HE firname of Ker or Car, is of great antiquity, and 
ſome think the founder of the family came originally 
from France, with William the Conqueror, who gave him 
great grants of lands in the north of England, and that from 
him all the Kers, in Great Britain, are deſcended. Of his 
deſcendants, was Ker of Ker-Hall in the county of Lancaſter ; 
from whom deſcended two brothers, Ralph and Robert, in 


the county of Roxburgh, who made the two branches of Ces- 


ford and Ferniherſt, about the time of king David II. 1340; 
and Robert having obtained the lands of Smellholme, was an- 
ceſtor to the houſe of Cesford, of whom we are treating. 
The other branch of Ferniherſt, is the marquis of Lothian. 
Leaving their remoter anceſtors, we ſhall begin with 

Sir William Ker of Cesford, who married Janet, daughter 
of James Douglas of Drumlanrig, widow of James Twedie 
of Drumelzer, and had iſſue 

Sir Robert Ker of Cesford, who was knighted at the coro- 
nation of queen Ann, conſort of king James VI. in 1590, and 
was a gentleman of the bed-chamber to that king. He was 
alſo created lord Ker of Cesford, and was one of thoſe barons, 
who in 1603, by his majeſty's appointment, accompanied him 
into England; and in 1607, had a grant of the diſſolved ab- 
bies of Kelſo and Leſmehago, which were then erected into a 
barony by authority of king and parliament, for his ſervice as 
warden of the Middle Marches, in well ordering and quieting 
the borders ; after which he was created earl of Roxburgh in 
1610. In the reign of Charles I. he was appointed lord privy 
ſeal, which office he held the ſpace of twelve years. He mar- 
ried, firſt, Mary, daughter of dir William Maitland, of Le- 
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thington, by whom he had iſſue a ſon William, maſter of 
Roxburgh, who died without iſſue in 1625. Alſo three daugh- 
ters, Jane married to John Drummond, ſecond earl of Perth, 


Mary to James viſcount Dudhope, and Iſabel to James Car- 


negie, ſecond earl of Southeſk : And ſecondly, Jane, daughter 
of Patrick lord Drummond, by whom he had a ſon, 

Henry, lord Ker, who died before him; but having mar- 
ried lady Margaret, daughter of William Hay, tenth earl of 
Errol, by her left three daughters, Jane heir to her grand- 
father, Ann married to John Fleming the fourth earl. of Wig- 
ton, and Margaret to Sir Harry Innes of Innes, Bart. 

The lady Jane who was heir, by her grandfather's appoint- 
ment, married her couſin german 

Sir William Drummond, ſon of his eldeſt daughter lady 
Jane, before-mentioned, and thereupon became ſecond earl 
of Roxburgh, and took the name and arms of Ker, and dying 
in 1675, left two ſons, Robert who ſucceeded him, John who 
became lord Bellenden, and one daughter Jane, who was the 
ſecond wife of Colin earl of Balcaras. He was ſucceeded by 
his eldeſt ſon, | "ON 

Robert, third earl of Roxburgh, who was a priyy-coun- 
ſellor to king Charles II. but accompanying the duke of York 
from London to Scotland, in the ſhip Glouceſter, he was loſt 
on the coaſt of Yarmouth, with above a hundred perſons 
more, the ſhip, after ſtriking on the ſands, foundering on the. 
5th of May 1682, He married lady Mary Hay, daughter of 
John marquis of Tweedale, and by her, who lived a widow 
ſeventy years, and died in January 1753, heleft three ſons, viz. 

Robert, who ſucceeded as fourth ear] of Roxburgh, but 


died abroad in his travels 1696; John who was created duke 


of Roxburgh, and William who was a colonel of dragoons, 
and groom of the bed-chamber to his majeſty when prince of 
Wales. In the firſt and fifth parliaments after the union, he 
was elected for the burghs of Kinghorn, &c. In the ſixth he 
was returned for the burghs of Aberdeen, &c. and was voted 
not duly elected, but was ſoon after choſen for the town of 
Berwick, and was a general officer, in the army, | 
The faid earl Robert dying unmarried was ſucceeded by 
John, his next brother, as fifth earl of Roxburgh, who was 
by queen Ann made ſecretary of ſtate for Scotland 1704; and 
being very faithful in promoting the union, was advanced to 
the dignity of marquis of Beaumont and Cesford, and duke 
of Roxbugh, 27 April 1707, and elected one of the ſixteen 
peers in the frſt parliament of Great Britain. Being a hearty 


friend to the proteſtant ſucceſſion he was previouſly nominated 


one of the regency, in ſuppoſition of the queen's death, till 


the next heir ſhould arrive; and in the firſt year of king 


George I. he was ſworn of the privy-council, lord- imme 
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of Selkirk and Roxburghſhires, and keeper of the privy ſeal 
for Scotland. He was alſo one of the ſixteen peers in the 


ſecond, fifth, and fixth parliaments of Great 'Britain, and | 


three times one of the lords juſtices during the king's abſence 


abroad. In October 1722, he was elected a knicht of che 


moſt noble order of the garter, and in November following 
inſtalled at Windſor. He was fecretary of ſtate for North 
Britain from 1716 to 1725, but after the death of king 
George I. his grace choſe to retire from court for the remain- 
der of his days, and died February 24, 1741. 

He married lady Mary Finch, daughter of Daniel earl of 
Winchelſea and Nottingham, and widow of William Savil 
marquis of Halifax, by whom he had ifſue an only ſon 

| Robert, ſecond duke of Roxburgh, On 24 May 1722, he

1 1 HAVE undoubted authority for aſſerting, that the name 


of this illuſtrious family was derived from France. That 
there were lands and a lordſhip of that denomination in Nor- 
mandy, long before the time of William the Conqueror, as 
is made appear by Mr. Douglas, in his Peerage of Scotland; 
and that the Hays in Normandy had the ſame armorial bear- 
ings with thoſe in Scotland. And there is ſufficient proof that 
William de la Haya, anceſtor of the family of Tweeddale, 
was ſettled in Lothian, about the reigns of David I. and 
Malcolm IV. In the reign of William the Lion, about the 
year 1200, John the ſon of William Hay, marrying the heir 
of Robert de Lyne, with her had the barony of Lockhart; 
and from him deſcended Sir Gilbert Hay, who was a perſon 
much eſteemed by king Robert Bruce; and marrying Mary, 
daughter and coheir of Simon Fraſer, lord of Oliver Caſtle, 
with her obtained a fair eſtate in the county of Tweeddale, 
and thereupon the family hath continued to quarter the arms 
of Fraſer. He died about 1320, leaving by the ſaid Mary his 
wife, Sir Thomas Hay, who on the 17th of October 1346, 
was taken priſoner with king David II. at the battle of Dur- 
ham; and in 1357 his ſon Sir William Hay was one of the 
hoſtages for that king's ranſom. | 
His ſon, Sir Thomas, who died in 1400, was ſucceeded by 
Sir William Hay of Lockhart, who married Joanna, . eldeſt 
daughter and coheir of Sir Hugh Gifford, lord of Veſter, with 
whom he got the lands and barony of Yeſter, which he aſſum- 
ed for his chief title, and added the arms of Gifford, to his 
former bearing, in 1421; by her he had iſſue Sir Thomas his 
heir, and other children; alſo by a ſecond marriage, Edmund, 
anceſtor of the Hays of Bara and Limplum in the North, of 
whom thoſe of Adderſton, Mordington, &c. in the South, are 
deſcended.

John, eighth lord Veſter, who in the beginning of the 
troubles of king Charles 1. had the command of a regiment 
in the royal army, for which and other his good ſervices, he 
was created earl of TI weeddale on December 1, 1646; and 
dying in 1653, left iſſue by Jane his firſt wife, daughter of 
Alexander earl of Dumferline, John his heir and ſucceſſor; 
and by his ſecond wife Margaret, daughter of Alexander 
Montgomery earl of Eglington, he left William Hay of 
Drumelzer, whoſe daughter married and had iſſue, He died 
in 1653, and was ſucceeded by his ſaid eldeſt fon, 

John, ſecond earl, who was a nobleman of fine parts, and 
of great experience in affairs. King Charles II. on his re- 
ſtoration, appointed him to be one of the privy council, a 
commiſſioner of the treaſury, and one of the extraordinary 
lords of ſeſuon, in which poits he was continued by king 
James VII. till the revolution; and then having complied 
with the government under king William and queen Mary, 
their majeſties had fo great a regard for his wiſdom and con- 
duct, that they were pleated to make him one of the lords of 
the treaſury, lord chancellor of Scotland, and in 1694 created 
him marquis of Tweeddale. = 

He married the lady Jane, daughter of Walter Scot, firſt eat] 
of Buccleugh, and by her had illue ſeven ſons and ſęven daugh- 
ters, viz. , To his ſucceſſor; lord Francis, who died young;

John, ſecond marquis of Tweeddale; who was one of the 
privy council to king William III. in whoſe reign he was alſo 
high commiſſioner to the parliament of Scotland, and firſt 
commiſhoner of the treaſury. In the reign of queen Ann he 
was made high chancellor of Scotland, and in 1704 was high 
commiſſioner to the parliament, when the act of ſecurity was 
confirmed and paſt into a law: after which, in 1707, he was 
elected one of the fixteen peers to the firſt parliament of Great 
Britain. He married lady Ann, only daughter of John Mait- 
land, duke of Lauderdale; by whom he had iſſue three ſons and 
two daughters; lady Ann, third wife of William lord Roſs; lady 
Jane, wife of John Leſley earl of Rothes; and of the ſons, which

K E R, Marquis of LOT HI AN. 


HE antiquity of the name of Ker has been already no- 

ticed under the duke of Roxburgh's pedigree. Sir George 
M“Kenzie, that learned antiquary, is of opinion, that the Kers 
ſettled in the ſouth parts of Scotland about the year 1330 ; but 
it is certain they were numerous and flouriſhing long before 
that time; for many of that name ſwore fealty to Edward I. 
king of England, between the years 1291 and 1297. How- 
ever, I ſhall not enter into theſe remote times, but deduce m 
account from Mark Ker, ſecond ſon of Sir Andrew Ker of 
Ceſsford, who in the year 1564 was abbot of Newbottle, and 
in 1569 an extraordinary lord of ſeſſion. He married lady He- 
len, daughter of George Leſley earl of Rothes, and by her had 
iſſue four ſons and one daughter ; - Katharine, married to Wil- 
liam Maxwell lord Herries. The fons were, Mark, who ſuc- 
ceeded him; Andrew Ker of Fenton, George and William 
Ker, Eſqrs. He died in 1584, and 

Mark, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded, and was a judge in the 
court of ſeſſion, and maſter of requeſts ; ; and in his favour the 
abbacy of Newbottle was erected into a temporal _— by 
authority of king and parliament, 1591. 

On June io, 1606, he was created: carl of Lothian. He 
married Margaret, daughter of John lord Herries, by whom + 
he had iſſue four ſons, Robert, William, Mark, and James; 
and feven daughters, Jane married to Robert maſter of Boyd, 
Janet to William Coningham earl of Glencaim, Margaret to 
James Hay lord Yeſter, Iſabel to William Douglas firſt earl of 
Queenſberry, Lilias to John lord Bothwick, Mary to Sir James

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Robert, his eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded him, and was ſecond earl. 
He married lady Annabel, daughter of Archibald Campbell the 
ſeventh earl of Argyll, by whom he had two daughters, ladies 
Ann and Joanna, but leaving no male iſſue, he, with the king's 
approbation, made over his eſtate and titles to his ſaid daughter 
lady Ann; and upon his deceaſe in 1624, ſhe ſucceeded thereto 
accordingly ; and marrying Sir William Ker, fon and heir of 
Robert firſt earl of Ancram, king Charles I. conferred thoſe 
titles upon him. They had iſſue three ſons and ſeven daugh- 
ters; lady Ann married to Alexander Fraſer maſter of Salton; 
lady Elizabeth to John lord Bothwick; lady Mary to James 
Brodie of that ilk; lady Margaret to Sir James Richardſon of 
Smeaton; lady Vere to lord Neil Campbell, ſecond ſon of the 
marquis of Argyll; and lady Henrietta to Sir Francis Scot of 
Thirleſtane. The ſons were, Robert, their heir; Sir William, 
director of the chancery in 1661; and Charles, anceſtor of the 
Kers of Abbotrule. His lordſhip was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

Robert, fourth earl of Lothian. He was one of the privy 
council to king Williem, and by him made juſtice general of 
Scotland, and marquis of Lothian ; and married lady Jane, 
daughter of Archibald Campbel! marquis of Argyll. by whom 
he had iſſue four ſons and one daughter, viz. William earl of 
Ancram; lord Charles Ker, director of the chancery, who left 
a numerous iſſue, and his eldeſt fon, Robert Ker, Eſq; is now 
director of the chancery; Jord John, a colonel in the army ; 
and lord Mark, general of foot, colonel of a regiment of dra- 
goons, and governor of Edinburgh caſtle, who died unmarried 
February 2, 1752. The daughter, lady Mary, married James 
marquis of Douglas, and was mother of Archibald, late duke 
of Douglas. | 

His lordſhip departing this life in the year 1703, was ſuc- 
cceded by his eldeſt ton, 

William, ſecond marquis of Lothian, who was by queen 


Ann appointed one of the commiſſioners to treat of the union 


between England and Scotland; in November 1705, he was 
elected a knight of the ancient order of the thiſtle, and 
one of the ſixteen peers to fit in the firſt and ſecond par- 
laments of Great Britain: he was afterwards made colonel of 
the third regiment of foot guards, and major general of the 
forces in Scotland; and in March 1714-15, he was again cho- 
ſen one of the ſixteen peers. He married lady Jane, daughter 
of Archibald Campbell, the unfortunate ear] of Argyll, who 
was beheaded in 1685, and by her had iſſue William his heir, 
and four daughters; lady Jane, married to William Jord Cran-

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land. Deceaſing March 1, 1721-2, he was ſucceeded by his 
only ſon, 1 | 

William, third marquis of Lothian, who was elected one of 
the ſixteen peers to the eighth, ninth, tenth, and eleventh Bri- 
tiſn parliaments. He was elected a knight of the thiſtle in 1734, 
and ſoon after appointed his majeſty's high commiſſioner to the 
general aſſembly of the church of Scotland; as alſo lord regiſter 
in the court of ſeſſion, which laſt he reſigned in 1760. He 

married firſt, Margaret, daughter of Sir Thomas Nicolſon, Bart. 
and by her, who died 27th of September 1759, had two ſons ; 
I. William earl of Ancram, who was lieutenant colonel to his 
great uncle lord Mark Ker's dragoons, and is now colonel of 
a regiment of dragoons, and a lieutenant-general of his maje- 
ity's forces. He married lady Louiſa-Carolina, only daughter 
of Robert Darcy earl of Holderneſs, by whom he hath a fon, 
William lord Newbottle, born in 1737, who married, the 29th 
of July 1762, Miſs Forteſcue, niece of the ear] of Mornington 
of the kingdom of Ireland; and two daughters, lady Louiſa, 
wife of lord George Lennox, brother of the duke of Richmond, 
and lady Wilhelmina-Emilia. 2. Lord Robert, a captain in 
the army, ſlain at the battle of Culloden, April 16, 1746.

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JOHNSTON, Marquis of ANNANDALE. 
T5 E Johnſtons are an ancient and warlike family, and 
| derive their ſirname from the barony of Johnſton, their 
patrimony in Annandale, This family were often wardens of 
the weſt borders before the union of the two crowns, and laid 
the foundation of their grandeur by their remarkable ſervices 
againſt the Engliſh, the Douglaſſes, and other borderers. They 
alſo ſuppreſſed the thieves, who during the war between the 
two nations committed great ravages on the borders; and 
thereupon took for a device a winged ſpur, to denote their di- 
ligence; and for their motto, Alight Thieves All, ſignifying their 

authority in commanding them to ſurrender. | 
In the reign of Robert IT. Sir John Johnſton of that ilk, on 


the iaid king's acceſſion to the crown in 1370, defeated the 


Engliſh who invaded Scotland from the marches. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon Sir John Johnſton, who died about the year 
1420, and was ſucceeded by his ſon, 

Sir Adam Johnſton, who was alſo remarkable for his loyal- 
ty to his prince, and love to his country, and was particularly 
inſtrumental in ſupprefling the rebellion of William earl of 
Douglas; for which eminent ſervice to the crown he had a gift 
of the lands of Pitenen in the county of Lanerk from king 
James II. and was ſucceeded by his ſon, by his firſt wife, 
John, who in 1457 was one of the conſervators of the peace 
with England. He married Mary, a daughter of the family of 
Maxwell, and by her had James his heir, and John. Byn ſe- 
cond wife he had Sir Gilbert Johnſton, who obtaincd t 
and barony of Elphingſton, by the daughter and heir of Ni- 
Jexander Elphingſton. James, eldeſt fon of John, lived in 
time of king James IV. and had one fon, Adam, who died in 
1488, and left iſſue James, who was in great favour with James 
IV. and V. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon John, who 
ſignalized himſelf at the battle of Pinkey, in 1547. He was 
ſucceeded about 1568, by his eldeſt fon James, who was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon John, who married Margaret, daughter of 
Sir William Scot 'of Buccleugh, by whom he had a ſon, James, 
and two daughters, Elizabeth, wite of Alexander Jardin; and 
Grizel, of Sir Robert Maxwell. He died in 1586, and was 
ſucceeded by his ſaid ſon, | 

James, who was in great favour with king James VT. who 
made him warden of the marches, and knighted him ; but in 
1608, being in a family diſpute with the lord Maxwell, he 
thereby loit his life, which was much regretted, being a gen- 
tleman of great wiſdom, and very well inclined. He married 


Sarah, daughter of John lord Herries, and by her had 


Sir James his heir, who, by king Charles I. was created lord 


Johnſton, aud carl of Hartheld, but afterwards, for his loyalty 
to 
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to the king, he ſuffered impriſonment and the ſequeſtration of 
his eftate. He had iſſue by Margaret his firſt wife, daughter of 
William Douglas the firſt earl of Queensberry, James his ſuc- 
ceſſor, and three daughters; Mary, married to Sir George 
Graham of Netherby, anceſtor of the viſcount Preſton ; Mar- 
garet, to Sir Robert Dalziel of Glenay, anceſtor of the earl of 
Carnwath ; and Janet, to Sir William Murray of Stanhope. 
He was ſucceeded by his ſaid ſon, 

James, ſecond earl, who after the reſtoration changed his 
title of Hartheld to Annandale with the king's approbation, and 
was one of his majeſty's privy council. He married lady Hen- 
rietta, daughter of William marquis of Douglas, by the lady 
Mary his ſecond wife, daughter of George Gordon marquis of 
Huntley, and by her had iſſue William his heir, John, and 
three daughters; lady Mary, married to William Lindſay earl 
of Crawford ; lady Margaret, to Sir James Montgomery ; and 
lady Henrietta, to Sir John Carmichael, baronets. He died 
July 7, 1672, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

William, who was one of the privy council to king William 
III. by whom, in 1696, he was alſo made one of the commiſ- 
ſioners of the treaſury, and created marquis of Annandale in17or, 
In the reign of queen Ann he was made ſecretary of ſtate, preſi- 
dent of the council, one of the extraordinary lords of ſeſſion, 
knight of the thiſtle, and one of the commiſſioners for the trea- 
ty of union; but in the parliament 1706, his lordſhip oppoſed 
the union, and delivered ſeveral ſpeeches and proteſtations con- 
taining the reaſons of his diſſent, which were all entered in the 
records of parliament : he was however elected one of the ſix- 
teen peers for Scotland, to fit in the third parliament of Great 
Britain. On the 12th of October 1714, he was ſworn one of 
his majeſty's privy council, and appointed keeper of the privy 
ſeal in Scotland ; after which he was lord lieutenant of the 
counties of Dumfries, Peebles, and Kirkcudbright, was again 
elected in the fifth parliament one of the ſixteen peers, and di- 
ed January 14, 1721. He married firſt Sophia, daughter and 
fole heir of John Fairholm of Craigichall in the county of >tir- 
ling, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue two fons, James late marguis 
of Annandale, and lord William, who died in 1722 unmarried; 
and a daughter, Henrietta, who was married to Charles Rope, 
earl of Hopeton : and ſecondly, Charlotte, daughter of John 
Vanden Bempden of Weſtminſter, Eſq; by whom he had ue 
two ſons, lord George, born in 1720, ſo named, che king be- 
ing his godfather ; and the lord John, who was Gected to par- 
liament for the burghs of Dumfries, &c. in 1721, and died 
unmarried in 1742; and the ſaid marquis was ſucceeded by kis 
eldeſt ſon, | | 

James, ſecond marquis of Annandale, who was returned tc 
the ſecond parliament gf, Great, Britain for the ſhires of * . 

4 fric; 
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fries and Linlithgow ; but being the eldeſt ſon of a peer, was 
declared incapable of fitting for either of them by the laws of 
Scotland. The faid lord being a valetudinary man, travelled 


much abroad for his health, and died at Naples. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his only ſurviving brother, 

George, now third marquis of Annandale, who has been 
declared a lunatick ever ſince the year 1745, by commiſſioners 
appointed for that purpoſe.

ERAWEURD, Earl of CRAWFURD 
and LINDSAY. 


SHE immediate anceſtor of the ancient and noble family 
of Lindſay, which came firſt to Scotland with Edgar 


Atheling and Margaret his filter, queen of king Malcolm Can- 


more, was Sir David Lindſay, lord of Crawfurd and Glaneſk, 

who fouriſhed in the reign of king David Bruce, and was the 
eighth generation of the illuſtrious houſe of Crawfurd, in a 
dire& male line. He was ſucceeded by his third fon Sir Wil- 
liam Lindſay of Crawfurd, who in the time of king David II. 
got a grant of the land and barony of Byres in Eaſt Lothian, 


to him and the heirs male of his body, &c, dated January 


17, 1366, was created lord Lindſay of Byres, by king Ro- 
be't II. about the year 1376, and raiſed further his fortune 
by marriage with Chriſtian, daughter and ſole heir of Sir Wil- 


liam

liam Muir of Abercorn in the county of Linlithgow ; and 
having with her that lordſhip, and ſeveral others, he there- 
upon added to his arms three mullets ; and afterwards changed 
his lands of Dunotter in the county of Kincardin, with Sir 
William Keith marſhal of Scotland, for his lands of Stru- 
thers in the county of Fife, which then became the principal 
ſeat of this noble family. He died in the year 1424, and was 
ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon John, whoin the 20th of James II. 
was conſtituted chief juſticiary north of the river Forth, and 
one of his privy council, and was appointed to treat of a 
peace with the Engliſh in the year 1451. He married a 
daughter of Robert Stewart, lord Lorn, by whom he had 


nine ſons and four daughters; whereof Chriſtian was firſt 


married to Alexander Seton of Parbroath, Eſq; and another 
Chriſtian, married to John, ſon and heir of John lord Seton, 
and afterwards to Robert Coningham lord Kilmaurs : Of the 
ſons, Walter, the fifth, was made lord St. John; and in 1480 
David, the eldeſt, ſucceeding his father aſſiſted king James III. 
at the battle of Bannockburn ; but in 1490, dying without 
iflue, John his next brother became heir, who dying alſo with- 
out male iſſue in 1498, Patrick the third brother ſucceeded, 
and by James V. was made ſheriff of the county of Fife; 
which office he had till 1531, when it was heretably con- 
ferred upon George Leſley earl of Rothes. He married Iſabella, 
a daughter of Pitcairn of that ilk, by whom he had three 
ſons, John, his heir; Patrick, lord of Kirkfothar, anceſtor 
of the Lindſays of Kirkfothar, and others; and William of 
Pyotſtown, of whom are deſcended the Lindſays of Pitſcottie, 
Wilmerfton, and others. He died in 1526, and his eldeſt 
ſon, Sir John Lindfay of Pitcruvie, marrying Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of Sir Robert Lundy of Balgony, by her had two ſons, 
John who ſucceeded his grandfather, and David of Scotſtoun; 
and a daughter Janet, wife of Sir David Murray, of Belvaird. 
John, his eldeſt fon, was the ſixth lord Lindſay, of Byres, 
and married lady Helen, daughter of John Stewart ear] of 
Athol, by whom he had iſſue three ſons and fix daughters, 
Iſabel married to Norman Leſley, ſon of George earl of 
Rothes ; Catharine to Thomas Myreton of Cambo ; Mar- 
garet to David Beaton of Meldrum, ſon of Cardinal Beaton ; 
Janet to Henry maſter of Sinclair, and ſecondly to Sir George, 


ſon of Sir Robert Douglas of Lockleven ; Helen to Thomas 


Fotheringhame of Pacorie; and Elizabeth to David Kinier of 
that ilk: Of the ſons, Patrick was his heir, John died in 
France, and Norman was anceſtor of the Lindſays of Newton 
of Nydie, now extinct. He died in the year 1563, and was 
ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon Patrick, who was active for the re- 
formation of religion, and on the king's fide in the minority 
of James VI, He married Eupheme, daughter of Sir Robert 
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Douglas of Lochleyen, and by her had iſſue James his heirs 
and two daughters, Margaret married to James lord Leſley, 
eldeſt ſon of Andrew the fifth earl of Rothes, and Maulſlie te 


William Ballingall of that ilk. He died on January 11, 1589, 


and was ſucceeded by his ſaid ſon, | 

James, eighth lord, who married lady Eupheme, daughter of 
Andrew earl of Rothes, and by her had iſſue two ſons and three 
daughters; Jane, wife of Robert Lundie, of Balgony ; Catha- 
Tine, of John Lundin, of that ilk; and Helen, of John, lord 
Cranſtoun. He died in 1601, and his eldeſt ſon Robert ſuc.- 
ceeded him, and marrying Ann, daughter of Laurence lord 
Oliphant, by her had only a daughter married to Alexander 
Falconer the firſt lord Halkerton, and dying Nov. q, 1609, 
his brother John, tenth lord, ſucceeded to the eſtate, He 
married lady Chriſtian Hamilton, daughter of Thomas earl 
of Haddington, by whom he had iſſue John his heir, and a 
daughter, Helen, married to Sir William Scot of Ardroſs. 
Dying in 1616, he was ſucceeded by his ſaid ſon, 

John, eleventh lord, who by king Charles I. in 1633, was 
created earl of Lindſay, and ſucceeded to the title of earl of 
Crawfurd, in conſequence of an intail made by Lodowic, the 
laſt earl, and became fourteenth earl of Crawfurd. In 1641, 
he was conſtituted lord high treaſurer of Scotland, which office 
he held for eight years; but in 1649, was laid afide by the 
eſtates of parliament, for his vigorous appearance in raiſing the 
army, which was intended to relieve the king in the Iſle of 
Wight. After the death of the king he adhered to king 
Charles II. at whoſe coronation at Scoon, on the firſt of Ja- 


nuary 1650, he carried the ſcepter ; but the ſame year re- 


ceiving a commiſſion from his majeſty to raiſe forces for his 
ſervice, in order to his reſtoration, he, with ſeveral other 
lords, was ſurprized at Elliot in Angus by the Engliſh, and 
ſent priſoner to the Tower of London, where he ſuffered a 
tedious impriſonment, till the reſtoration 1660, whereupon, 
in conſideration of his loſs and ſufferings, his majeſty was 
pleaſed to reſtore him to the treaſurer's office, January , 
1661, which he reſigned in favour of his ſon-in-law, the earl 
of Rothes, in 1664. 3

John his heir; James who was a colonel, and unfortunately

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Athol, who ſoon after died without iſſue at the baths of Aix in 
Germany; and leaving no iſſue, the ſeveral dignities of earl 
of Crawfurd and Lindſay, devolved on his couſin and heir 
male, George viſcount Garnock, deſcended of Patrick, ſe- 
cond ſon of John, firſt earl of Lindſay and fourteenth earl of 
Crawfurd, to whom we now return. Which Patrick married 
Margaret, daughter and coheir of Sir John Crawfurd, of Kil- 
birnie, in the ſhire of Air, upon whom Sir John ſettled his 
Whole eſtate, to them and their heirs whatever, they being 
obliged to bear the name and arms of Crawfurd. By her he 
had iſſue three ſons and three daughters; John his heir, Pa- 
trick, and Archibald ; Margaret wife of David, earl of Glaſ- 
gow; Anne of Mr. Henry Maule, brother and heir of James 
earl of Panmure; and Magdalen of George Dundas of Dud- 
Cingſtone, Eſq; He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

John, who was by queen Anne in 1703, made one of the 
privy council, and created viſcount Garnock. He married 
lady Margaret Stewart, daughter of James earl of Bute, by 
whom he had iſſue five ſons and three daughters; whereof 
Patrick, the ſecond viſcount, married Miſs Home, daughter 
of George Home, of Kelly, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue two 
ſons and three daughters; John who died before his father; 
George his ſucceſſor; Margaret and Janet, who died infants ; 
and Chriſtian-Graham, the wife of Patrick Bogle, Eſq; He 
died in the year 1737, and was ſucceeded by his only ſurvi- 
ving ſon, 

George, third viſcount, who on the deceaſe of John Lind- 
fay earl of Crawfurd, without iſſue, as before obſerved, ſuc- 
ceeded alſo as eighteenth earl of Crawfurd and fifth of Lind- 
ſay. His lordſhip married December 26, 1755, Jane, daugh- 
ter of Robert Hamilton of Bourtreehill, Eſq; by whom he has 
three ſons and two daughters ; George lord Lindſay, born 
February 4, 1758 ; Robert and Bute; ladies Jane and Mary.

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I the year 980, and the reign of Kenneth III. when the 

Danes had invaded Scotland, and prevailed in the battle 

of Loncarty near Perth, the Scots were worſted and gave way z 

and in their flight through a narrow paſs were ſtopt by a coun- 

tryman and his two ſons, who encouraged them to rally and 

renew the fight ; telling them, it was better and more honour- 

able to die in the field fighting for their king and country, 

than to fly and be afterwards killed by the mercileſs Danes; 

and upbraided thoſe who would fly like cowards, when all lay 

at ſtake: The more timorous ſtood ſtill, and many of the 

ſtout men, who fled more by the deſertion of their compa- 

nions, than want of courage, joined with the old man and 

his ſons to ſtop the reſt, till there was a good number toge- 

ther: The countrymen, who were armed only with what their 

ploughs furniſhed, leading them on, and returning upon the 

Danes, made a furious onſet, crying aloud, Help is at hand; 

the Danes believing that a freſh army was falling on them, 

the Scots thereby totally defeated them, and freed their own 
country from ſervitude, | 

The battle being over, the old man, afterwards known b 

the name of Hay, was brought to the king, who aflembling 

a parliament at Scoon, gave to the ſaid Hay and his ſons, as 

a juſt reward of their valour, fo much land on the river Tay in 

the diſtrict of Gowry, as a falcon from a man's hand flew 

over till it ſettled ; which being ſix miles in length was after- 

wards called Errol, and is ſtill poſſeſt by the family of Hay, 

which is lineally deſcended from the faid valiant Hay: And 

the king being willing to promote the ſaid Hay and his ſons 

from the rank of plebeians to the order of nobility, he aſſigned 

them a coat of arms, which was ?rgent three eſcutcheons 

gules, to intimate that the father and the two ions had been 

the three fortunate ſhields of Scotland. Thus all ancient 

Scotch authors and tradition ſpeak ; but it appears there were 

families of the name of Hay in italy and France, before the 

battle of Loncarty; and it has been aſſerted, that the Hays, 

both of Scotland and Italy, came firſt from Armenia. Be this 

as it may, however, I ſhall begin my account of this noble 

family with the mention of William de Haya, who had a grant 

of the lands of Errol from William the Lion. In the charters 

4 of Malcolm IV. William, and Alexander II. frequent men- 

f tion is made of Gulielmus de Haye, and Johannes de Haye, 

' | as witneſſes ; and at Berwick, in the diſpute between John 

| Baliol and Robert Bruce, before king Edward I. of England, 

Nicholas de Haye is one of the arbitrators. Since the begin- 

ning of king Robert Bruce's reign in 1300, the pedigree is 

very clear and uninterrupted. Gilbert 
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Gilbert de Haye, lord of Errol, adhered to king Robert J. 
whom he aſſiſted in retrieving the independence of his native 
country, then ſubject to the Engliſh ; and in conſideration of 
that his great loyalty and faithful ſervices, he had a grant of 
divers crown lands: And the king, being further defirous to 
give him a laſting mark of eſteem, was pleaſed, by a charter 
bearing date the 12th of November 1308, to grant unto him 
and his heirs for ever, the office of high conſtable of Scot- 
land ; which for ſeveral generations had been held by the fa- 
mily of Strathbogy, being then forfeited. He was killed at 
the fatal battle of Halidon-hill, July 19, 1333, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon, Sir David, who was killed at the battle of 
Durham, OR. 16, 1346, and was ſucceeded by his ſon, Sir 
Thomas, who married the princeſs Elizabeth Stewart, daugh- 
ter of king Robert II. in whoſe reign he became poſſeſſed of 
the barony of Inſtuthill in the county of Perth, at which 
place he died in the year 1406, leaving iſſue two ſons, Sir 
William his heir, and Sir Gilbert of Dronlaw; and two daugh- 
ters of their mother's name, one married to Sir George Leſley, 
anceſtor of the earl of Rothes; and the other to John Leſlie, of 
that ilk. | 

His eldeſt ſon, Sir William, ſucceeded, and was one of 
the commiſſioners deputed by the eſtates of Scotland to treat 
with the Engliſh court touching the redemption of king James I. 
who was detained priſoner in that realm, for whom he 
was al'o one of the hoſtages, in 1424, and thereupon was 
knighted. He married Margaret, daughter of the lord Gra- 
ham, and dying at Turriff in 1436, left two ſons, Gilbert and 
William. 

Gilbert, the eldeſt, died in his father's life-time, and ha- 
ving married Alicia, daughter of Sir William Hay of Veſter, 
anceſtor of the marquis of Tweeddale, by her had William his 
heir, and died in 1436. 

Which William, being a perſon of ſingular merit, was b 
king James II. in 1452, in recompence of his faithful ſervices, 
created earl of Errol, and died at Slanes in 1470. He mar- 
ried Beatrix, daughter of James Douglas lord Dalkeith, and 
by her had Nicholas his heir, William and Gilbert ; and two 
daughters, lady Elizabeth, firſt the wife of Patrick, ſon and 
heir of Andrew Jord Grey, and ſecondly of George lord Gor- 
don, after earl of Huntley ; and lady Margaret, married to 
William Fraſer of Philorth, anceſtor of lord Salton. His ſon, 

Nicholas, ſecond earl of Errol, was one of the privy coun- 
cil to king James III. and married lady Elizabeth Gordon, 
daughter of Alexander ear] of Huntley, but died without iflue, 
January 6, 1476, and was ſucceeded by his next brother, 

William, third earl of Errol, and ninth high conſtable of 
Scotland. He married firſt lady Iſabel Gordon, daughter of 

George 
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George earl of Huntley, by whom he had iſſue three ſons 
and one daughter, viz. William his ſucceſſor ; Thomas of 
Logyalmond, of whom hereafter; and John of Broganliſh. 
The daughter, lady Beatrix, was the wife of Alexander Keith, 
ſon and heir of Sir William Keith of Innerugie. His ſeeond 
wife was lady Elizabeth Leſlie, daughter of George earl of 
Rothes, by whom he had a daughter lady Mariana, wife of 
David Lindſay, ſon and heir of Sir Alexander Lindſay, of 
Auchtermonzie, afterwards earl of Crawfurd. He died in 
1490, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon William, the fourth 
earl, who married lady Janet, daughter of John Stewart earl 
of Athol, by whom he had iſſue his ſucceſſor, William fifth 
earl of Errol, who in the year 1510, was ſheriff of Aber- 
deen; but on the gth of September 1513, he was flain with 
king James IV. as were 87 gentlemen of his own family name, 
at the battie of Floddon. He married Elizabeth, daughter of 
the firſt lord Ruthven, by whom he had iſſue lady Marian, 
married to William earl of Crawfurd; lady Iſabel, to Sir 
William Forbes of Tolquhoun, and a fon, William, ſixth earl 
of Errol, who was one of the privy council to king James V. 
and his particular favourite; and marrying lady Helen, daugh- 
ter of John earl of Lennox, by her had iſſue William his heir, 
and Jane, of whom hereafter. Which William, ſeventh earl, 
dying without iſſue, about 1535, his eſtate and honour de- 
volved upon George of Logie Almond, ſon and heir of Sir 
Thomas Hay of the faid place, who was ſecond fon of William, 
the third carl of Errol, as before obſerved. 

Which George, eighth earl of Errol, married firſt Margaret, 
daughter of Sir Alexander Robertſon, laird of Strowan, and b 
her had iſſue four ſons and two daughters, whereof Elizabeth 
was married to William lord Keith, ſon of William fifth earl 
Marſhal, who died before his father, and lady Margaret to 
Laurence lord Oliphant; the ſons were Andrew, John, George, 
and Thomas; the latter was parſon of 'Turreff in the county 
of Aberdeen; the third dwelt at Ardlethan, the ſecond ſuc- 
ceeded to an ancient family of the Hays of Murchil : Secondly, 
Helen, daughter and coheir of Walter Bryſon, of Pitcullen, 
by whom he had one daughter, lady Jane, married firſt to 
John Leſlie of Balquhair, and fecondly to Sir James Balfour, 
brother of Michael firſt lord Burleigh, and created lord Gle- 
naly in Ireland, by James VI. He deceaſed in 1563, and 
was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon 

Andrew, ninth earl of Errol, and one of the privy council 
to queen Mary. He married lady Jane, only daughter and 
heir of William ſixth earl of Errol, betore-menttoned, in whom 
the heirs male and of line of this noble family were united, 
and by her had iſſue three ſons and one daughter, lady Eleanor, 
married to Alexander Livingſton earl of Linlthgow ; 2 the 

| ons, 
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ſons, Alexander died before his father; Francis was his ſucceſ- 
ſor, and Thomas died without iſſue. He married ſecondly, 
lady Agnes, daughter of George third earl of Caithneſs, by 
whom he had Sir George Hay of Killour, in the county of 
Perth. He died in 1585, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſur- 
viving ſon, 

F rancis, tenth earl of Errol. He was a nobleman of great 
ſpirit, but in his religion a zealous Romaniſt, on which account 
he was a great ſufferer in his eſtate and liberty. On the 3d of 
October 1594, he, with George the firſt marquis of Huntley, 


fought the battle of Glenlivet, and routed the forces of the earl 


of Argyll, who was ſent againſt them, He was afterwards 
much in favour with king James VI. and was one of the Scots 
noblemen, who in the year 1604 were commiſſioners to treat of 
uniting the two kingdoms. He married firſt, lady Anne Stew- 
art, daughter of John earl of Athol ; and, ſecondiy, lady Mar- 
garet Stewart, daughter and coheir of James eari of Murray, 
the regent, but had no iſſue by either: He married, thirdly, 
lady Elizabeth, daughter of William Douglas earl of Moreton, 
and by her had — three ſons and eight daughters, viz, Wil- 
liam his ſucceſſor, George, and Francis, who died without iſ- 
ſue ; lady Ann, married to George ſecond earl of Winton ; Ja- 
dy Chriſtian, to John ear] of Mar; lady Elizabeth, to Hug h 
lord Semple; lacy Mary, to Walter Scot earl of . 
and lady Sophia, to John viſcount Melgrum; ladies Elizabeth, 
Margaret and Helen. Dying at Bowneſs in Buchan in 1631, 
he was ſuccceded by his deft ſon, | 

William, eleventh earl of Errol, who afſiſted at the corona- 
tion of king Charles I. and was in great favour with that prince. 
He married lady Ann Lyon, daughter of Patrick earl of King- 
horn, anceſtor of the earl of Strathmore, and by her had iſſue 
Gilbert his heir, and a daughter, lady Margaret, firſt married 
to Henry lord Ker, ſon of Robert firſt earl of Roxburgh, and 
afterwards to John Kennedy earl of Caſſils. He died in 1036, 
and was ſucceeded by his ſon, 

Gilbert, twelfth earl, who was very active and ſerviceable in 
the reſtoration of king Charles 1]. and in the following parlia- 
ment gave great proois of his loy alty and moderation, and was 
aflerwards one of that king's privy council. He married lady 
Katharine, daughter of James Carnegy earl of Southeſk ; but 
dying at Slanes in 1074 without iſſue, the male line of the firſt 
marriage of Andrew, ninth ear] of Errol, thus ended, and the 
eſtate and honours devolved upon the next heir male, Sir John 
Hay of Killour, lineally deſcended from Sir George, before- 
mentioned, whoſe ſon, Sir Andrew Hay, married Margaret, 
daughter of Patrick Kinnaird of lnchture, lifter of George firſt 
lord Kinnaird, and had iſſue, t the ſaid 3 
Sir 
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Sir John Hay, who ſucceeding to the earldom, was the thir- 
teenth ear] of Errol, and the nineteenth high conſtable of Scot- 
Jand of this family. He married the lady Ann Drummond, 
daughter of James earl of Perth, and by her had three ſons, 
Charles his heir; James and Thomas, who both died without 
iſſue; and two daughters, lady Mary, who ſucceeded to the 
earldom of Errol; and lady Margaret, who continued the line. 
He died in 1705, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

Charles, fourteenth earl, who being one of the peers in the 
parliament 1709, diſſented to every article of the union, and 
entered a proteſtation as follows : 


- Charles earl of Errol, lord high conflabl of Scotland, do 

hereby proteſt, That the office of high conſtable, with all 

© the rights and privileges of the ſame belonging to me here- 

tably, and depending upon the monarchy, ſovereignty, and

* any article, clauſe, or condition thereof; but that the ſaid he- 

© retable office, with all the rights and privileges thereof, may 

© remain to me and my ſucceſſors, entire and unhurt by any 

© votes or acts of parliament whatever relating to the ſaid uni- 

don; and I crave that this my proteſtation may be recorded in 
* the regiſters and rolls of parliament.” 


In April 1708 he was brought priſoner to London, with ma- 
ny other Jords and commons, on account of the French inva- 
ſton, and dying unmarried in 1717, was ſucceeded by 

Lady Mary, his eldeſt ſiſter, gounteſs of Errol, who married 
Alexander, ſon of Sir David Falconer, lord preſident of the ſeſſion 
in 1682, brother of Alexander lord Halkerton, who on his mar- 
riage with the counteſs of Errol tock the name of Hay, but had 
no iſſue. The other ſiſter, 

Lady Margaret, having 3 James earl of Linlithgow and 
Callendar, had a daughter, lady Ann, who married William 
earl of Kilmarnock, and by her had iſſue three ſons, James, 
lord Boyd, Charles and \V illiam; but the ſaid earl was attaint- 
ed and beheaded in 1746, upon which the title of Kilmarnock 
became extinct ; and the counteſs of Errol dying in 1747, was 
ſucceeded by her grandſon, 

James lord Boyd, fifteenth eail of Errol, who took the ſir- 
name of Hay, and officiated as lord high conſtable of Scotland 
at the coronation of his preſent majeſty. His lordſhip married 
Rebecca, daughter of Alexander Lockhart, Eſq; brother of 
George Lockhart of Carns, 'ath, Eſq; by whom he hath one 
daughter, lady Mary Hay.

SUTHERLAND, Counteſs of SUTHERLAND. 


| HIS illuſtrious family yields to none in the kingdom for 
antiquity. Hiſtorians mention thanes and earls of Su- 
therland, as ſoon as thoſe, dignities were known in Scotland. 
Allan, thane of Sutherland, gave a very ſignal defeat to part of 
the Daniſh army in 1031, who had invaded his country, and 
afterwards was treacherouſly murdered by the uſurper Macbeth, 
for adhering to his rightful ſovereign Malcolm, the ſon of king 
Duncan. He was ſucceeded by his ſon, | 
Walter, who by the ſaid king Malcolm was created earl of 
Sutherland in the year 1057, and was ſucceeded b | 
Robert his ſon, ſecond earl, who built the caſtle of Dunro- 
bin, which he called after his own name, and is ſtill the prin- 


cipal ſeat of this noble family. He was ſucceeded by his fon, 


brother or coulin, *tis uncertain which, 


Hugh, third earl, who ſlew the Daniſh general who had in- 
vaded his country of Sutherland, at Embo, and was ſucceeded by 

William his ſon, fourth ear], who gained a remarkable vic- 
tory over the Danes in the reign of Alexander II. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon, | 

William, fifth earl, (but Mr. Douglas makes him only the 
third) who was one of thoſe great men ſummoned to Berwick 
on the part of Scotland, when the competition happened about 
the ſucceſſion to the crown, between John Baliol and Robert 
Bruce, which was then and there to be determined by king Ed- 
ward I. of England. He was alſo one of thoſe peers who in 
the year 2320 wrote that memorable letter to the pope, aſſert- 
ing the independency of Scotland, to which all of them put 
their ſeals: Co him ſucceeded his eldelt fon, 

Kenneth, ſixth earl, a perſon very faithful to kings Robert 
and David Bruce, in whoſe ſervice, and that of his country, 
he loſt his life at the battle of Halidonhill, againſt king Ed- 
ward III. of England in 1333, leaving two ſons, William his 
heir, and Nicol, from whom deſcended the family of Suther- 
land lord Duffus. His eldeſt ſon, 

William, ſeventh earl, ſucceeded, and was one of thoſe loyal 
peers who accompanied king David to the battle of Durham, 


where, 
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where, with that prince, he was taken priſoner, but after- 
wards being releaſed, he ſent his ſon John to England, as one 
of the hoſtages for the ranſom of the ſaid king, He married 
the princeſs Margaret, fiſter-german of king David, and by her 
had iſſue, | | | 

John, eighth earl, who in the reign of Robert II. ſignalized 
his courage during the war between the two nations. He mar- 
ried lady Mabilla Dunbar, daughter of Patrick tenth earl of 
March, by whom he had iſſue Robert and Nicholas, ſueceſſive- 
ly earls of Sutherland, and Hector, anceſtor of the Sutherlands 
of Daldrid, of whom are deſcended moſt of the Sutherlands of 
the county of Sutherland. He died in 1389, and was ſucceed- 
ed by his eldeſt ſon, Robert, ninth earl, but he dying without 
iſſue, was ſucceeded by his brother, | 

Nicolas, tenth earl of Sutherland, who married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of John M<Donald, lord of the iſles, by whom 
he had iſſue, Robert his ſucceſſor, John-Beg, anceſtor of the 
Sutherlands of Berriſdale, &c. and Kenneth, anceſtor of the 
Sutherlands of Torie. He died in 1399, and was ſucceeded 
by his eldeſt ſon, 

Robert, eleventh earl, who ſignalized himſelf at the battle of 
Homildon, and on many other occaſions. He married lady 
Mabilla, daughter of John Dunbar, ſecond earl of Murray, of 
that ſirname, by whom he had iſſue three ſons, and deceaſing 
in 1442, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, | 

John, twelfth earl of Sutherland, who married Margaret, 
daughter of Sir William Bailey of Lamington, and by her he 
had Hue four ſons and two daughters; Alexander, who died 
vita patris; John, his ſucceſſor ; Nicholas, and Thomas-Beg ; 
lady Jane, wife of Sir James Dunbar of Curanock ; and lady E- 
lizabeth, of Meldrum of that ilk. He died in 1460, and 
was ſucceeded by his ſaid eldeſt ſurviving ſon, 

John, thirteenth earl, who by his wife, lady Margaret Mac- 
donald, daughter of Alexander earl of Roſs, and lord of the 
aiſles, had iſſue John his heir, and Alexander, who died unmar- 
ried ; alſo a daughter, Elizabeth, afterwards counteſs of Su- 
therland, of whom hereafter. He died in 1508, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſaid ſon John, fourteenth earl, who dying with- 
out iſſue, his eſtate and honours devolved on his ſaid fiſter Eli- 
Zabeth, his undoubted heir of line ; and ſhe marrying Sir AO 
dam Gordon, lord of Aboyne, ſecond ſon of George ſecond earl. 
of Huntley, by lady Jane Stewart his wife, daughter of king 
James I. and widow of James earl of Angus, he, in his wife's 
right, became fifteenth earl of Sutherland; and by her had iſ- 

ſue four ſons and two daughters, viz. Alexander, John, Adam, 
and Gilbert; Beatrix and Eleanor, who both married. The 
counteſs dying in 1535, and the earl in 1537, and their eldeſt 
ſon, Alexander, who married lady Janet Stewart, daughter of

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John, ſecond ear] of Athol, dying before them, the honours and 
eſtates devolved on the eldeſt fon of the ſaid Alexander, 
John, ſixteenth earl, who was in the reign of queen Ma- 
ry made governor and lieutenant of the kingdom, from the 
river Spey northward ; and attending the ſaid queen into France, 
was there, by king Henry III. of that realm, made a knight of 
the order of St. Michael, in 1550. He was likewiſe made go- 
vernor of Murray and Roſs, and ſupported queen Mary in her 
marriage with the lord Darnley, againſt the oppoſite party, eſ- 
pecially the earl of Murray, He married lady Helen, fiſter of 
Matthew Stewart earl of Lenox, by whom he had iſſue two ſons 
and four daughters, viz. John, who died an infant; Alexan- 
der, his ſucceſſor; lady Margaret, who died unmarried ; lady 
Janet, the wife, firſt, of Innes of that ilk; and ſecondly, 
of Thomas, a younger ſon of the earl of Huntley ; lady Elea- 
nora, who died unmarried; and lady Beatrix, the wife of Wil- 
liam Sinclair of Dunbeath. He died in 1567, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his eldeſt ſurviving ſon, 

Alexander, the ſeventeenth earl of Sutherland, who married 
firſt, Barbara, daughter of George Sinclair the third earl of 
Caithneſs, by whom he had no iflue ; ſecondly, lady Jane Gor- 
don, daughter of George the fourth earl of Huntley, and coun- 
teſs dowager of Bothwell, by whom he had iſſue five ſons and 
two daughters; one of whom, Jane, was married to Hutcheon 
Mackay, anceſtor of lord Rae. The ſons were, John, his ſuc- 
ceſſor; Alexander and Adam, who died infants; Sir Robert, 
created baronet, and Sir Alexander of Naviſdale, knight. He 
died in 1594, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon 

John, eighteenth earl, who procured a new infeoftment of 
the ſaid earldom, with ſeveral additional privileges. He mar- 
ried Ann, daughter of Alexander fourth lord Elphingſton, lord 
high treaſurer of Scotland, and by her had three ſons and two 
daughters; lords John, Adam and George; lady Elizabeth, the 
wife of Sir James Crichton of Fendraught; and lady Anne, of 
Sir Gilbert Menzies of Pitfoddils. He died in 1615, and was 
ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, | 

John, nineteenth carl, who ſtrenuouſly oppoſed the innova- 
tions king James VI. would have made in the church of Scot- 
land in 1616. He was made lord privy ſeal in 1649, and mar- 
ried lady Jane Drummond, fole daughter and heir of James 
earl of Perth, and by her had iſſue, 

George, twentieth earl, who was a nobleman of great good- 
neſs, and throughout his whole life was eſteemed a perſon of 
ſingular integrity, continuing the zeal of his father for the pro- 
teſtant intereit ; and dying in 1703, left iſſue, by lady Jane his 
wife, daughter of David earl of Wemys, John his heir, and a 
daughter, lady Ann, married to Robert viſcount Arbuthnot. 
He was ſucceeded by his fon, I 


John, 
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John, twenty-firſt ear] of Sutherland, who was one of the 
privy council to king William III. during whoſe reign he had 
the command of a regiment of foot ; and in that of queen Ann, 
was one of the commiſſioners for the treaty of union, which, 
when concluded in 1707, he was one of the ſixteen peers e- 
lected for Scotland, to the firſt parliament of Great Britain; 
and having at all times ſtrenuouſſy and boldly maintained the 
Proteſtant ſucceſſion in the houſe of Hanover, his majeſty king 
George I. upon his acceflion to the throne, made him preſi- 
dent of the board of trade and manufactures; and in March 
1714-15, the firſt of that reign, he was again choſen one of 
the ſixteen peers for North Britain. He was alfo by that king 
made lord lieutenant of the counties of Inverneſs, Elgin, Nairn, 
Cromarty, Roſs, Sutherland, and Caithneſs, with the ifles of 
Orkney and Shetland; and in the year 1715, for his good ſer- 
vices in the north, when the pretender invaded Scotland, his 
majeſty wrote him a letter of thanks, ſigned with his own hand. 

On the 22d of June, 1716, he was elected a knight of the an- 
cient order of the thiſtle, and in September following the king 
ſettled on him a yearly penſion of 12001. His lordſhip mar- 
ried, firſt, Helen, daughter of William lord Cochran, ion of 
William the firſt earl of Dundonald, and bad iflue by her, 
William, his heir apparent, and two daughters; lady Jane, 
married to John lord Maitland, ſon cf John earl of Lauder- 
dale; and lady Helen, who died unmarried. His ſecond wife 
was Katharine Talmaſh, ſiſter of Lionel earl of Pyſart, and 
widow of James Stewart lord Down, eldeſt fon of James earl 
of Murray; and his third, the widow of Sir John Travel, a 
lady of great fortune; but by the two laſt he had no iſſue. He 
died in 1733, and his fon and heir, William lord Strathnaver, 
-having married Katharine, daughter of William Morrifon of 
Preſton Grange, Eſq; had iſſue by her four ſons and two daugh- 
ters; George and John, who died young; William and Charles; 
Helen, the wife of Sir James Colquhoun of Luſs, Bart. and 
Jane, of George Sinclair of Ulbſter, Eſq; and the faid William 
lord Strathnaver dying in 1720, vita patris, his third fon, Wil- 
liam, ſucceeded his grandfather, and was the twenty- ſecond 
earl, He was repreſentative in the firſt parliament of king 
George II. for the county of Sutherland. In the eighth Bri- 
tiſh parliament he was alſo one of the fixteen peers, and for 
ſome time the firſt commiſſioner of trade and manufactures at 
Edinburgh. His behaviour in the unnatural rebellion in 1745 
will always be remembered to his honour. He married lady 
Elizabeth, daughter of David earl of Wemyſs, by whom he 
had iſſue a ſon, William lord Strathnaver, and a daughter, la- 
dy Elizabeth, wife of James Wemyſs, Eſq; fon of James earl 
of Wemyſs. He deceaſed in France, in the year 1750, and 


was ſucceeded by his faid fon, 
2 William, 
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William, twenty- third earl, who was made a captain in the 
fifty-ſixth regiment of foot in January 1756, and was a lieute- 
nant colonel and aid de camp to the king; and in 1763, was 
elected one of the ſixteen peers for Scotland. In April 1761, 
his lordſhip married Mary, eldeſt daughter of William Maxwell 
of Reſton, Eſq; by whom he had iflue a ſon, who died an in- 
fant, and a daughter, now counteſs of Sutherland, as undoubt- 
ed heir of line. His lordſhip and his counteſs were illuftrious 
patterns of conjugal worth and felicity, and ſeemed only 
to live for each other. The deceaſe of their infant ſon had 
Juch an effect upon his lordſhip, that he was adviſed to re- 
pair to Bath, with a view that the waters might benefit his 
health, and the entertainments of the place divert his mind; 
but there he was ſeized with a fever, and his amiable conſort, 
who could not be prevailed to leave his bed-ſide, by watch- 
ing and anxiety of mind, quite overcome, ſunk down, and 
Expired of the ſame diſorder, on June 2, 1766. The earl ſur- 
vived her only a fortnight, dying on the 16th of the ſame month. 
Their remains were carried to their ſeat in Scotland, for inter- 
ment, and the honours and eſtates devolved upon their-ſaid in- 
fant daughter, who is now counteſs of Sutherland, 

Note, The family of Sutherland choſe the ſirname of Gor- 
don, and quartered their arms ever ſince Adam Gordon married 
the heireſs; but John the nineteenth earl quitted the name of 
Gordon, and reſumed the old name of Sutherland.

N O Scottiſh firname (ſays Douglas) has made a greater fi- 
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emperor; Alexander earl of Leven to king Charles I. of Eng- 
land; and David Leſley, afterwards lord Newark, to Guſtayus 
Adolphus king of Sweden. | 
But to deduce the unqueſtionable deſcent of this family, I 
muſt obſerve, that Bartholomew de Leſlyn was proprietor of 
the lands and barony of Leſlyn, in Aberdeenſhire, in the reign 
of William the lion, who aſcended the throne of Scotland in 
1165, and died in 1214. He was ſucceeded by his fon Mal- 
colm, and Malcolm by his ſon Norman, who by a daughter of 
a lord Lorn, had Sir Leonard de Leſley, who made a conſider- 
able figure in the reign of Alexander III. He married Catha- 
rine More, heireſs of Taces in Fife, which barony continued 
long in the poſſeſſion of this family. By her he had iſſue Sir 
Norman, who was ſheriff of Aberdeen in 1305. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon, Sir Andrew, who marrying Mary, daughter 
and coheir of Sir Alexander Abernethy of that ilk, with her got 
the baronies of Rothes and Ballinbreack, of which he had a 
charter from the ſaid king ; and thereupon his deſcendants have 
quartered the arms of Abernethy with their own. In the year 
1320, he was one of thoſe barons who ſigned that memorable 
letter to the pope, aſſerting the independency of Scotland. By 
his ſaid wife he had iſſue, Norman his heir; Sir Walter, earl of 
Roſs, by marriage with Euphemia, counteſs of Roſs ; but their 
only ſon, Alexander, earl of Roſs, died without ifſue male. 
The third ſon was Andrew, of whom hereafter; and the fourth 
George, anceſtor of the Leſlies of Balquhain. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his eldeſt ſon, Norman, who married Margaret Lam- 
berton, heir to her uncle Alexander de Lamberton, by whom 
he had iſſue a ſon, David, his ſucceſſor, who was one of the 
Scots nobles appointed hoſtages for the ranſom of king James 
I. in 1424. He remained in England ſeven years, not return- 
ing to Scotland till 1431. But dying without iſſue male, the 
lands and barony of Ballinbreich, &c. &c. devolved, according 
to entail, upon his couſin and heir male, Norman, grandſon of 
Andrew, third ſon of Sir Andrew Leſley, above-mentioned ;, 
which Andrew obtained, in patrimony, the barony of Rothes, 
being a part of his mother's eſtate ; and dying before his father, 
left iſſue Sir George Lefley of Fatekill, who was taken priſoner 
at the battle of Homildon in 1402. He married Elizabeth, 
eldeſt daughter of Sir Thomas Hay of Errol, by the princeſs 
Elizabeth, daughter of king Robert II. and by her had iſſue, 
Norman, lord Leſley of Rothes, who on the death of David 
lord Leſley, before- mentioned, ſucceeded him. He married 
Chriſtian, daughter of William lord Seton, anceſtor of the earls 
of Winton, by whom he had iſſue a ſon, 2 | 
George, firſt earl of Rothes, ſo created by James II. He 
married Margaret, daughter of Lundin of that ilk, by 
whom he had a daughter, . rife of George Lei- 
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ley of that ilk, in Garioch; his ſecond wife was Chriſtian, 
daughter of Sir William Haliburton, laird of Dirleton, and by 
her he had iſſue a ſon, Andrew, and a daughter, lady Elizabeth, 
married, firſt, to William lord Sinclair; and ſecondly, to Wil- 
liam Hay, third earl of Errol; and his ſaid fon, 

Andrew, dying before him, left by Marjory, daughter of 
William earl of Orkney, three ſons ; John, maſter of Rothes, 
who died without iſſue; George, ſucceſſor to his grandfather ; 
William, ſucceſſor to his brother. The old earl was in great 
favour with kings James II. III. and IV. lived to a great age, 
and died in 1502. He was ſucceeded by his faid grandſon, 
George, ſecond earl, who dying without iſſue, 

William his brother ſuccceded as third earl, and on the 10th 
of September 1513, was ſlain at the battle of Floddon. He 
married Margaret, daughter of Michael Balfour of Montquhany, 
and by her left two ſons, George and John Lefley of Parkhill, 
who died without male iſſue. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt 


ſon, George, fourth earl, who being a nobleman of great wiſ- 


dom and prudence, was much eſteemed by king James V. who 
in 1537 took him over to France with the earl of Mar and o- 
thers, when he eſpouſea the princeſs Magdalen, a daughter of 
that crown; and afterwards he was ſent ambaſſador to Den- 
mark. In 1557 he was one of the commiitoners ſent to the 
court of Paris to concluce a marriage between Mary queen of 
Scots and the danphin of that realm; and the next year died of 
2 fevcr at Diep, in his return to Scotland. Re married firſt Nico- 
la, daughter of ir John Somervil of Cambuſnethan, and by her 
had iſlue a ſon, Audrew, and two daughters; lady Janet, the 
wife of Crichton, laird of Naughton ; and lady Helen, of 
Mark, commendator of Newbottle. His ſecond wife was Mar- 
garet Crichton, daughter of William lord Crichton, by whom 
he had a ſon, Robert, of Vinralte, and four daughters; lady

He married Jane, daughter 
of Sir John Hamilton of Evendale, and had iſſue three ſons and 
two daughters, viz. james his heir, Patrick lord Lindores, and 
Andrew, who died without iflue; lady Euphemia, wife of 
James, eighth lord Lindſay of Byres, anceitor of the earl of 
Crawfurd ; and lady Margaret, firit, of David, fon and heir of 
Sir John Wemyſs of that ilk; and ſecondly, of James earl of 
Finlater. By his ſecond wife, who was Jane, daughter of Pa- 
trick third lord Kuthven, he had two daughters, lady Eliza-

James, his eldeſt ſon, dying before his father, left iſſue by 
Margaret his firſt wife, daughter of Patrick Lindſay, ſeventh 
lord Lindſay of Byres, anceſtor of the earl of Crawfurd, four 
daughters, Margaret, wife of the Rev. John Murray of the fa- 
mily of Abercairny ; Iſabel, of the laird of Newhall; Agnes, 
of Andrew Wardlaw of Torrie; and Grizel, of Alexander earl 
of Dunfermline: and by Katharine his ſecond wife, daughter 


of Patrick lord Drummond, he had a ſon, and a daughter, 


Jane, wife of Alexander Menzies of Weem. 5 
John, his only ſon, ſucceeded his grandfather, and was ſixth 
earl of Rothes. He was a nobleman of ſuch excellent parts and 


addreſs, that in the year 1637 he was the principal governing 


perſon in the nation, and at the treaty of Rippon was the firſt 
commiſſioner; in which treaty and others, he was ſo much for 
redrefling his majefty's grievances, that dying at London in 
1641, his death was a ſenſible loſs to the king. He had a pen- 
ſion of 10,0001. per annum, ſettled on him for life by parlia- 
ment, in 1640. He married lady Anne, daughter of John Erſ- 
kine the ſixth earl of Mar, and by her had iflue John his ſucceſſor. 

Which John, ſeventh earl, carried the ſword of ſtate when 
king Charles II. was crowned at Scoon, 1651; but on the 3d 
of September the ſame year, being in arms for his majeſty, was 


taken priſoner at the battle of Worceſter, and, by the powers 


then in authority, confined till the reſtoration ; after which his 
majeſty, to reward his merit and ſufferings, was pleaſed to make 
him prefident of the council, and general of the forces in Scot- 
land; and on the 2d of June 1663, he was appointed his maje- 
ſty's high commiſſioner to the parliament. e 

He was alſo in that year made lord high treaſurer of Scot- 
land; and the year after lord keeper, and ſoon after lord high 
chancellor, which laſt poſt was during lite: And in 1680, as a 
ſarther mark of his majeſty's favour, he was honoured with the 
titles of duke of Rothes, marquis of Bambreigh, earl of Leſley, 
viſcount Lugtoun, and baron of Achmuty and Catkieberry, 
and to the heirs male of his body for ever. 

He married lady Ann, daughter of John Lindſay earl of Craw- 
furd, by whom he had only two daughters, ladies Margaret and 
Chriſtian ; of which the youngeſt was married to James Graham 
the third marquis of Montroſe ; and ſecondly, to Sir John Bruce 
of Kinroſs, Bart. Dying without male iſſue, in July 1681, —

Lady Margaret, who married Charles Hamilton the fifth earl 
of Haddington, and by him had iſſue, beſides Thomas earl of

Which John, eighth earl who ſucceeded, exerciſed many 
great offices in the kingdom; being in the reign of queen Ann 
Jord privy ſeal, and one of the ſixteen peers for North Britain, 
in the ſecond, fifth, and ſixth parliaments after the union. In 
November 1714, he was appointed vice admiral of Scotland ; 
and in April 1717, was appointed his majeſty's high commiſ- 
fioner to the general aſſembly of the church. He was alſo a 
colonel of foot, governor of Stirling caſtle, firſt commiſſioner 
of trade, and lord lieutenant of the ſhires of Fife, Kinroſs, and 
Aberdeen. He married lady Jane, ſecond daughter of John 
Hay ſecond marquis of T weeddale, by whom he had iſſue eight 
ſons and four daughters; ladies Jane, Mary, Margaret, and 
Anne.

John, the preſent and ninth earl of Rothes, who is now co- 
Jonel of the third regiment of foot guards, governor of Dun- 
cannon fort in Ireland, commander in chiet and privy coun- 
ſellor in that kingdom, a general of his majeſty's forces, a 
knight of the ancient order of the thiſtle, and one of the ſix- 
teen peers elected for Scotland in the ſeventh, tenth, eleventh, 
and preſent parliaments. His lordſhip married in 1740, Miſs 
Hannah Howard, ſecond daughter and coheir of Matthew How- 
ard of Thorpe in Norfolk, Eſq; (who died in April 1761) and 
by her had iſſue two ſons and two daughters, viz. John, lord 
Leſley, born in October 1744; and Charles Howard Leſley, 
who died in April 1762, aged fifteen ; lady Jane-Elizabeth, 
born in 1741; and lady Mary, in May 1750.

& IR James Douglas of Loudon was the firſt of this colla- 
teral branch of the great and illuſtrious family of Douglas. 
He obtained from the king a grant of the lands of Kincavel 
and Calderclear, to him and his heirs; and was ſucceeded by. 
his ſon, Sir William, laird of Liddeſdale, who for his bravery 
was called the Flower of Chivalry; but he dying without 
iſſue, his brother Sir John Douglas became heir, and was 
captain of the caſtle of Lochleven in Fife, the property of 
which was 300 years in the family. He married Agnes Mon- 
| fode, by whom he had {ſix ſons and two daughters; Sir James

Lochleven, third ſon of Sir John Douglas and Agnes Mon- 
fode, before- mentioned, Upon the death of Archibald, 
earl of Angus and Morton, thoſe honours devolved upon the 
ſaid Sir William.

But to return, in the reign of queen Mary the ſaid James 
fourth earl of Morton, who ſucceeded his father-in- law, was 
one of the privy council, and by her majeſty ſent ambaſſador 
to England, and made lord high chancellor of Scotland; but 
in the ſame reign the earl of Bothwell having a deſign to 
murder Henry lord Darnley, the queen's huſband, in order 
to marry the queen, and craving the earl of Morton's aſſiſtance 
therein, the earl, who abhorred ſuch a deteſtable enterprize, 
left the court and retired into the country, during which time 
that ſcandalous and bloody tragedy was acted. When the earl 
of Bothwell had married the queen, it greatly alarmed the 
nation, as ſuſpeCting the earl to be the murderer of her former 
huſband, and that by ſuch an union the young prince was in 
great danger ; whereupon the earl of Morton was one of the 
nobility who made an aſſociation to preſerve him; and on the 
29th of July 1567, which was the day of his coronation, 
took the oath to the infant king. 

In this new turn of affairs the earl of Morton's ſhare was 
very conſiderable ; and he was ſoon after declared high chan- 
cellor of Scotland, then high admiral, ſheriff of the county 
of Edinburgh, and on the 24th of November 1572, regent 
of the kingdom during the king's minority: but being diſ- 
agreeable to the other party, who had the young king in their 
hands, they at length brought about his ruin; for by accuſing 
him as acceſſary to the murder of the king's father, he was 
thereupon ſent priſoner to Dunbarton Caſtle, from whence, 
on the Iſt of June 1581, he was brought to his trial at Edin- 
burgh, where he was found guilty by his peers, of being a 
party in the {ſaid murder, by not revealing it when the earl of 
Both well propoſed it to him, and was ſentenced to be hanged 
and quartered ; but by the favour of the king he was the next 
day beheaded at the Market Croſs of Edinburgh; and what 
was remarkable, the execution was performed by an engine 
of his own inventing for that uſe, called The Maiden, and he 
was the firſt who ſuffered by it. 

Upon the deatiz and forfeiture of the regent, the title of 
earl of Morton was ſoon after ſettled by parliament on the 
earl's nephew. | |

T.. deſcent of the noble family of Erſkine will be ſet 
forth under the title EARL or MAR; therefore I ſhall 
in this place only obſerve, that Chriſtian, daughter of John, 
maſter of Buchan, ſon of John Stewart, earl of Buchan, in 
1551 ſucceeded her grandfather in the earldom ; and marrying 
Robert Douglas, ſecond fon of Sir Robert Douglas, of Loch- 
leven, and brother-german of William, {xth earl of Morton, 
he in her right became earl of Buchan, and by her had a ſon 
James, who ſucceeded ; and married Margaret, daughter to 
Walter Ogilvy lord Deſkford, anceſtor of the earl of Finlater, 
and had an only daughter Mary ; who marrying Sir James 
Erſkine, eldeſt fon of John earl of Mar, high treaſurer of 
Scotland, by his ſecond wife, lady Mary Stewart, daughter 
of Eſme duke of Lennox, he in her right became earl of 
Buchan, which title was by patent under the great ſeal of 
Scotland limited to the ſaid James Erſkine her huſband, and 
his lawful heirs male by her, or on failure, to his heirs male 
whatever. 

Which James, firſt earl of Buchan, being a perſon of great 
accompliſhments, was much in the favour of king Charles I. 


to whom he was a gentleman of the bed-chamber ; and by 8

James, ſecond earl, who married lady Mary, daughter of 
William Ramſay, the firſt earl of Dalhouſie, and by her had 
iſſue William his heir, and five daughters; lady Margery, 
married to Charles lord Fraſer ; lady Anne to James Canaries, 
M. D. lady Henrietta to Thomas Forbes of Tolquhoun; and 
lady Jane to George Gray of Halkerton, Eſq; He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſaid ſon, William, the third earl, who, was a 
man of great honour and integrity, and much in favour with 
James VII. (II. of England) in whoſe cauſe he ſuffered, and 
dying priſoner in Stirling-Caſtle, in 1695, without iſſue, the 
eſtate and title devolved on David Erſkine, lord Cara roſs, his 
next heir male; which David was ſon of Henry, third lord 
Cardroſs, who was ſon of David, ſecond lord, who was fon 
of Henry, ſecond ſon of John, earl of Mar, before- mentioned, 
by his ſecond wife lady Mary Stewart. 

Which David lord Cardroſs, fourth earl of Buchan, having 
upon all occaſions, when employed in the public ſervice, 
gained a general eſteem, was by king William appointed one 
of his privy council, as he was to queen Ann; by whom he 
was alſo conſtituted one of the commiſſioners of the Exchequer, 
and governor of the caſtle of Blackneſs ; but when the treaty 
of union was near concluded, he oppoſed it in parliament, 
being always of opinion, as he then declared, that ſeveral of 
the articles were inconſiſtent with the honour of his country. 
Upon the acceſſion of king George J. to the crown, he was 
made one of the commiſſioners of trade, lord lieutenant of the 
ſhires of Stirling and Clackmannan, and elected one of the 
ſixteen peers to the firſt parliament after his majeſty's arrival, 
and in the two ſucceeding parliaments. In the year 1729, he 
was high commiſſioner to the church of Scotland. He mar- 
ried Frances, daughter, and at length ſole heir, of Henry 
Fairfax of Hurſt in the county of Berks, Eſq; only ſon of 
Henry, ſecond ſon of Thomas lord Fairfax in Ireland, by 
whom he had nine ſons and ſeven daughters, Henry-David ;

CUNNINGHAME, Earl of GLENCAIRN. 


[HIS noble family, according to Sir George Mackenzie, 
took their ſirname from the land of Cunninghame, 
which is the north diviſion of Airſhire ; and being by office, 
matter of the king's itables and horſes, took for their armorial 
figure the inſtrument whereby hay is thrown up to horſes, 
which in blazon is called a ſhake-fork, with over-fork, over, 

for their motto. 1 
But it is not my purpoſe to enter into theſe traditionary ac- 
counts, and I ſhall therefore obſerve, that in the year 1162, 
lived Robert de Cunninghame; who marrying Refcinda, 
daughter and hir of Sir Humphrey de Barclay, by her was 
father of Sir Robert Cunninghame, whoſe ſon Robert was 
{ſucceeded by his fon Henry, of Kilmaurs, a brave warrior, 
who behayed valiantly at the battle of Largo, under Alex- 
ander III. in 1263, who was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 
William, and his ſecond Galfridus, was anceſtor of the Cun- 
ninghames of Glengarnock, and others, The ſaid William 
was tucceeded by his ſon Edward, who died in 1290, 19 
| whole 
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Whoſe ſecond fon Richard was anceſtor of the Cunninghames 
of Polmais, &c. His eldeſt, Gilbert, ſucceeded him, and 
left flue three ſons, of whom the youngeſt, Sir Donald, was 
ancaitor of the Cunninghames of Skuloch, Auchtermarker, 
Caddel, Quarrelton, Bellheartim, Newton, &c. The ſecond 
Sir James, of thoſe of Belton, and Haſſenden, and whoſe ſon 
Nigel was the firſt of the family of Barns. The eldeſt Sir 
Robert ſucceeded his father, and ſwore fealty to Edward I. of 
England in 1296. He had two ſons, Sir Andrew the youngeſt 
was anceſtor of the Cunninghames of Drumwhiſtle, Ballin- 
dalloch, Balbougie, &c. and his eldeſt Sir William ſucceeded 
him in 1330. Which Sir William had four ſons, Robert who 
died before him; Sir William his heir; Thomas anceſtor of 
the Cunninghames of Caprington, from whence thoſe of 
Enterkin, Legland, &c. are deſcended; and Sir Andrew. 
His ſecond wife was Helen Bruce, counteſs of Carrick, in 
whoſe right he was earl of Carrick, but ſhe dying without 
iſſue, that title fell to the crown. He died before 1384, and 
was ſucceeded by Sir William his eldeſt ſurviving ſon, who 
married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of Sir Robert De- 
niſton of that ilk, with whom he had the lands of Finlafton 
in the county of Renfrew, Kilmarnock in the county of Dun- 
barton, Redhall and Collington in Lothian ; and in the year 
1403 founded the collegiate church of Kilmaurs. He had 
three ſons, Sir Robert his heir; William anceſtor of the 
branch of Cunninghame-head, and Henry. Sir Robert his 
ſucceſſor was one of the hoſtages for the ranſom of kin 
James I. when he was releaſed from his confinement in Eng- 
land, by whom he was honoured with knighthood. He mar- 
ried Janet, daughter of Alexander lord Montgomery, and by 
her had two ſons, Alexander and William, anceſtor of the 
Cunninghames of Waterſtoun, &c. His eldeſt, Alexander, 
lord of Kilmaurs, was one of the privy council to king 
James III. and by him created earl of Glencairn. He mar- 
ried Margaret, daughter of Patrick lord Hepburn of Hailes, 


by whom he had four ſons, Robert his ſucceſſor; William

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of George Haldane, of Gleneagles ; ſecondly, of 
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William, fourth earl of. Glencairn, who was of the privy 


council to king James V. and in 1542 was taken priſoner at 
the battle of Solway by the Engliſh. In 1543 he was one of 


the commiſſioners appointed to treat with the Engliſh about a 


marriage between queen Mary and king Edward VI. He 
married, firſt, Catharine, daughter of William lord Borth- 
wick ; and ſecondly, Margaret, daughter and heir of John 
Campbell, of Weſt-Loudon, by whom he had iſſue five ſons 
and one daughter, of whom William the youngeſt was biſhop 
of Argyll, whoſe grandſon dean Cunninghame ſettled in Ire- 
land, and left a fon Sir Halbert Cunninghame, who raiſed a 
regiment of dragoons at his own expence, with which he 
Joined king William at the battle of Boyne, and was ſoon 
after killed near Killoony in the county of Sligoe. He mar- 
ried a daughter of Dr. Leſley, biſhop of Raphoe, of the fa- 
mily of Rothes, by whom he had Henry his heir, who mar- 
ried a lady of the family of Sir John Williams, of the county 
of Carmarthen, Bart. widow of Charles lord Shelburne, and 
had iſſue a ſon Henry, created baron of Mount-Charles in

MON TGOMERY, Earl of EGLINGTON. 


T HIS noble family is originally French, of which was 
Hugh de Mungegumbrie, a near relation of Robert 
duke of Normandy, His ſon Roger de Montgomery accom- 

panied William the Conqueror into England in 1066, and 
commanding the vanguard of his army, at the memorable bat- 
tle of Haſtings, where king Harold was lain, for that ſignai 
fervice the duke beſtowed on him very large gifts, as the ter- 
ritory and honour of Arundel, with the earldom of Saliſbury, 
where he founded the abbey of St. Peter's, and there died in 
1094. He married Mabel, daughter of William de Talvaiſe, 
and had a fon Roger, who had a fon Philip, who came into 
Scotland with David I. and got a fair inheritance in the ſhire 
pf Renfrew. His ſon Robert died betwixt 1177 and 1180, 
leaving a ſon and ſucceſſor, Sir John, who was ſucceeded by 


his 
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dis ſon Sir Allan, who died in 1234, and was ſucceeded by Sir 
Robert, who dying without iſſue in 1260, was ſucceeded by 
his brother Sir Jobw, who dying in 1285, was ſucceeded by his 
eldeſt fon, another Sir John, who was one of the great barons 
of Scotland that ſwore tealty to Edward I. king of England, in 
the year 1296 : but he afterwards joined king Robert Bruce; 
and dying in 1316, was ſucceeded by his ſon Sir Alexander, 
who was knighted by king Robert Bruce, and adhered to his 
fon David II. His fon. and ſucceſſor, Sir John, married a 
daughter and heir of Sir Hugh Eglington, by which marriage 
he became poſſeſt of the lordſhips of Eglington, Ardroſſan, &c. 
in Cunninghame, and thereupon quartered the arms of Egling- 
ton with his own, and was afterwards called by that title. In 
1388, being at the battle of Otterburn in Northumberland, he 
took priſoner with his own hand Henry lord Percy, named Hot- 
ſpur, who after killing James ear] of Douglas, and mortally 
wounding the earl of Murray, ſtill preſt on too boldly among 
his foes ; with his ranſom he built the caftle of Punoon in the 
lordſhip of Egleſham. He had iſſue Sir John, who was one of 
the hoſtages ſent into England for the ranſom of king James in 
1423, and was made a lord of parliament, by the title of lord 
Montgomery, in 1427; and marrying Margaret, daughter of 
Robert lord Maxwell, by her had iffue, 

Alexander, his heir, ſecond lord Montgomery, who was one 
of the privy council to that king, and after his murder, to his 
fon James II. He married Margaret, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Boyd of Kilmarnock, and by her had iſſue three ſons and five 
daughters, viz. Andrew, his ſucceſſor, (by Scotch authors cal- 
led Alexander) George, anceſtor of the Montgomeries of Skel- 
morly ; and Thomas, parſon of Eglefham; Margaret, married 
to John Stewart earl of Lennox; Janet, to Sir John Cunnin 
hame of Kilmaurs, by whom ſhe was mother of Alexander, 
created ear] of Glencairn; Mary, to Sir Alexander Home of 
that ilk; Jane, to John lord Kennedy, anceftor of the earl of 
Caſſils; and Agnes, to William Cunninghame of Glengarnook. 

Andrew, third lord, ſucceeded his father, and married Eli- 
zabeth, daughter of Sir Patrick Hepburn of Hailes, by whom 
he had iſſue three ſons, Alexander, his ſucceſſor ; Robert Mont- - 
gomery of Breaditane, of whom the earl of Mount Alexander 
in Ireland is lineally deſcended; and Hugh Montgomery of 
Iflot. He died before 1459, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt 
fon, Alexander, fourth lord, who married Catharine, daughter 
of Gilbert, lord Kennedy, by whom he had three ſons, Hugh, 
his ſucceſſor; James, of Smithſton; and John. He deceaſed 
in 1487, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon, 

Hugh, who was one of the privy couneil to king James IV. 
by whom he was created earl of Eglington in the year 1503 3 
and marrying lady Helen, daughter of Colin Campbell the firſt 

od earl 
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earl of Argyll, by her had iſſue five ſons and ſix daughters, viz: : 


1 maſter of Eglington; Sir Neil of Linſhaw, anceſtor of the 
ontgomeries of that place; William of Greenfield, anceſtor 
of the Montgomeries of Auchenhood, &c. Hugh, who married 
Jane, daughter and heir of Robert lord Lyle; and Robert, bi- 
ſhop of Argyle: Margaret, wife of William lord Semple; Mar- 
jory, of William lord Somerville ; Maud, of Colin Campbell 
of Ardkinlaſs; Iſabel, of John Muir of Caldwall; Elizabeth, 
of John Blair of that ilk ; and Agnes, of John Ker of Kerſland.

Hugh, ſecond earl, was one of the privy council to king 
James V. by whom, with the earl of Huntley, he was appoint- 
ed governor of Scotland, while that prince went to France to 
eſpouſe Magdalen the daughter of Francis I. king of France, 
He married Marian, daughter of George lord Seton, by whom 
he had iſſue, 

Hugh, third earl, a firm friend to queen Mary in her great- 
eſt diſtreſs ; but afterwards ſubmitted to her ſon e VI. He 
married Agnes, daughter of Sir John Drummond of Inner- 
peffry, and had iſſue two ſons and two daughters; lady Mar- 
garet, married to Robert Seton earl of Winton, of whom after- 
wards; and lady Agnes, to Robert lord Semple. Ihe ſons were, 
Hugh his heir; and Robert, who married Margaret, daughter 
of Sir Matthew Campbell of Loudon, by whom he had a 


daughter, Elizabeth, married to her couſin, Hugh earl of Eg-

James of Coalfield, the fourth fon, was a colonel in the army, 
as was Alexander the third, who died in Ireland; Sir Hen 
of Giffen, the ſecond, died without iſſue; and his eldeſt, Hugh, 
on the death of his father in 1661, ſucceeded as ſeventh earl. 
He married firſt, lady Ann, daughter of James the fecond mar- 
quis of Hamilton, by whom he had one daughter, lady Ann, 
married to James Ogilvy the third earl of Finlater ; and by his

FAMILY of rank and figure in Carrick were the uns 
doubted anceſtors of the Kennedies of Caffilis, who aſ- 
fumed their firname from their being head or chief of that fami- 
All this is proved by Mr. Douglas, from authentic docu- 
ments and charters. The term Kennedy comes from the Gal- 
lic or Celtic word Kean-na-ty, head of the honſe, or chief of the clan. 
In the reign of David II. lived Sir John Kennedy of Dun- 
nure, knight, who from that king got ſeveral lands, and added 
to his paternal inheritance of Dunnure, the barony of Caſſilis, 
which he obtained by Marjory his wife, the daughter of Sir 
John Montgomery, and founded the church of Maybole in 
Carrick. He had three fons, of which Gilbert the eldeſt ſuc- 
ceeding, was one of the hoſtages ſent to England for the ran- 
ſom of king David in 1357, and was knighted by king Robert]. 

He married firſt, Mary, daughter of Sir James Sandilands of 
Calder, by whom he had Gilbert, who died without iſſue; and 
Thomas, anceſtor of the Kennedies of Bargony. He married 
ſecondly, Marian, daughter of Sir Robert Maxwell of Calder- 
wood, by whom he had a ſon, Sir James, his heir, who mar- 
ried the princeſs Mary Stewart, daughter of king Robert III. 
by whom he had iſſue Gilbert lord Kennedy, and James biſhop 
ot St. Andrews, who was lord chancellor of Scotland; and 
from this marriage they were authoriſed to bear their arms in a 
double treſſure. He died on May 10, 1466, and was ſucceed- 
ed by his ſon, 

Gilbert, who was by king James II. made heretable bailiff 
of the earldom of Carrick in the county of Ayr; and in 1460, 
was one of the fix governors of the kingdom, during the mino- 
rity of king James III.

; in the merſe of Berwickſhire, and derive their deſcent 
from William, a ſon of Patrick Home, earl of Dunbar; 1. 
that few families in Scotland can boaſt of ſo high and princely 
an origin, the houſe of Dunbar, earls of March, being un- 
doubtedly fprung from the Saxon kings of England, 'and the 
princes and earls of Northumberland. Which William was 
ſucceeded by a ſon of his name, who lived in the reign of 
Alexander III. and the family, after ſeveral deſcents, became 
very eminent.

I 140, tranſplanted himſelf from Flanders into this realm, and 
took his ſirname Fleming from the country of his origin. It 
appears that, for ſome time, they were promiſcuouſly ſtiled 
Flandrenſes, Flamang, le Flamang, and De Flamaticus, and 
after they had aſſumed Fleming for their ſirname, that, in 
Latin, was called Flandrenſis. : 

In the reigns of Malcolm IV. William I. Alexander II. 
and III. there are ſeveral of this name found witneſſes to re- 
cords of thoſe kings, as Baldwin, Jordan, William, Duncan, 
and Simon le Fleming; and Sir Robert Fleming being one of 
thoſe patriots, who in 1290, ſtood up for the intereſt of king 
Robert I. and the independence of Scotland, and never left 

his rightful ſovereign, till he had ſet the crown upon his 
head, in 1306, that prince, in recompence for that fignal 
ſervice, and his other merits, rewarded bim with the baronies 
of Lenzie and Cumbernauld in the county of Stirling, and 
with ſeveral other donations; in all which he was ſucceeded 
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by his eldeſt ſon Sir Malcolm; and of Sir Patrick, the ſecond 
ſon, we ſhail ipeak hereafter. Pn 

The eldeſt Sir Malcolm was in great favour with king Ro- 
bert I. who, in memory of his fathet's ſervices, and his own 
merit, made him a grant of divers lands in Dunbartonſhire ; 
as alſo ſheriff of that county, and governor of Dunbarton 
Oaſtle; in both which offices he was ſucceeded by his ſon Sir 
Malcolm, who had the tuition of the young king David and 
his royal conſort committed to his charge in the aforeſaid 
caſtle, and afterwards waited on his majeſty into France, 
When BalioPs party became prevalent. 

He had likewile the honour, after his return from France, 
in thoſe evil times, to ſhelter and prote& prince Robert 
vtewart of Scotland, afterwards king Robert II. from his 
great enemy Edward Baliol, who had uſurped the crown from 
king David: But when the king's affairs took a more favour- 
able turn, by Baliol's loſing the ſovereignty, he was ſent again 
into France to attend king David home, in the year 1342. In 
reward of which faithful ſervices, the king created him earl of 
Wigtoi, and beftowed upon him all the lands belonging to 
that earldom. . | | . 

In 1246 he attended king David to the battle of Durham, 
where, with his royal maſter, he was taken priſoner ; but be- 
ing ſoon after ' releaſed, was one of the commiſſioners, who 
in 1354, were appointed to treat with the Engliſh at New- 
caſtle about the king's redemption ; which being concluded, 
'Thomas his grandſon was one of the hoſtages for the ranſom, 
and afterwards ſucceeded to the Fleming eſtates. 

Which Thomas, ſecond earl of Wigton, received a new 
charter of his lands from the aforeſaid king; but having no 
iſſue, he in his old age fold to Archibald Douglas, lord of 
Galloway, for the ſum of 5001. the whole earldom of Wig- 
ton, and reſigned to his couſin and heir male, Sir Malcolm 

leming of Biggar, the baronies of Lenzie, Cumbernauld, 
c. which were ratified to him by a charter -under the great 
feal. | 

Which Sir Malcolm was the ſon of Sir Patrick, ſecond fon 
of Sir Robert before-mentioned, by one of the daughters and 
coheirs of the brave Sir Simon Fraſer, of Oliver-Caſtle, with 
whom he got the lands and barony of Biggar, and quartered 
the arms of Fraſer with his own. Sir Malcolm his ſon 
having an opulent fortune, made no ſmall figure in the time 
he lived. His brother Patrick was anceſtor of the Flemings 
pf Bord, &c. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon 

Sir David, who at the battle of Otterburn, or Cheyy-Chace, 
1388, ſignalized his valour in a diſtinguiſhing manner; where 
the brave James earl of Douglas the general, and many other 
gallant men were ſlain, In the year 13405, he was knighted, 

| | and 
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and fent ambaſſador to England ; and afterwards, for his good 
ſervices there, had a grant of divers lands in Carrick in the 
county of Air, with the barony of Cavers, and ſheriffſhip of 
Roxburgh; and marrying firft Jane, daughter of Sir David 
Barclay, lord of Brechin, by her had a daughter Marian, who 
was the wife of Sir William Maul of Panmure. By Iſabel his 
ſecond wife, who was heireſs of the baron of Monycabo, he 
had two ſons, Sir Malcolm and David, anceſtor of the Fle- 
mings of Boghall, and their father being ſlain at Longher- 
miſton-muir, on February 24, 1405, Was ſucceeded by his 
eldeſt fon, SE | 

Sir Malcolm, who was knighted by Robert III. He mar- 
ried lady Elizabeth, daughter of Robert Stewart duke of Al- 
bany, by whom he had iſſue a ſon, Sir Robert, and a daugh- 
ter, Margaret, wife of Patrick, ſon and heir of Andrew, ſe- 
cond lord Grey. He was barbarouſly murdered, with the earl 
of Douglas and his younger brother, by the contrivance of 
the lord chancellor Crichton, in the caſtle of Edinburgh, in 
I441, and was ſucceeded by Sir Robert his heir, who was 
created lord Fleming of Cumbernauld ; and marrying lady 
Jane, daughter of James ſeventh earl of Douglas, by her had 
Malcolm his heir apparent, and two daughters, Elizabeth and 
Beatrix, of which the eldeſt was married to John lord Living- 
ſton, and the youngeſt to Sir William Stirling of Teir. He 
lived to a great age, and dying in 1495, and his fon and heir 
dying in his father's life-time, left by Eupheme his wife, 
daughter of James lord Livingſton, 

John, his fon, ſecond lord, who fucceeded his grandfather ; 
and being an accompliſhed gentleman, was by James V. ſent 
ambaſlador to France, and after his return, made lord cham- 
berlain of Scotland. He married Eupheme, daughter of John 
the firſt lord Drummond, and by her had iſſue Malcolm, and 
another Malcolm prior of Whittern. Alſo three daughters, 
Elizabeth wife of James lord Crichton ; Margaret of John 
Cunningham of Glengarnock ; and Jane, firſt of John, eldeſt 
ſon of Sir James Sandilands of Calder; and ſecondly, of Da- 
vid Crawfurd, of Kerſe. He had two other wives, but na 
iſſue by either; and being barbarouſly murdered by John 
Tweedie, of Drumelzier, and his accomplices, in 1524, Was 
ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

Malcolm, third lord, who by king James V. was alfo con- 
ſtituted lord high chamberlain, which office he held to his. 
death; and being lain at the battle of Pinkie or Muſſelburgh, 
on September 10, 1547, left iſſue by Janet his wife, natural 
daughter of king James IV. two ſons, James and John, and 
four daughters ; Janet married firſt, to John maiter of Living- 
ſton ; and ſecondly to Andrew Brown, of Hartry, Eſq; Ag- 
nes, to William, lord Livingſton ; Margaret, fuſt to Robert,

maſter of Montroſe ; ſecondly, to Thomas maſter of Erſkine 
and Jaſtly, to John Stewart earl of Athole; and Mary, to Sir 
William Maitland, anceſtor of the earl of Lauderdale. 

James the eldeſt ſon, fourth lord, ſucceeded his father, and 
by queen Mary was conſtituted lord high chamberlain during 
life; and when the marriage was to be ſolemnized between 
her majeſty and the dauphin of France, he was one of the 
peers whom the parliament ſent over upon that ſolemn occa- 

ſion; and dying ſoon after at Paris, in 1558, left by lady 
Barbara his wife, daughter of James Hamilton duke of Chat- 
telherault, anceſtor of the duke of Hamilton, a daughter 
Jane, married to John Scot, lord of Thirleſtan ; and ſe- 
condly, to Gilbert earl of Caſſilis; but leaving no male iſſue, 
his Woe and honour came to : 

John his brother, fifth lord, who by the aforeſaid queen 
was continued in the office of lord chamberlain, and made 
governor of Dunbarton Caſtle. He married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and ſole heir of Robert maſter of Roſs; and dying in 
1572, of à wound received by a muſket ball in his knee, he left 
iſlue John his ſucceſſor, and three daughters; Mary, wife of 
Sir James Douglas, of Drumlanrig; Elizabeth, of Sir Alex- 
ander Bruce of Airth; and Margaret, of Sir James Forreſt, 
of Carden. | 

Johu his ſon, ſixth lord, who ſucceeded, was by James VI. 
created earl of Wigton, March 19, 16c6. He married lady 
Lilias, daughter of John Graham the third earl of Montroſe, 
by whom he had iſſue two ſons, John and James, and five 
daughters; lady Jane, married to George Campbell, ſon of 
Hugh lord Loudoun, by whom ſhe had Margaret, baroneſs of 
Loudoun, the wife of John Campbell, created earl of Lou- 
doun; lady Anne, married to Sir William Livingſton, of 
Kilſyth; lady Margaret, to Sir John Charteris, of Amisfield; 
lady Lilias, to Sir David Murray, of Stanhope; and lady 
Mary to Sir Archibald Stewart, of Caſtlemilk. By a ſecond 
Wife, Sarah, daughter of William lord Herries, he had one 
daughter, lady Rachael, wife of John Lindſay, of Caventon, 
Eſq; He deceaſed in 1619, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt 
ſon, 

John, ſeventh lord, and ſecond ear], who married lady Mar- 
garet, daughter of Alexander the firſt earl of Linlithgow, and 
by her had John his heir, Sir William, who was gentleman-uſher 
to king Charles I. and chamberlain of the houſhold to king 
Charles II. and three daughters; lady Hleanor, married to 
David earl of Wemyſs; lady Ann, firſt to Robert, ſecond 
lord Boyd, and after to George Ramſay the ſecond earl of 
Dalhouſie ; and lady Jane, to Sir John Grierſon of Lag. 
His eldeſt ſon, | | 
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John, third earl, in 1650, ſucceeded; and for his loyalty to 
king Charles I. was obliged to fly to the Highlands, where he 
lay concealed till his friends compounded for his delinquency 
he dying in 1663, left iſſue by the lady Jane, daughter of John 
Drummond the ſecond earl of Perth, fix ſons and two daugh- 
ters, viz. John; Sir Robert, Henry and James, who died un- 
married; William, and Charles, who died young: ladies Mar- 
garet and Jane, who died unmarried. 
ohn, the eldeſt fon, fourth earl, ſucceeded, and mariied 
Ann, daughter of Henry lord Ker, by whom he had a daugh- 
ter, Jane, wife of George Maul, the third earl of Panmure; 
but having no male iſſue, his eſtate and honour devolved upon 
his brother, | 

William, the fifth earl, who was one of the privy council to 
king Charles II. by whom he was alſo made ſheriff of the 
county of Dunbarton, and governor of that caſtle. He mar- 
ried lady Henrietta, daughter of Charles Seton earl of Dum- 
ferline, by whom he had iſſue, John his heir, Charles, and 
lady Mary, wife of Mr. Henry Maule of Kelly, father of the 
preſent earl of Panmure. He died in 1681, and was ſucceeded 
by his eldeſt fon, | 

Jobn, fixth earl, who married firſt lady Margaret, daughter 
of Colin Lindſay third earl of Balcarras, and by her had one 
daughter, lady Margaret, wife of Sir Archibald Primroſe of 
Dunipacg. He married ſecondly, lady Mary Keith, daughter 
of William ear] Marſhal, by whom he had one daughter, lady 
Clementina, married to Charles Elphingſton, now lord El- 
phingſton, by whom ſhe hath iſſue three ſons and four daugh- 
ters, viz. John, married to Anne, eldeft daughter of James lord 
Ruthven ; William, George-Keith, Mary, Eleanor, Primroſe 
and Clementina. His third wife was Eupheme, daughter of 
George Lockhart of Carnwath, Eſq; who died in December 
1762, but he had no iſſue by her. He was committed to Edin- 
burgh caſtle at the beginning of the rebellion in 1715, but was 
ſoon after diſcharged without trial ; and dying in 1743, was 
ſucceeded by his brother, | 

Charles, ſeventh earl, who dving unmarried in 1747, the 
title was claimed by Dr. Charles-Roſs Fleming, phyſician of 
Dublin, and was determined in his favour by the lords of ſeſ- 
fion in Scotland, in 1748; and in 1752 he voted as ſuch at the 
election of a ſixteenth peer. And the ſaid 

Charles-Roſs Fleming is the eighth and preſent earl of Wigton.

LYON, Earl of STRATHMORE. 


HIS illuſtrious family is deſcended from that of Leonne 

in France, which derives its origin from the noble houſe 

of Leoni at Rome, a branch whereof came from France into 

England with William the conqueror in 1066, and from thence, 

in 1098, Sir Roger de Leonne came to Scotland with king Ed- 

gar, ſon of Malcolm Canmore. This Sir Roger, for the good 

ſervices he had done againſt Donald Bane, the uſurper, had a 

ant of coni:derable lands in Perthſhire, which from him were 
called Glen Lyon. 

Afterwards Sir John Lyon obtained a grant from king Da- 
vid II. in 1343, of the baronies of Forteviot and Fergundeny, 
in the ſaid county, with Drumgoven, and others in the ſhire 
of Aberdeen, and the grant was confirmed by king Robert II. 
Sir John Lyon, ſon of the ſaid John, was commonly called 
The White Lyon, from his complexion, and was ſecretary to 
the ſaid king Robert II. who in the year 1379, granted him the 
thanedom of Glamis in Forfarſhire, and not long after prefer- 
red him to be great chamberlain of Scotland. i 

He alſo advanced him to the degree of a lord of parliament, 
by the title of lord Glamis, and gave him in marriage the prin- 
ceſs Jane, his third and youngeſt daughter, by Elizabeth Mure, 
his firſt wife, together with the barony of Kinghorn in Fife- 
ſhire, and from that match his family had the honour to ſur- 
round their arms with a double treſſure. 

He had likewiſe ſeveral grants of lands from the crown, to 
which he made a large addition by the purchaſe of many baronies. 

In 1382, he was ſent ambaſſador to England; but in his re- 
turn, having the misfortune to quarrel with Sir James Lindſay 
of Crawfurd, was by him moſt barbarouſly murdered at the moſs 
of Balhall, which was highly reſented by the king, who order- 
ed the corpſe to be buried in the abbey of Scoon, in 1383. 

By his ſaid wife he had iſſue an only fon, John, ſecond lord 
Glamis, who being very young, the kipg his grandfather = 

| | Im 
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him under his royal patronage, ſtrictly forbidding any to harm 
him, under the higheſt penalty the law could infſict. He mar- 
ried lady Elizabeth, daughter of Patrick Graham earl of Stra- 
thern; and dying in 1435, was buried among the kings at 
Scoon, having had iſſue three ſons, Patrick, his heir; Michael 
and David. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, | 

Patrick, third lord, who was one of the hoſtages ſent into 
England in 1424, for the return of king James I. and was one 
of the privy council to king James II. and maſter of his hou- 
ſhold ; he married Iſabel, daughter of Sir Alexander Ogilvy of 
Auchterhouſe, by whom he had iſſue three ſons, Alexander, 
John, and William, anceſtor of the Lyons of Ogil, eaſter and 
weſter ; alſo a daughter, Elizabeth, wife of Alexander Robin- 
ſon of Strowan. He died in 1459, and was ſucceeded by his 
eldeſt fon, 

Alexander, fourth lord, who married Agnes, daughter of 
William lord Crichton, chancellor of Scotland ; but dying in 
1485, without iſſue, his eſtate and honour deſcended to his 
brother, 

John, fifth lord, who was one of the privy council to kin 
James IV. by whom he was made juſtice general of Scotland. 
He married Margaret, daughter of Sir John Scrimgeor of Dud- 
hope, conſtable of Dundee, by whom he had iſſue four ſons and 
nine daughters; John, his ſucceſſor.; David, firſt of the famil 
of Coſfn; William and George; which three laſt were killed 
at the battle of Floddon in 1523. The eldeſt daughter, Chri- 
ſtian, was the ſecond wife of William earl of Errol ; and the 
ſecond, Margaret, of James Rind of Broxmouth. The names 
of the others I cannot find, He died in 1497, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his eldett ſon, | 

John, fixth lord Glamis, who married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Andrew, third lord Gray, by whom he had iſſue three tons,

George, the eldeſt fon, ſeventh lord, ſucceeded his father in

John, eighth lord, who married Janet Douglas, fiſter to 
Archibald the twelfth earl of Douglas, and had John, his heir 3 
and a daughter, Elizabeth, wife of Roſs of Craigy; and 
the ſaid John, ninth lord, being a minor at his father's Jeath, 
was, with his mother, wrongfully accuſed of treaſon, and the 
latter tried, condemned, and executed, in 1538, Himſelf, 
though but a minor, was alſo condemned, and his titles and e- 
| Rates forfeited to the crown; but his execution was ſuſpended, 

on account of his youth; however, he continued in priſon till 
queen Mary's accefiion to the crown; and in her firſt parlia- 

| | ment, 
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ment, 1543, his forfeiture was repealed, and he was reſtored to 
his eſtates and honours. He married lady Jane Keith, daugh- 
ter of William, third ear] Marſhal, by whom he had iſſue John, 
his ſucceſſor; Sir Thomas Lyon of Auldbar, who was lord 
treaſurer of Scotland, and died without iſſue: Alſo a daughter, 
Margaret, who was firſt married to Gilbert Kennedy, fourth 
earl of Caſſilis; and ſecondly, to John, the firſt marquis of Ha- 
milton. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

John, tenth lord, who for his great parts and learning, was 
in 1575 conſtituted lord high chancellor of Scotland. He mar- 
ried Elizabeth, daughter of Alexander, ſixth lord Abernethy of 
Salton, by whom he had iſſue Patrick his heir; and two daugh- 
ters, Jane, firſt married to Robert lord Douglas, heir apparent 
of William earl of Moreton ; ſecondly, to Archibald, the eighth 
earl of Angus; and thirdly, to Alexander lord Spinzy, ſon of 
David earl of Crawfurd ; and Elizabeth was the wife of Pa- 
trick lord Gray. Their father being unfortunately ſhot, in a 
ſquabble betwixt the earl of Crawfurd's ſervants and his own, 
in 1578, was ſuccceded by his ſon, 

Patrick, eleventh lord, who was made captain of the guard, 
and one of the privy council to king James VI. and lord trea- 
ſurer of Scotland, and in 1606, was created earl of Kinghorn, 
lord Lyon and Glamis. He married lady Ann, daughter of 
John Murray, firſt earl of Tullibardin; and dying at Edinburgh 
in 1615, left iſſue by her three ſons, John, James, and Fre- 
derick, anceſtor of the Lyons of Brigton ; and a daughter, lady 
Ann, married to William, tenth earl of Errol. 

John, his eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded as ſecond earl; and marrying 
firſt, lady Martha, daughter of John ſeventh earl of Mar; and 
ſecondly, Elizabeth Maul, daughter of Patrick ear] of Pan- 
mure ; by the laſt had iflue Patrick, his ſucceſſor; and a daugh- 
ter, lady Elizabeth, married to Charles earl of Aboyn. He 
was ſucceeded, in 1649, by his ſaid ſon, 

Patrick, third earl of Kinghorn, who, with the conſent and 
approbation of king Charles II. changed his title from King- 
horn to Strathmore, and was one of the privy council in that 
reign, as alſo in that of king James VII. likewiſe one of the 
extraordinary lords of ſeſſion. He married lady Helen, daugh- 
ter of John earl of Middleton, and by her had iſſue two ſons, 
John, and Patrick, who joined the earl of Mar in 1715, and 
was killed at the battle of Sheriffmuir, November 13, that year. 
Alſo two daughters; lady Grizel, married to David Ogilvy, 
the third earl of Airly; and lady Elizabeth, to Charles, ſecond 
earl of Aboyn ; and, after his deceaſe, to Patrick lord Kinnaird.

HE deſcent of this noble family will be found under the 

title of duke of Hamilton, where it 1s obſerved, that 
James, the ſecond earl of Arran, was by king Henry II. of 
France created duke of Chatelherault; and marrying lady Mar- 
garet, daughter of James, third earl of Moreton, by her had 
iſſue four ſons, lords, James, earl of Arran and duke of Cha- 
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telherault, who died without iſſue; John, firſt marquis of Ha- 
milton ; Claud, and David. For the daughters, ſee Duke of 
Hamilton. | 

Claud, third ſon, in 1553 was promoted to be commendator 
of the abbey of Paiſley, upon the reſignation of John archbi- 
ſhop of St. Andrews, which was ratified and approved by pope 
Julius III. and upon the breaking out of the civil war, he, ad-

HAMILTON, Earl of HADDINGTON. 


NOUCH has been ſaid of the antiquity of the family of 
Hamilton, under the title dute of Hamilton, for the pur- 
poſe of this work. 

The immediate anceſtor of the earl of Haddington, was Sir 
Thomas Hamilton of Byres in Haddingtonſhire, deſcended 
from John Hamilton of Innerwick, ſecond ſon of Sir Walter 
Hamilton, anceſtor of the firſt duke of Hamilton; and his fon, 
Sir Thomas Hamilton of Prieſtfield, marrying Elizabeth, 
daughter of James Heriot of Trabrown, by her had a ſon, Sir 
Thomas, who being bred to the law, was by king James VI. 
made one of the ſenators of the college of juſtice, ſecretary of 
fate, lord advocate and regiſter, baron of Binny and Byres in 
1613, and earl of Melroſs in the county of Roxburgh in 1619; 
but he afterwards, with his majeſty's approbation, changed the 
latter title to Haddington. 
In 1627 he was conſtituted lord privy ſeal, which office he 
held for ten years. He married firſt, Margaret, daughter of 
James Borthwick of Newbyres, by whom he had iſſue, two 
daughters, lady Chriſtian, firſt married to Robert lord Lindſay, 
by whom ſhe had John the fourteenth earl of Crawfurd ; and 
ſecondly, to Robert lord Boyd; and lady Iſabel, to James, earl 
of Airly.

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Haddingtonſhire, His ſervant, one Pariſs an Engliſhman, was 
the ſtorekeeper, who in Auguſt 1640, treacherouſly ſet fire to 
the magazine, which blew up himſelf, the ſaid earl, his bro- 
ther Robert, the ſheriff of Haddington, and nine other perſons 

of quality, beſide many that were wounded. ' He married firſt, 

lady Katherine, daughter of John the ſixth earl of Mar, by 
whom he had iſſue two ſons, Ihomas lord Binny, and John; 
and fecondly, lady Jane Gordon, daughter of George marquis 
of Huntley, by whom he had a daughter lady Margaret, mar- 
ried to John earl of Kintoce.

rr ſixth lord high ſteward of Scotland, ob- 
tained from king Alexander III. in 1263, a grant of the 
lands of Gairlies and Glaſſerton, and therein was ſucceeded by 
Sir John his ſecond fon, who after the death of Alexander III. 
joining Sir William Wallace againſt the Engliſh, was ſlain at 
the fatal battle of Falkirk, againſt king Edward I. in perſon, in 
the year 1298, By his wife Margaret, daughter and heir of Sir 
Alexander Bonkil, of that ilk, he became poſſeſt of the barony 
of Bonkil, and other lands, and had by her a numerous iſſue, 
viz. Alexander, of Bonkil, afterwards earl of Angus. Sir 
Alan, of Dreghorn, anceſtor of the Stewarts of Darnley, earls 
and dukes of Lennox. Sir Walter, of Dalſwinton, of whom 
hereafter.

MAITLAND, Farl of LAUDERDALE. 


F this family, who probably came from Normandy with 

William the conqueror, and from England with king 
David I. was Richard de Mautland of Thirleſtan, who gave 
divers lands to the monaſtery of Dryburgh; all which were 
confirmed by his ſon William, who died about 1315, and 
whoſe heir was Sir Robert, who alſo was a benefactor to the 
{aid abbey. 

In the reign of king David II. 1346, this Sir Robert ob- 
tained a grant from Sir John Gifford, lord of Yeſter, of the 
lands of Leithington in Eaſt Lothian, and therein was ſuc- 
ceeded by John his ſon, and alſo in his lands of Thirleſtan; 
and he mairying lady Agnes, daughter of Patrick Dunbar, earl 
of March, by her had Sir Robert his heir, who had iſſue ano- 
ther Sir Robert, one of the hoſtages for the ranſom of king 
James, 1424; but he dying before his father, his brother Wil- 
liam ſucceeded ; which William was father of John, and he of 
another William, who being ſlain at the battle of Floddon, in 
his father's life-time, 1513, left iſſue by Martha his wife, 
daughter of George lord Seton, a ſon, Sir Richard, who ſuc- 
ceeded his grandfather; and a daughter, Janet, married to 
Hugh lord Scmerville. In the reign of queen Mary, Sir Ri- 
chard was one of the judges in the court of ſeſſion, and lord 
privy ſeal; and marrying Mary, daughter of Thomas Craniton 
of Croſby, by her had three ſons, Sir William, his heir; Sir 
John, of whom hereafter ; and Thomas: alſo fqur daughters, 
Helen, wife of Sir John Cockburn of Clerkington ; Ifabel, of 
James Herriot of Trabrown; Mary, of Alexander Lauder of 
Habton ; and Elizabeth, of William Douglas of Whitingaame.

John, fecond lord, who was created a viſcount, and earl of 
Lauderdale; and dying in 1645, left iſſue by Iſabel his wife, 
daughter of Alexander Seton, earl of Dumferling, three ſons, 
John, his heir; Robert, and Charles, of whom hereafter. He 
was ſucceeded by 

John, his eldeſt ſon, fecond earl of Lauderdale, who being 
taken priſoner at the battle of Worceſter in 1651, and com- 
mitted to the Power of London, for his loyalty to king Charles 
II. he there under went a ſevere confinement for the ſpace of 
- years, till the reſtoration of the king, when he was releaſ- 
ed; and then, as a recompence for his fufferings, he was made 
ſecretary of ſtate, preſident of the council, one of the extraor- 
dinary lords of ſeſſion, firſt commiſſioner of the treaſury, one of 
the gentlemen of his majeſty's bedchamber, and high commiſ- 
froner to the parliament ; and on the 2d of May 1672, was 
created marquis of March and duke of Lauderdale; and on the 
= June following, was likewiſe inſtalled at Windſor, a 

night of the moſt noble order of the garter. He was alſo by 
that king, on the 25th of June 1674, created a peer of Eng- 
land, by the titles of baron of Peterſham, and earl of Guilford ; 
and made one of the privy council for the kingdoms of Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Ireland. |

He 
married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Richard Lauder of 
Hatton, Eſq; by whom he had iffue fix ſons and two daughters,

In November 1714, he was ſworn 
of the privy council to king George I. and in 1722, appointed 
his majeſty's high commiſſioner to the general aſſembly of the 
church of Scotland, In October 1727, king George II. was 
pleaſed to grant him a yearly penſion of two thouſand pounds 
for life, In March 1728, he was again appointed the King's

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high commiſſioner to the kirk of Scotland, and died in 1732.

F this illuſtrious family, which is ſaid to have come ori- 
ginally from Germany, but which more probably came 
from England, and that the name is local, and firſt aſſumed 
from the lands and abbacy of Ramſay, in Nottinghamſhire, 
was Simon de Ramſay of Dalhotſie, in Lothian, or county of 
Edinburgh, who in the reign of David I. 1140, was a wit- 
neſs to a grant of the church of Livingſton, in Weſt Lothian;

vention of ſtates, where he made a remarkable ſpeech in favour 
of king 3 VII. In 1701, he was created earl of Seaſield, 
and made ſecretary of ſtate, in which office he Was continued 
dy queen Ann, and in February 1703, made a knight of the 
ancient order of the thiſtle; and in March 1706, being then 
lord chancellor of Scotland, he was appointed one of the com- 
miſſioners for the treaty of union, which being concluded, he 
was elected one of the fixteen peers for the firſt parliament of 
Great Britain, as he was alſo for ſeveral other parliamente. 
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He was one of her majeſty's privy council, one of the extraor - 
dinary lords of ſeſſion, lord of the exchequer and treaſury; and 
in 1711, ſucceeded his father in the title of Finlate.

H E immediate anceſtor of this branch of the noble fa- 

mily of Leſly (ſee carl of Rothes) was William Leſly, de- 
ſcended of the houſe of Balquhain, which yields for antiquity, 
to few in Scotland; which William Leſly, who flouriſhed in 
the reigns of James II. and III. had a ſon, Alexander, whoſe 
eldeſt ſon Alexander ſucceeded him in the lands of Kininvie, 
and George, who by his wife, Mary Stewart, had a ſon 
George, who had the command of the caſtle of Blair, in the 
reign. of king James VI. and by Ann, daughter of —— Stew- 
art, of Ballechin, had Sir Alexander Leſly, who was the fa- 
mous general under the great Guſtavus Adolphus, king of Swe- 
den. He returned to Scotland when the troubles broke out 
there, and in 1638 took the command of the army of the 
covenanters, with which, in 1640, he invaded England, 
defeated lord Conway, at Newburn, and took poſſeſſion of 
Newcaſtle. For theſe ſervices he got an order from the par- 
liament for 100,000 merks ; and at the treaty at Rippon, be- 
ing one of the Scots commiſſioners, ſo pleaſed king Charles I. 
by his conduct, that he created him lord Balgony, and ſoon 
thereafter earl of Leven, to him and his heirs whatſoever, in 
1641. He afterwards commanded the Scots army of auxiliaries, 
and the victory at Marſton Moor in 1644, was principally 
aſcribed to his conduct. However, he was afterwards very 
{ſerviceable in the reſtoration of king Charles II. He was a vo- 
lunteer againſt Oliver Cromwell, at the battle of Dunbar, 
but, with others of the loyal party, having a meeting in An- 
us, they were ſurpriſed by general Monk at Alyth, and all 
nt priſoners to London, where they were confined in the. 
Tower. The old earl had his eſtate ſequeſtred, but was ſet at 
liberty through the mediation of the queen of Sweden, whoſe 
favours he went to acknowledge in perſon, and was received 
with great reſpect, according to his rank and the ſervices he 
had performed for that crown. At length he returned ta 
Scotland, and died at his ſeat of Balgony, at a great age, in 
1662. He married Agnes, daughter of - Renton, of Billy, 
by whom he had iſſue two ſons and five daughters, viz. Guſ- 
tavus, who died before his father, and James lord Balgony : 
lady Ann, firſt, the wife of Hugh, maſter of Lovat, and ſe- 
condly, of Sir Ralph de Vall; lady Margaret, of James Crich- 
ton, viſcount Fendraught; lady Mary, of William lord Cran- 
ſton ; lady Barbara, of Sir John Ruthven, of Dunglas, and.

Of this noble family of Melvil, which is ſaid to be Hunga- 
rian, and came to Scotland ſoon after the Norman ſettlement 
in England, was Walter Melvil of Raith, of whom deſcended 
Sir John Melvil of the county of Fife, who in the year 1296, 
was one of thoſe barons who ſwore allegiance to king Edward 
I. of England; and from him deſcended another Sir John, 
who, in the time of king James II. marrying Margaret, daugh- 
ter of Sir William Scot of Balweiry, had two ſons, William 
Melvil of Raith, and Alexander, of Finally. 
William, eldeſt ſon, married Margaret, daughter of Sir Ro- 
bert Lundy of Balgony, and had a ſon, William, whoſe grand- 
fon, Sir John, left iſſue Sir Robert, who betook himſelf to the 
court of France, where he was placed in an honourable ſtation 
by king Henry II. and therein continued many years. Upon 
his return to Scotland, the great character he had acquired ſoon 
inclined queen Mary to call him to her privy council, who af- 
zerwards ſent him ambaſſador to London, as he was again by 
king James VI. who alſo made him vice-chancellor of Scot- 
land, treaſurer depute, and one of the lords of ſeflion; and at 
laſt, to reward his ſervices and merit, created him lord Mel- 
vil. He married lady Mary Leſly, daughter of Andrew, the 
fifth earl of Rothes; and dying in 1621, left 

Robert, his heir, ſecond lord Melvil, who was one of the 
privy council to the aforeſaid king; but he dying without jiſſue, 
the honour, by reaſon of an intail, came to John Melvil of 
Raith, ' deſcended from John, who was eldeſt ſon of Sir John, 
brother of Robert firſt lord Melvil.

He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon,

county of Suffolk. When queen Anne aſcended the throne, 
he was conſtituted lord lieutenant, cuſtos rotulorum, and vice 
admiral of that county. He had alſo the offer of a baron's pa- 
tent, the firſt her majeſty would create; but he declining that 
honour, was again elected to ſerve in parliament for the ſaid

N EORGE, fifth fon of William, firſt duke Hamilton of the 
Douglas family, chuſing a military life, and diſtinguiſh- 

ing himſelf by his bravery and conduct in the battles of Boyne, 
Aghrim, Steenkirk, Landen, Oudenarde, Ramillies, Hochftet, 
Schelenberg, Mons, &c. and in the ſeveral ſieges of Athlone, 
Limerick, and Namur; at the attack of the laſt place, was made

Sir Thomas Hume, the ſeventh gene- 
ration of that family, in a direct male line, flouriſhed in the 
reigns of Robert II. and III. and was the immediate anceſtor

The firſt upon record is William de 
Carmychel, who flouriſhed about the middle of the fourteenth 
century : he had a ſon John, firſt baron of Carmichael, He 
was ſucceeded by his ſon William, and he by his ſon Sir John 
Carmichael, who accompanied Archibald earl of Douglas to 
the aſſiſtance of Charles VI. of France againſt the Engliſh ;

John, ſecond lord, who being one of the Scots peers who 
joined moſt early in the revolution, was by king William, in 
recompence of his good ſervices, made a commiſſioner of the 
privy ſeal, colonel of a regiment of dragoons, one of the privy 
council, high commiſſioner to the general aſſembly, one of the 
Fecretaries of ſtate, and created earl of Hyndford, &c. on June 
25, 1701. In 1702, the firſt of queen Ann, he was made a 
-privy counſellor, and in 1706, appointed one of the commiſ- 
ſioners for the union with England. He married Beatrix 
Drummond, daughter of David lord Maderty, by Beatrix his 
wife, daughter of John earl of Montroſe; and by her had fix 
fons and three daughters; lady Beatrix, married to John Cock- 
burn of Ormeſton ; lady Mary, to John Montgomery, of Giffen, 
and lady Anne, to Sir John Maxwell, of Nether Pollock, Bart.

T HIS family took their ſirname from the lands and village 
of Primroſe, in the county of Fife, Duncan Primroſe, of 
an antient ſtock of that name in Perthſhire, by Mary his wife, 
a daughter of the family of Main of Auchterhouſe, had Gilbert 
and Archibald, who marrying Janet, daughter of the family 
of Bleau of Caſtlehill, in the county of Perth, had two ſons, 
David and James, and a daughter Eupheme, married to Sir 
George Bruce of Carnock, anceſtor of the earl of Kincardin. 
David ſucceeded, and had a ſon James, who dying without 
iſſue, was ſucceeded by his uncle, James, 
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James, who being bred to the law, was by king James VI. 


in 1602, made clerk of the council, which poſt he held near 
forty years; and by Katharine his wife, daughter of Richard 
Lawſon of Boghill, he had Gilbert, his heir; Sir Archibald;

Primroſe, of Carrington ; major general Gilbert Primroſe ; and 


two daughters, Margaret, wife of Sir John Foulis, of Ravel- 


ſton, to whom her father gave the eſtate of Dunipace, on con- 


dition his heir ſhould carry the name and arms of Primroſe, 


which his ſon Sir John did, who was grandfather of the late 
Sir Archibald Primroſe, of Dunipace; and Catharine, wife of 
Sir John Carnegie, of Pitarrow. His ſecond wife was Agnes, 
daughter of Sir William Gray, of Pittendrum, by whom he had 
a ſon, Archibald Primroſe, of Dalmenie, anceſtor of the pre- 
ſent earl ; and a daughter, Grizel, wife of Francis lord Semple.

Soon after the acceſſion of queen Ann, he was 
made one of the privy council, one of the gentlemen of the 
bedchamber to prince George of Denmark; and on April 10, 
1703, created earl of Roſeberry, &c. to his heirs male and fe- 
male, He was one of the commiſſioners in the treaty of 
union; which being concluded, he was elected one of the ſix- 
teen peers from Scotland to the four firſt parliaments of Great 
Britain. He married Dorothy, daughter and heir of Evering- 
ham Creſſy, of Birkin, in the county of York, by whom he 
had iſſue Silt his heir; Richard and John; and four daugh- 
ters, lady Mary, wife of Sir Archibald Primroſe, of Dunipace;

BOYLE, Fart of GLASGOW. 


T HIS family is of very great antiquity in the weſt of Scot- 
land, and had large poſſeſſions in Airſhire, as appears 
from ſeveral old writs ſtill preſerved in the family. 

In the reign of Alexander III. Richard Vaglo of Kelburn 
marrying Margery, daughter of Sir Walter Cumming, had 
Richard his heir, who in 1296 was one of the barons of Scot- 
land that ſwore allegiance to king Edward I. of England; and 
from him deſcended Hugo de Boyle, who in 1399, gave his 
lands to the monks of Paiſley for the welfare of his foul. From 
the ſaid Hugo deſcended John Boyle of Kelburn, who loſt his 
life at the battle of Bannockburn with king James III. 1488, 
and his ſon John ſucceeding, obtained from king James V. a 


grant of divers lands in the iſle of Cumra, near Bute ; and 


marrying Agnes, a daughter of the family of Roſs, by her had 
two ſons, John and Robert; John, the eldeſt, was of Halkhill, 
in Renfrew; which John had a ſon, David, father of another 
John, who ſucceeded his grandfather, and was a moſt zealous 
loyaliſt in the ſervice of queen Mary ; and by his wife Marian, 
daughter of Hugh Crawfurd, of Kilberny, anceſtor of the viſ- 
counts Garnock, and the preſent earl of Crawfurd, had a fon, 
John, and ſeveral daughters. He was ſucceeded by his faid ſon, 
John, who was baniſhed his country about ten years, for his 
adherence to king Charles I. He married Agnes, daughter of 
Sir John Maxwell, of Pollock, in the county of Renfrew, by 
whom he had an only daughter, Grizel, who being an heireſs, 
was married to her couſin, David Boyle, of Halkhill, Eſq; de- 
ſcended from John Boyle of the ſame place, aforeſaid, brother- 
erman of her great grandfather, John Boyle, ſecond ſon of 
ohn Boyle, of Kilburn, father of David, father of James, fa» 
ther of another David, father of John, father of the faid David, 
who was created lord Boyle, Jan. 31, 1699, and having been 
returned a member in the convention of eſtates for the county 
of Bute, which declared the prince of Orange king of Scot- 
land, was made one of his majeſty's privy council.

Henry Hope, merchant in Edinburgh, who had iſſue by his 
wife Jacque de Tott, a French lady, Sir Thomas Hope of 
Craigiehall; who being bred to the law, was by king James 
VI. preferred to be joint lord advocate, and ſole advocate to 
Charles I. and marrying Elizabeth, daughter of John Bennet 
of Willingford, had iſſue four ſons and two daughters, viz. 
Sir John, of Craigiehall, his ſucceſſor, anceſtor of the Hopes 
of Kinroſs and Rankailor ; Sir Thomas, anceſtor of the Hopes 
of Kerſe; Sir Alexander, cup- bearer to Charles I. Sir James, 
of Hopeton, anceitor of the earls of Hopeton, of whom we 
are treating. Mary, wife of Sir Charles Erſkine of Alva, and

James, fourth and youngeſt ſon, was advanced to be a 
judge in the court of ſeſſion 1649. He married Anne, daugh- 
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ter of John Foulis of Leadhills in the county of Lanerk, and 
by her had many children, none of whom ſurvived but a daugh- 
ter Rachael, wife of David Bethune of Balfour, and John his 
ſucceſſor. He married, ſecondly, lady Mary, daughter of 
William, ſeventh earl marſhal, by whom he had Sir William 
Hope of Balconrie, Bart. deputy-governor of the caſtle of 


Edinburgh. He died in 1661, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt 


ſon, | 

John, who, in 1682, accompanying the duke of York from 
London to Scotland, was drowned at lea, leaving by lady Mar- 
garet Hamilton his wife, daughter of John earl of Hadding- 
ton, Charles his only ſon, and a daughter Eleanor, married to 
Thomas Hamilton earl of Haddington. He was ſucceeded by 
his ſaid ſon, 

Charles, who being knight of the ſhire for the county of 
Linlithgow, was one of the privy council to queen Anne, and 
created earl of Hopeton : he was one of the ſixteen peers for 
Scotland from 1722, till his death in March 1741-2. In Au- 
guſt 1738, he was inveſted with the enfigns of the order of 
the thiſtle at Holyrood Houſe. He married lady Henrietta 
Johnſton, daughter of William marquis of Annandale, and 
by her, who died in 1750, had iſſue two ſons and fix daugh- 
ters, viz. John, his ſucceſſor, and Charles, knight of the ſhire 
for Linlithgow from 174.3 to the preſent time. In November 
1744, he was made commiſſary-general of the muſters in Scot- 
land, and is governor of Blackneſs caſtle, and fellow of the 
royal ſociety: he takes the name of Weir by marrying the 
heireſs of Sir William Weir of Blackwood, Bart. by whom he 
had two ſons and one daughter; but that lady dying, he mar- 
ried ſecondly, the lady Anne Vane, daughter of Henry late 
earl of Darlington, by whom he has two fons.

HE family of Collier are originally deſcended from the 
* antient houſe of Robertſon of Strowan, the chief of that 
numerous clan in Scotland. 


Sir Alexander Robertſon, Bart. ſettled 1 in Holland, and aſ- 
ſumed the name of Collier. 
Sir David his ſon was in great favour with king William III. 
and in 1691 aſſiſting in the reduction of Ireland to the king's 
obedience, was afterwards created lord Portmore. In the firſt 
of queen Anne he was promoted to the rank of a major-general, 
and in 1703 created earl of Portmore, &c. 

In May 1710 he was conſtituted commander in chief of her 
majeſty's forces in Portugal, in the room of the earl of Gal- 
way : in January 1710, he was promoted to the rank of a ge- 


neral of foot, and in 1712 commanded part of the army in 


Flanders, under James Butler duke of Ormond. In 1712 he 
was one of the queen's privy council, and in January that year 
elected a knight of the thiſtle. In Aug uit 1713, he was ap- 
pointed governor of Gibraltar, and in October that year choſen 
one of the ſixteen peers for North Britain. In April 1714, be 
was appointed commander of the royal regiment of Scots dra- 
goons, in the room of John ear} of Stair; and marrying Ca- 
tharine, daughter of Sir Charles Sidley of Great-Chart in the 
county of Kent, Bart. who by king James VII. was created 
counteſs of Dorcheſter for life, by her had iſſue two ſons, Da- 
vid lord Milſington, who married Eridget, daughter of John 
Noel of Walcot in the county of Northampton, Eſq; third 
ſon of Baptiſt Noel the ſecond viſcount.Campden, by his fourth 
wife, by whom he had ſeveral children; but he and all his 


- children 
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children dying before the earl. who died in 1729, his brother 
Charles became ſecond earl of Portmore. 

Which Charles, in 1722, was twice choſen member of par- 
lament for Wicomb in the county of Bucks; but his election 
was declared void. In 1727, he was elected for Andover in 
Hampſhire. In 1734 and 1741, he was elected one of the 
ſixteen peers for Scotland, and is a knight companion of the 
antient order of the thiſtle. 

His lordſhip, in 1732, married Juliana ducheſs dowager of 
Leeds, daughter of Roger Hele of the county of Devon, Eſq;

* family, of which this is a branch, has been already 
treated of under the title of duke of Buceleugh. I muſt 
therefore only obſerve, that lord Henry Scot, third ſon of the 
unfortunate James duke of Monmouth, born in 1676, was -4 
queen Anne dignified with the titles of earl of Deloraine, viſ- 
count Hermitage, and lord Scot, of Goldieland, in the ſhire 
of Roxburgh. He was one of the ſixteen peers for Scotland 
in the fifth, ſixth, and ſeventh parliaments of Great-Britain. 
In 1715, he was appointed colonel of the ſecond troop of 
grenadier guards, and in 1723, made a knight of the moſt 
Honourable order of the Bath; after which he was colonel of 
a reglment of foot, a major-general, and a gentleman of his 
majeity's bedchamber, in which appointments he died in De- 
cember 1730. 

He married Anne, daughter and heir of William Duncomb of 
Battleſden in Bedfordſhire, Eſq; one of the lords juſtices of Ire- 
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land in 1693, and n of the army accounts to queen 


Anne: by her he had one daughter lady Anne, who died an 


infant in the firſt month, and two ſons, F rancis and Henry. 
He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 


Francis viſcount Hermitage, ſecond earl, who was twice 


married; but dying in April 1739, and leaving no iſſue, Was 


ſucceeded by bis brother, | 

Henry, third earl, who being diſpoſed in his youth to a ma- 
ritime life, was promoted to be a captain in the royal navy, 
and died in his 27th year, nine months after his brother, in 
January 1739-40.

HE family of Carey was antiently ſcated at Cockington, 
in the county of Devon, of which was Sir John Carey, 
knight of the ſhire for that county, and chief baron of the ex- 
ch2quer i in 1387, who died in 1404. From him deſcended Sir 
Edward Carey of Berkhampited, in \ Hertfordſh zire, the immedi- 
ate anceſtor of this noble family „Who was maſter of the jewel 
office to king James VI. He had a fon and ſucceſſor, Sir Hen- 
ry; and two daughters, Anne, married to Francis Leak, earl of 
Scarſdale; and Frances, to George Manners, carl of Rutland. 
Sir Henry ſucceeded his father, and was made knight of the 
Bath in 1616, at the creation of Charles prince of Wales; and 
having been the firſt who brought the news into Scotland of the 
death of queen Elizabeth, he was thereupon made one of the 


gentlemen 
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gentlemen of the king's bedchamber, and comptroller of his 
houſhold. He was al ſo by that king appointed lord deputy of 
Ireland, and was ele&ed knight of the ſhire for the county of 
Hertford in 1621; but being created a peer of Scotland, it was, 
after debate, reſolved by the houſe of Commons, to ftay to be 
farther adviſed upon the queſtion, which being never determin- 
ed, noblemen of Scotland continued to be choſen till the union. 
Dying in 1633, he left iſſue by Elizabeth his wife, daughter 
of Sir Laurence Tanfield, chief baron of the exchequer, Lu- 
cius, his heir; and a daughter, Ann, married to James earl of 
Home. Which Lucius was in 1640 choſen a member in par- 
liament for Newport, in the Iſle of Wight, and advanced to 
be ſecretary of ſtate; but on the 20th of September 1643, loſt 
kis life at the battle of Newbery, in the 34th year of his age, 
to the extreme regret of all good men. By his death, learnin 
had the greateſt Joſs in that age, he being thereof a complete 
maſter, and a glorious benefactor to it. He married Letitia, 
daughter of Richard Morriſon of Tooley Park, in the county 
of Leiceſter, Eſq; and had iſſue one ſon, his ſucceſſor, 

Henry, third viſcount, who was a great patron of the muſes 
to whom he was a votary. He wrote a play, called The Mar- 

riage Night, which was well received. About the time of the 
reſtoration, he was elected a burgeſs to ſerve in the houſe of 
commons, for Arundel, in the county of Suſſex, and appointed 
Jord licutenant of the county of Oxford ; but four years after, 
was cut off in the prime of life, in 1664, greatly lamented. 
He was ſucceeded as viſcount Falkland by his ſon, 

Anthony, fourth viſcount, who in the latter end of Charles 
JI. and the ſucceeding reign, was paymaſter of the forces; 
and in the reign of William III. was one of the privy council, 
and twice a commiſſioner of the admiralty. He dying in 1694,

OME writers deduce the origin of this family from one An- 
O dreas, a ſon of the lord of the caſtle of Burtick, in Livo- 
nia, who accompanied queen Margaret from Hungary to Scot- 
land in the year 1057. They have been long a great and nu- 
merous family in Scotland, however, and Thomas de Borth- 
wick obtained ſome lands near Lauder, in Berwickſhire, from 
Robert Lauder of Quarrelwood, in the reign of king David II. 
who aſcended the throne of Scotland in 1329. He left iſſue a 
ſon, Sir William, who poſſeſſed the lands of Catkune in 1378. 
His fon Sir William was one of the guarantees of the treaty of 
peace with the Engliſh, in the year 1398, and had iſſue another 
Sir William, of Borthwick, who was one of the commili.oners 
appointed to treat with the Engliſh in December 1400, and 
alſo in 1404 and 1405, and got a charter from Robert duke of 
Albany, governor of Scotland, of the lands and barony of 
Borthwick, which formerly belonged to Robert Scot, dated 
June 4, 1410. He was employed in many other affairs of ſtate, 
and was created lord Borthwick before the year 1430, in which 
title he was ſucceeded by his fon William, the ſecond lord, 
who had been one of the hoſtages for king James I's ranſom, 
in 1424, was ambaſſador to Rome in 1425, and was knight- 
ed in 1430. He was alſo three times ambaſſador to the court 
of England. He was ſucceeded about 1461, by his eldeſt fon, 
William, third lord, who married Maryote-de Hope-Pringle, 
by whom he had iſſue two ſons and four daughters; William, 
his heir ; Alexander of Nenthorn, of whom hereafter ; Agnes, 
wife of David, earl of Caſſilis; Catharine, of William, earl of 
Glencairn ; Mary, of James Hope-Pringle of Gallaſhiels ; and 
Margaret, of Sir Oliver Sinclair of Roſlin. He wes ſlain, with

'F HE frſt of this name on record, was John de Forbes, who 

flourithed in the reign of William the lion, and poſſeſſed 
the lands and barony of Forbes. His ſon, Fergus de Forbes, 
had a fon and ſucceſſor, Alexander Forbes, who in 1303 reſo- 
lutely defended his caſtle of Urquhart, near Elgin, againſt king 
Edward I. which being taken by ſtorm, he and the whole gar- 
riſon were put to the ſword ; and by that fatal ſtroke his family 
had been extinct, if his wife had not preſerved it by Alexander, 
a poſthumous ſon ; which Alexander, in compenſation of what 
his father had loſt in the ſervice of his country, had a grant 
from king Robert I. of divers lands; but he inheriting the 


principles of his father, and loyally adhering to king David 


Bruce againſt Edward Baliol, was ſlain at the great battle of 
Duplin, in the year 1332.

HE original of the illuſtrious name of Fraſer, I ſhall take 
notice of under the attainted title of Fraſer, lord Lovat. 
Sir William Fraſer, ſecond ſon of Sir Alexander, ſecond fon 
of Sir Simon, of Oliver caſtle, who was one of the greatelt he- 
Fu of his time, was the immediate anceſtor of this noble fa- 
mily. | | 
Which Sir William was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, Sir A- 
lexander, who was a man of great parts and merit, and high- 
ly in favour with king Robert II. He was ſucceeded, about 
1408, by his eldeſt ſon, Sir William, and he by his ſon, Sir

SOMERVILLE, Lord SOMERVILLE. 
T HE firſt of this name on record is Sir Walter de Somer- 

ville, lord of Wichnore, in the county of Stafford, who 
came into England with William the Norman, and was proge- 
nitor of all the Somervilles in Great Britain. His ſecond ſon, 
William de Somerville, was a frequent witneſs to the grants of 
king David I. and had a grant of the lands and barony of Carn- 
wath from that prince. 
About the beginning of the reign of king William, in 1170, the 
Somervilles were poſſeſſed of a fair eſtate in the county of La- 
nerk, and elſewhere; and at the marriage of Alexander Il. who 
began his reign in the year 1214, William de Somerville, line- 
ally deſcended of the ſaid Sir Walter, was one of the barons 
appointed by that king to exerciſe in a tournament at the caſtle 
of Roxburgh. He had a ſon, Sir William, who had a ſon, Sir 
Thomas, and he a ſon, Sir Walter, whoſe eldeſt fon, Sir James, 
loſt his life at the battle of Durham in 1346, and was ſucceed- 
ed by his brother, Sir Thomas, who was a ſteady friend to king 
David Bruce, and was ſucceeded in 1370, by his eldeſt ſon, Sir 
William, ' whoſe eldeſt fon, Sir Thomas, was one of the ho- 
ſtages for the ranſom of king James J. from his captivity in 
England, and was created a baron by king James II. in 1424.

Nr to trouble my reader with the various traditional 
accounts of this family, I ſhall obſerve, that David de 


_ Oliphant, immediate anceſtor of this family, was one of thoſe 


barons: who, in i142, accompanied king David I. into England 
with an army, to aſſiſt his niece the empreſs Maud againſt kin 

Stephen; but after raiſing the ſiege of incheſter, the ſai 

king David was ſo cloſely purſued, that had it not been for the 
fingular conduct and courage of this David de Oliphant, the 
king had then been taken priſoner. He was alſo a witneſs to 
ſeveral donations of that prince to religious places, and parti- 
cularly to the priory of Coldingham, whereto his ſeal is ap- 


pending, being three creſcents, which clearly proves him to be 


the anceſtor of this family, whoſe armoria] bearings are the ſame 
to this day. David his fon ſucceeded, and was ing 1 in the 


favour of king Malcolm IV. and his brother king William. 


Sir Walter, ſon of this David, was one of the hoſtages for the 
ranſom of the ſaid king William, who was taken priſoner by 
the Engliſh at the battle of Alnwick, 1173. He married Chri- 
ftian, daughter of Ferchard earl of Strathern, by whom he left 
iſſue another Walter, who ſucceeded him. He was ſucceeded

DIC HARD Fairfax, in the ſixth year of king John, of 
| England, 1205, was poſſcfled of the lands of Aſcham, 
near Vork. His fon, William, had another William, bailiff 
of York in 1249, whoſe fon, Thomas, died in the twelfth year 
of Edward I. and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, John, whoſe 
fon, Thomas, was ſucceeded by his ſon, William, and he by 
his eldeſt fon, T homas, who was living in 1350, and was ſuc- 
ceeced by his eldeſt fon, William Fairfax of Walton, Eſq;

He was chief juſtice of England after the year 1442; and by

Sir Guy, third ſon, being bred to the law, was attorney gene- 
ral, and afterwards juſtice of the king's bench, in the reigns of 
Edward IV.

At this time he led the Preſbyterian party in the houſe, 
and the next year waited on the king, when he was brought to 
the army, which he led to London, and was made governor of 
the Tower. In 1646, he ſuccecded his father as before obſerved, 
and in Auguſt following, reduced Colcheſter for the parliameat 
but the Independents now getting uppermoſt in the parliament, 
as well as army, he had no ſhare in their violent reſolutions ; 
and as he had no hand in the death of the king, he had no 
power to prevent it. In 1649, he was continued general of the 
army; but being diſſatisfied at the parliament's war with Scot- 
land, he reſigned his commitkon in 1650, and was ſucceeded 
by Oliver Cromwell.

LEX AND ER Forbes flouriſhed in the reign of Alex- 
ander II. who was father of Magnus, father of Morgan, 
father of Donald, who lived in the reign of David Bruce; fa- 
ther of Jye More, whoſe ſon was called Mack Jye, whence 
Mackay. Donald, fon of Mack Jye, was father of Angus 
Mackay, who lived in 1410, and died in 1428, being ſuc-

FT HIS noble family ſprung from the houſe of Black- 
barony, the head or chief of an honourable tribe of the 

name of Murray, which flouriſhed in the ſouth of Scotland for 

many centuries, 

Sir Gideon Murray, knighted by king James VI. by whom 


he was made treaſurer depute, was third ſon of Andrew Mur- 


ray, of Blackbarony, by Griſel his wife, daughter of Sir Joha 


Bethune, of Creich. 

This Sir Gideon, during the fix years of his treaſurerſhip, 

managed that office with ſuch advantage to the crown, that 
beſide the charge of the government, he alſo repaired and en- 
larged the palaces of Holyrood, Falkland, Lithgow, and 
Dumferlin, with the caſtles of Dunbriton and Edinburgh : 
and in 1617, at the king's coming to Scotland, had the trea- 
ſury fo full, that his maj.fty appeared with as much ſplendor as 
at Whitehall. He married Margaret Pentland, and had two 
ſons, Sir Patrick his heir, and Walter; and a daughter, wife 
of Sir William Scott, of Harden. 
Sir Patrick, the eldeſt ſon, in reſpect of his loyalty to king 
Charles I. was on the 16th of May, 1628, created a baronet, 
and in 1643, advanced to the title of lord Elibank : he mar- 
ried, firſt, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir James Dundas of Ar-

AT RICK, fiſt lord Lindores, ſecond ſon of Andrew, 
fifth carb of Rothes, had a fifth ſon, David (ſee the family 


of Rothes and Lindores) who was a colonel of horſe under the 


king of Sweden, in the wars of Germany. In the reign of 
Charles I. when the civil war broke out, he returning to his 
native country, entered into the ſervice of the parliament of 
Scotland,” who had taken the covenant, and raiſed an army in 
defence of their liberties and religion. He was made one of 
their generals, and fo continued till the defeat at Worceſter. 
In 1645, the Scotch army under the earl of Leven, being then 
in the centre of England, as allies to the parliament, this Da- 
vid I .efly, after the battle of Naſeby, was detached, with his 
whole party of horſe, to oppoſe the marquis of Montroſe, 
who having deſerted his old friends, was grown very formi- 
dable, and with an army of Iriſh and Highland Scots, was 
marching into England to reinforce the king. The general 


met him at Philiphaw, near Selkirk, where, on 13 September 


1945, the marquis was defeated with very great loſs, and 
forced to retire abroad: and when the marquis returned, in the 
year 1650, to make an inſurrection for king Charles II. this 
David was commiſſioned with a good body of forces to reduce 
him; but- colonel Strahan making a quick march with ſix or 
ſeven troops of horſe, the marquis was routed before the king's

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exclude all the royal family. The Scotch parliament, who ne- 
ver joined in the covenant with ſuch intention, immediately 
declared for the king, under certain limitations. Hereupon an 


army, commanded by Oliver Cromwell, was ordered to act a- 


gainſt Scotland; for general Fairfax having refuſed all concern 
in this affair, Cromwell was made general in his room. In 
July the forces landed in Scotland, where general Leſly had 
an army of 27,000 men. The Engliſh not being able to draw 
the Scots from their intrenchments, loft many of their men by 
ſkirmiſhing, and for want of proviſion and forage, their army 
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general Leſly ſent him to Edinburgh. In. 1650, the indepen- | 
dents in England having got the ſupreme power, reſolved to

was reduced to 12,000. Whereupon Cromwell retiring to- 


wards Dunbar, prepared to embark his infantry, and return 


with his horſe into England. General Leſly perceiving this 
motion, left his camp, and followed the enemy cloſe, not 


doubting of a ſure and eaſy victory; but Cromwell making a 
ſtand, took a bold reſolution to attack the Scots an hour before 
day, on the third of September, when after a vigorous diſpute, 
Leſly was utterly defeated, loſing all his cannon, and more 


than half his army were killed, wounded, or taken; but the 


fate of the times was ſuch, that no good general, even with an 


exceſs of numbers, could withſtand the mighty Cromwell. 


The next year, being 16571, after king Charles II. was crowned 
at Scoon, a new army was formed of about 20,000 men, to 


try the king's fortune in England. The third of September 


was again favourable to Oliver, for the royal army was intirely 


vanquiſhed at Worceſter, three thouſand were ſlain, and ten 


thouſand made priſoners. The king fled, lieutenant general 


duke Hamilton died of his wounds, general Leily was taken 


priſoner, with major general Maſſey, as were ſeven Scotch 


ers, three Engliſh peers, and 640 officers, beſides loſing the 
-oyal ſtandard,” and 158 colours.

NDREW Rutherfoord, a cadet of the family of Hunthill, 
ſon of William Rutherfoord of Quarryholes, by his wife 
Ifabel Stewart, of the noble family of Traquair, went young 
into the French ſervice, where attaining ſeveral degrees of mi- 
litary preferment, he came at laſt to be a licutenant-general in 
that kingdom. At the reſtoration in 1660, he came over to 
England with a very honourable teſtimony from the king of 
France, and for his ſingular ſervice and fidelity to the crown, 
king Charles II. was pleaſed to create him a baron, and ſoon 
after, for his management in the ſale of Dunkirk, of which he 
was governor, in 1663, earl of Teviot, to him and the heirs 
male of his body; but being made governor of Tangier, he 
was unfortunately ſlain by the Moors without iſſue in 1664, 
and the title of earl died with him ; but that of Lord Ruther- 
foord, according to the grant of the patent, deſcended to 
Sir Thomas Rutherfoord of Hunthill, who accordingly took 
his ſeat in parliament, as ſecond lord Rutherfoord; and dying 
in 1668, without iſſue, was ſucceeded in the title by his bro- 
ther, 
Archibald, third lord Rutherfoord, who alſo dying without 
iſſue, in 1685, was ſucceeded by his youngeſt brother, 
Robert, fourth lord Rutherfoord, after whoſe death, in 1724, 
alſo without iſſue, the title deſcended to | 
John Rutherfoord, Eſq; heir of the family of Hunthill, and 
captain of an independent company in North-Britain, who

N the reign of Alexander II. 1226, lived Henry de Erſkine, 
1 who. was a witneſs to a gift which Amelick, brother of 
Maldwin earl of Lennox, made to the canons of Paiſly : and 
to him ſucceeded Sir John Erſkine, the father of another Sir 


John, the father of a third Sir John, whoſe ſon, Sir William, 
ſucceeded him in the barony of Erskine, and was a firm adherent 


of king Robert Bruce. To him fucceeded his eldeſt ſon, Sir 


Robert, and his ſecond fon, Sir Alan, was anceftor of the 
Erskines of Inchmartin. - Sir Robert. was, after the return of 
king David from France, appointed conſtable and Keeper of 
the caſtle of Stirling for life, and in 1348, after the unfortunate 


battle of Durham, was ſent as one of the ambafladors to nego- 
tiate king David's liberty. After that king's return to Scot- 
land, he was made juſtice general of the North, lord cham- 
berlain to the king, ambaſſador to France, ſheriff of the coun- 
ty of Stirling, and governor of that caftle, and the caſtles of 
Edinburgh and Dumbarton, of all which he was poſſeſſed at 


the king's death; and then declaring for king Robert II. firſt 


of the name of Stewart, he contributed much to the bringing 
him peaceably to the throne. He married firſt, Beatrix, daugh- 
ter of Sir David Lindſay ; and ſecondly, Chriſtian, the widow 


of Sir Edward Keith; and dying in 1385, left iſſue three ſons,

eighth lord Erskine ; John, anceſtor of the Erskines of Dun, 
and of Pittodrie; and two daughters, Elizabeth, wife of Dun- 
can Wemyis of Luchars ; and Chriſtian, of Sir John Haldane 
of Gleneagles. 

Robert, eighth lord Erskine, who in imitation of his noble 


_ anceſtors, ſignalized his loyalty to king James I. when a pri- 


ſoner in England, was one of the hoſtages for his ranſom ; 


and in 1436, upon the death of Alexander earl of Mar, 
| laid 
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laid claim to the half of that earldom, and aſſumed the title on 
account of the aforeſaid marriage, his mother being heir of Sir 
John Menteith, by Helen, daughter of Gratney earl of Mar; 
but the crown interfering, it was not ended in his days. He 
marrying a daughter of Robert Stewart, lord Lorn, and dying 
in 1453, left iſſue Thomas, his heir; and a daughter, Eliza- 
beth, married to Sir Henry Douglas of Lochleven. 

Thomas, who ſucceeded as ninth lord Erskine, proſecuting 
his father's claim to the earldom of Mar, in 1457, had a 
decree of the committee of eſtates given in his favour. He 
married lady Janet, daughter of James earl of Moreton, by 
whom he had iſſue Alexander, his heir; and three daughters, 
Elizabeth, married to Sir Alexander Seton of Touch ; Mary, 
to William Livingſton of Kilſyth ; and Mariota, to the ſecond 
earl Marſhal. 

Alexander, his ſon, ſecond earl, ſucceeded him, and was 
made governor of Dumbarton caſtle, and one of the privy coun-

and his ſecond wife was Helen, daughter of Alexander, firſt 
lord Home, by whom he had three ſons and two daughters;

John, fourth earl, who being a nobleman of great honour 
and probity, had the care and tuition of the young king JamesV. 
in the caſtle of Stirling, of which he was governor. In the 
year 1534, when the king came of age, he was ſent ambaſſa- 
dor to France to propoſe a match between his Majeſty and the 
princeſs Magdalen de Valois, daughter of Francis I. which he 
Having performed to the king's ſatisfaction, he afterwards ſent 
him in the ſame quality to Henry VIII. of England; and in 
1537 he was one of thoſe peers who attended his maſter into 
France, where he eſpouſed the ſaid princeſs. In 1542, upon 

the death of the king, young queen Mary was allo committed

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to his care in Stirling caſtle z and that great truſt his lordſhip 
_ diſcharged with the ſame fidelity he had done in her father's 
minority; for in 1548, notwithſtanding the endeavours of 
king Henry VIII. of England, and the party that was for him 
in dcotland to get her out of his hands, he carried her ſafe into 
France. He married lady Margaret, eldeſt daughter of Archi- 
bald, ſecond earl of Argyll, and had ifſue by her fix ſons and 
two daughters; lady Elizabeth, wife of Walter Seton of Touch;

John, fifth earl. He was a perſon of ſuch a noble generous 
nature, and other bright qualities, as rendered him very ca- 
pable of ſuſtaining the part of a conſummate ſtateſman, which 
he did afterwards in the higheſt and moſt eminent ſtations, 
On the demiſe of his father, though he was then very young, 
the queen regent in 1553 appointed him governor of Edinburgh 
caſtle; after which he was one of her majeſty's privy council, 
and obtained a grant of the abbey of Infmaconock, with divers 
other lands ; and then renewing his claim to the earldom of 
Mar, it was finally allowed and ratified by an act of parlia- 
liament, in 1563. When her majeſty was happily delivered of 
the young prince, afterwards king James VI. ſhe committed 
him to the guardianſhip of the earl of Mar, in the caſtle of E- 
dinburgh ; which great truſt he ſo well diſcharged, that when 
the earl of Bothwell had married the queen, they could not 
prevail with the lord Mar, either by ' promiſes or menaces, to 
deliver up the young prince to them, till he had ſolemnly ſet 
the crown upon his majeity's head. This noble earl dying at 
Stirling in November 1572, left behind him an excellent re- 
putation ; for notwithſtanding their mutual heats, he was 
acknowledged by both parties to be a perſon of great judgment 
and integrity : And having been elected regent of Scotland in 
1571, during the minority of the ſaid king James VI. he, in 
the time of his ſickneſs, when his ſon was a minor, appointed

John, ſixth earl, who ſucceeded his father, was alſo in 
great favour with king James VI. (with whom he was edu- 
cated) who committed to his care the tuition of his young ſon, 


prince Henry. In 1601, he was ſent ambaſſador to queen Eli- 


zabeth, where, in his negotiation, he deported himſelf with 
ſuch prudence and conduct, that his majeſty gratefully owned 
his peaceable acceſſion to the crown of England, next to the 
goodneſs of God, owing to the earl of Mar; and thereupon 
made him knight of the moſt noble order of the garter, one of 
his privy council in England, and lord high treaſurer of Scot- 
land, which office he held for fifteen years. He married firſt, 
Ann, daughter of David lord Drummond, anceſtor of the earls 
of Perth, by whom he had iſſue John, his heir; and ſecondly, 
lady Mary Stewart, daughter of Eſme duke of Lennox, by 
whom he had iſſue ſeven ſons and four daughters; Sir James, 
who marrying Chriſtian, daughter and ſole heir of Robert 
Douglas earl of Buchan, he in her right became earl thereof, 
the king beſtowing the title by patent upon him and his heirs 
male; Henry, who was created lord Cardroſs, and was com- 
mendator of Dryburgh, from whom is deſcended the preſent 
earl of Buchan; Sir Alexander, ſenator of the. college of 
juſtice, who was blown up at Dunglaſs-houſe in 1640, without 
iſſue; Sir Charles, of Alva; Sir John, of Otterſtown; Sir 
Arthur, of Scotſcraig; and William, cupbearer to Charles II. 
and maſter of the charter-houſe, London: lady Mary, wife, 
firſt, of William ſixth earl Marſhal ; and ſecondly, of Patrick 
earl of Panmure ; lady Anne, of John earl of Rothes ; lady 
Margaret, of John earl of Kinghorn, anceſtor of the earl of 
Strathmore ;- and lady Catharine, of Thomas, ſecond earl of 
Haddington.

John, ſevench earl, who was made knight of the Bath in 
1610, at the creation of Henry prince of Wales, and after- 
wards one of his majeſty's privy council, one of the judges in 
the court of ſeſſion, and governor of Edinburgh caſtle; and 
when the civil war broke out in the reign of Charles I. he 
applied himſelf with great reſolution and fidelity to promote 
his majeſty's cauſe ; for which he was reckoned among the firſt 
rank of malignants, and ſuffered accordingly in his eſtate. 
He married the lady Chriſtian, daughter of Francis, ninth earl 
of Errol, and by her had iſſue three ſons and two daughters, 
viz.

In 1715, 
he was returned to parliament for the burghs of Aberdeen, &c. 
in 1734, for the ſhire of Clackmannan ; in 1741, for the burghs 
of Inverskeithing, &c. and was ſecretary to the late prince of 
Wales for Scottiſh affairs. He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon, 
John, tenth earl of Mar, who was by queen Anne made 
colonel of a regiment of foot, knight of the thiſtle, and in 
1705 ſecretary of ſtate; and the next year was one of the com- 
miſſioners for the treaty of union between the two nations; 
which being concluded, he was elected one of the ſixteen peers 


to parliament, and in 1713 he was again made ſecretary of 


fate for Scotland. He was likewiſe one of the ſixteen peers 
in the three ſucceeding parliaments of queen Anne. Upon the 
acceſſion of king George I. he was deprived of all his offices ; 
and in the year 1713, retired to his eſtates in the north, where

and proclaiming the Pretender at Kirkmichael, in Perthſhire, 
on Sept. 11, and his forces increaſing to 6 or 7000 men, he

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defeated, after having behaved like an able and gallant com- 


mander. He afterwards made his eſcape beyond ſea, and in

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MAX WELL, Earl of NIT HSD AL E. 
H E ſirname of Maxwell is as antient as the firſt uſe of 
ſirnames in Scotland; but not to perplex my reader with 
traditionary and dark accounts of the origin of this family, I 
ſhall begin with Sir Hubert de Makſwell, lord of Carlavarock, 
who was a man of great honour and abilities, and one of the 
Magnates Scotiæ, who was forced to ſwear fealty to Edward I. of 
England, for lands lying in different counties, in 1296. He 
left iſſue Sir john, his heir; Sir Herbert, of whom preſently ; 
and Alexander. Sir John, the eldeſt ſon and ſucceſſor, died 
without iſſue, and was ſucceeded by his brother Sir Herbert, 
and he by his ſon Sir Euſtace, who was a firm adherent to king 
Robert Bruce. His ſon and ſucceſſor, Sir John Maxwell of 
Carlaverock, was ſucceeded by his ſon, another Sir John, and 
he by his ſon Sir Robert, who made a great figure in the reigns 


of Robert II. and III. and was knighted by the former. He 
died about the year 1420, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 


Sir Herbert, who was one of the hoſtages for king James the 


firſt's ranſom in 1423, and was created lord Maxwell of Car- 
laverock in 1424. He had two ſons, whereof Euſtace, the 
oungeſt, was anceſtor of the Maxwells of Tealing, in Forfar, 
and the eldeſt, Robert, dying in his life-time, his ſon Herbert, 
ſecond lord, ſucceeded his grandfather. Herbert had by his 
firſt wife, a daughter of Sir Herbert Herries, two ſons and 
a daughter, viz. Robert; Sir Edward, anceſtor of the Max- 
wells of Tinwald, Monreith, &c. and Agnes, wife of Gilbert 
lord Kennedy. By his ſecond wife, Iſabel, daughter of Wil- 
liam lord Seton, he had iſſue George, anceſtor of the Maxwells 
of Garnſalloch ; David: Adam, progenitor of the Maxwells of 
Southbar, &c. in Renfrewſhire; John; William; Janet and 
Marriotte. He died in 1452, and was ſucceeded by his 
eldeſt ſon, 5 
Robert, third lord, who by his wife lady Janet, daughter of 
George earl of Caithneſs, had iſſue John; George, of Barnton ; 
Thomas, anceſtor of the Maxwells of Kirkconnel ; and Janet, 
the wife of William lord Carlile of Torthorald. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his eldeſt fon, | 
John, fourth lord, who loſt his life at the battle of Floddon 
in 1513, leaving iſſue by Agnes his wife, daughter of Sir A- 
lexander Stewart of Gairlies, Robert, his heir; Herbert, an- 
ceſtor of the Miaxwells of Cloudon ; Henry: Mary, wife of 
Sir John Johnſtone of that ilk; Agnes, of Charteris of 
Amsfield; and Elizabeth, of Jardine of Applegirth. 

He was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon, | 
Robert, fifth lord, who was in great favour with king 
James V. by whom he was made captain and governor of 
Lochmaben, and colonel of his guard. He was alſo by that 
| king 
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king ſent ambaſſador to the court of France, to treat of a mar- 
riage between his majeſty and Mary of Lorrain, daughter of 
the duke of Guiſe; which being concluded, he eſpouſed the 
lady in his maſter's name, and brought her to Scotland: In 
recompenſe whereof, and other public ſervices, the king be- 
ſtowed on him the lands of Eſkdale and Wachopdale; and 
made him gentleman of his bedchamber. He married firſt, 
Janet, daughter of Sir William Douglas of Drumlanrig, an- 
ceſtor of the duke of Queenſberry, by whom he had two ſons; 
Robert; and Sir John, of whom hereafter: Alſo a daughter, 
Margaret, wife, firſt, of Archibald earl of Angus; and ſecond- 
ly, of Sir William Baillie of Lamington. By his ſecond wife, 
lady Agnes, daughter of James earl of Buchan, he had no 
iflue ; and dying in 1546, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon, 
Robert, ſixth lord, who married lady Beatrix, ſiſter of Da- 
vid earl of Douglas and Angus, and daughter of James earl of 
Moreton, and by her had a poſthumous ion, _ SM 
John, ſeventh lord, 'who was 'by king James VI. made 
warden of the weſt marches ; but upon a new turn at court, 
was diſmiſſed his office, and ſucceeded by the laird of John- 
ſton ; upon which a great quarrel aroſe between the two fami- 
lies, and in a ſcuffle among a party of his own friends and the 
Johnſtons, he was killed, in December 1593. He married 
lady Elizabeth, daughter of David earl of Douglas and Angus, 
and by her left two tons and three daughters; Elizabeth, mar- 
ried to William lord Herries; Agnes, to William Douglas of 
Panrie; and Margaret, to Hugh Wallace of Craigie : The 
ſons were, John, and Robert, ſucceſſively lords, &c.

Robert, his brother, ninth lord, was reſtored to the lord- 
ſhip of Maxwell, created earl of Nithſdale in 1620, and ſuf- 
fered much by ſequeſtration and impriſonment, for his loyalty 
to king Charles I, He married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
Francis Beaumont, a near relation of George Villiers, the 
great duke of Buckingham; and dying in 1647, by her left iſſue, 
Robert, ſecond earl; but he dying unmarried in 1667, his 
eſtate and honour deſcended to his couſin and heir male, 
John, lord Herries, fon of John lord Herries, ſon of Sir John 
Maxwell of Lerregles, (ſecond fon of Robert, fifth lord Max- 
well) who by his wife Agnes, eldeſt daughter and coheir of 
William lord Herries, became lord Herries.

F EIs family is one of the nobleſt in North Britain, and 


many illuſtrious families are deſcended from it. The 
name is derived from their antient lands of Seton, in Eaſt 
Lothian, the firſt whereof was Dowgal Seaton, who lived in 
the reign of king Edgar, and Alexander I. who ſucceeded to 
the

the crown in 1107, and was ſucceeded by Secher, his fon, 
who alſo inherited the lands of Winton and Winſburgh, and 
was father of Alexander, whoſe fon, Philip, had iſſue Sir Alex- 
ander, his heir, who married Margaret, daughter of Walter 
Barclay, chancellor to king William the lion, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon, Sir Serlo, or Secher, and "ge Sir Alex- 

r, Sir Chri- 


ander, his eldeft ſon, whoſe eldeſt ſon and ſuce 
ſtopher, in the reign of Robert I. bravely ſtood for the freedom 
of his country againſt the Engliſh uſurpation ; and was one of 
thoſe worthies who, at the battle of Methwen, near Perth, in 
1306, reſcued the king from the Engliſh party; whereupon, 
for that ſingular piece of ſervice, the king gave him in mar- 
riage his ſiſter, the lady Chriſtian Bruce; but at lait he had the 
ill fortune to be taken by the Engliſh, and carried to London, 
where, with his brother John Seaton, and Nigel Bruce, the 
king's brother, he was pur to death by order of king Edward I. 
for the ſaid revolt. He had iſſue Sir Alexander, his heir. 
Which Sir Alexander, who ſucceeded, made a great figure 
duting the reign of his uncle, king Robert, from whom he 
obtained fundry grants of lands, and a charter under the great 
ſeal, for erecting his lands of Seaton into a free barony ; and, 
on account of maternal deſcent and merit, had his three 
creſcents ſurrounded with the double treſſure; which, with 
the coat of augmentation given to his father, being ruby, a 
ſword ſupporting an imperial crown, hath remained in the 
family ever ſince.

William and Thomas were cruelly put to death by king Ed- 
ward I. upon their father's bravely holding out the town of 
Berwick againſt him, in their father's ſight, who bore it with 
amazing fortitude, not willing to forfeit his honour, and his 
country's cauſe, to fave their lives. Alexander, the eldeſt fon, 
ſucceeded, and married Margaret, ſiſter of. William Murray, 
captain and governor of Edinburgh caſtle, and by her had Sir 


William Seaton, who married Katharine, daughter of Sir 
William Sinclair of Herdmanſton, by whom he had two ſons, 


Sir John; and Sir Alexander, who married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and heir of Adam lord Gordon, of whom the dukes of Gor- 
don, and the Seatons of Touch, Meldrum, &c. are deſcended : 
and four daughters, Margaret, wife of John lord Kennedy, 
anceſtor of the earl of Caſſilis; Marian, of Sir John Ogilvy 
progenitor of the earl of Airly ; Jane, of John lord Liſle; an 

Katharine, of Bernard Haldane of Gleneagles. He was fuc- - 
ceeded by his eldeſt ſon;

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Sir John, who was one of the hoſtages for the ranſom of 
king James I. to whom he was afterwards maſter of the 
houſhold, and was the firſt lord Seaton.

HE firſt of the name of Livingſton is ſaid to be one 

of 'the gentlemen who accompanied queen Margaret, 
wife of king Malcolm Canmore, ' to Scotland; where, ; 
in the reign of king David T. he got lands in Weſt Lo- 
thian, which he called Livingſton, after his own name; 
and was ſucceeded therein by his fon Thurſtan, the father of 
Alexander, whoſe poſterity enjoyed the barony of Livingſton 
above 400 years, which was till the reign of James IV. when. 
Bartholomew Livingſton dying without iſſue male, with him 
that family became extinct; and of his three daughters and co-- 
heirs, Agnes, the eldeſt, was the wife of Learmont: 
Others, with more reaſon, ſuppoſe Livingſton to be rather a 


modern Scotch name, both from the termination, which is ſo 


common in North Britain, and Levin, which is the name of 
a town, lake, and rivet, in Fifeſhire, Perthſhire, and Lenos. 
In the reign of David II. Sir William Livingſton, the imme- 
_ diate anceſtor of this noble family, marrying Chriſtian, daugh- 
ter and heir of Patrick de Callender, lord of Callender, in the 
county of Stirling, with her had that barony ; and afterwards 
obtained a royal grant, to him and his heirs, of the lands of 
Kilſyth, lying weſt of Callender, then in the king's hands. 
In 1346, he was one of the commanders at the battle of Dur- 
ham, where he was taken priſoner with the king; but after- 
wards being releaſed, he was commiſſioned to treat with the 
Engliſh about the redemption of his royal maſter ; which being 
happily agreed to, on the payment of 100,000 merks, he de- 
livered Sir William, his fon and heir, as one of the hoſtages 
for the ſecurity thereof. | 
Sir William, who ſucceeded his father, had a ſon, Sir John, 
who being flain in 1402, at the battle of Homildon-hill, 
againſt the Piercies, left by his firſt wife, a daughter of Men- 
teith of Carſe, Sir Alexander, his heir; and a younger ſon, 
Robert, from whom ſprung the Livingſtons of Weſt Quarter,

Clared a rebel, his eſtate confiſcated, and he ſent priſoner. to 


the caſtle of Dunbarton ; but after ſome time of impriſonment, 
the king was pleaſed to reſtore Sir Alexander to his eſtate, and 


made him one of his privy council, and juſtice general of Scot- 


land. He married a daughter of Dundas of that ilk, by whom 


he had iſſue James; Alexander, anceſtor of the Livingſtons of 


Dunipace; Janet, wife of James, firſt lord Hamilton; and 


Elizabeth, of James Dundas of that ilk.

wife, firſt, of Sir Lewis Ballantyne of Broughton; and ſecond- 
ly, of Patrick Stewart, earl of Orkney. He was ſucceeded by 
his eldeſt ſon, 

Alexander, ſeventh lord, who was much eſteemed by king 
James VI. who, in recompence of his care in the education of 
his daughter, the princeſs Elizabeth, afterwards queen of Bo- 
hemia, created him earl of Linlithgow ; and in 1603, when 
his majeſty ſucceeded to the crown of England, his lordſhip 
carried the princeſs from Linlithgow to London, with a reti- 
nue, upon his own charge, ſuitable to her birth and dignity. 
He married lady Eleanor, daughter of Andrew Hay, the eighth 
earl of Errol; and dying in 1622, left two ſons and one daugh- 
ter; Margaret, married to John Fleming, earl of Wigton.

George, third earl, who in the time of the civil war firmly 
adhered to the cauſe of king Charles I. and ſuffered much for 
it; but after the reſtoration, was made one of his majeſty's

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privy council, captain of the royal regiment of foot guards, 
and juſtice general of Scotland. He married lady Elizabeth, 
daughter of Patrick Maul, firſt earl of Panmure, and widow 
of John Lyon, earl of Kinghorn; and dying in 1690, left iſſue 
by her two ſons, and a daughter, Henrietta, married to Robert 
Macgill, viſcount Oxenford. The ſons were, George; and 
Alexander, who was third earl of Callendar. The eldeſt, 
George, ſucceeded his father, and was fourth earl. He was 
one of the privy countil to king William III. by whom he was 
alſo made one of the commiſſioners of the treaſury. He mar- 
ried Henrietta, daughter of Alexander Sutherland, lord Duffus ;

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IR Malcolm Drymen, or Drummond, flouriſhed in the 

N reign of king William, which commenced in 1165, and 

ended in 1214. He was ſucceeded by his eldeft fon, Malcolm 

de Drummond, who married Ada, daughter of. Maldurn, third 

earl of Lenox, by Beatrix, daughter of Walter, lord high 

ſteward of Scotland, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, 

Malcolm Drummond, and he by his eldeit: ſon, Sir John, 
whoſe eldeſt ſon, Sir Malcolm, was ſucceeeded by his ſon, an- 
other Sir Malcolm, who being probably killed at the battle'of 
Durham, in 1346, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt ſon, Sir John, 
who maintained a long and troubleſome diſpute with the houſe 
of Menteith, which came to an open rupture, and being diſ- 
puted in the field, wherein Menteith Joſt three ſons, the king 
obliged both parties to go no farther in the quarrel; and, to 
compleat the agreement, appointed a meeting of the great men 
of the kingdom. The earls of Douglas, Angus, Arran, and 
the lord Robert, nephew to king Robert Bruce, being guardians 
for the performance of articles, their hands and ſeals are ſtill to 
be ſeen in the deed of treaty, wherein lord Robert, the king's 
nephew, owns himſelf related to both families.

James, the eldeſt ſon, would have ſucceeded as earl of Perth, 
were it not for the outlawry. Both theſe brothers were in the 
rebellion in 1745 and next year, at the battle of Culloden, 
gun commanded the centre, and James the left wing; but the 
latter being mortally wounded, died in his paſſage to France; 
John, the youngeſt, would have ſucceeded to the eſtate, which 
his brother had enjoyed; but it was forfeited by his attainder.

MACK ENZ IE, Earl of SEAFORTH, 
HE immediate anceſtor of this family was a ſon of the 
Fitzgeralds, earls of Deſmond, Kildare, &c. in Ireland. 
His name was Calinus, and upon ſome diſcontent, he left 
Ireland, and with a number of followers, ſettled in Scotland, 
about the year 1267, where he was kindly and hoſpitably re- 
ceived by Alexander III. whom he faithfuily ſerved as long as 
he lived. This prince made hin a grant of the whole lands of 
Kintail, in Inverneſsſhire, which were erected into a free ba- 
rony, to him and his heirs for ever, by the royal charter, dated 
January 9, 1266. Having killed a'ſtag, that was in full career 
at the king, on that account he had a ſtag's head, &c. aſſigned 
him for his armorial bearing. He was ſucceeded in the barony 
by his fon Kenneth, and he by another Kenneth, who was a 
firm friend to king Robert Bruce. He was ſucceeded by his 
fon, a third Kenneth, he by his ſon, Murdoch, and he by 
his ſon, another Murdoch, who was ſucceeded by his fon, 
Alexander, who married two wives, firſt, lady Agnes, daugh- 
ter of Colin, firſt earl of Argyle, by whom he had his ſucceffor, 
Sir Kenneth: and ſecondly,— M<Dowal, of the family of 
Lorn, by whom he had Dungan, anceſtor of the Mackenzies 
of Logie, Hiltoun, &c. and Hector, of thoſe of Garloch, &c. 
He died in 1488. Sir Kenneth, his ſucceſſor, was knighted by 
James IV. and by Agnes, daughter of Hugh, ſecond lord Lo- 
vat, had John, his heir; Alexander, anceſtor of the Macken- 
Mes of Davachmaluack; Roderic, of thoſe of Achiltry, Fair- 
bourn, &c.

The ſaid Sir John being in great favour with king Charles I. 
was by him, in May 1625, created a baronet, and afterwards, in 
1628, lord Elcho, and earl of Wemyſs, in 1633. He married 
Jane, daughter of Patrick, ſeventh lord Gray ; and dying in 
1653, by her left David, his ſucceſſor; and five daughters, lady 
Mary, married to John, the ſixth lord Sinclair; lady Ann, to 
Sir Mungo Murray, viſcount Stormont; and lady Jane, to 
Harry Maule, ſecond ſon of Patrick, the firſt earl of Panmure, 
in Scotland; lady Elizabeth, to Sir John Ayton of that ilk;

Da- 
vid, lord Elcho, who having engaged in the rebellion of 1745, 
was attainted of treaſon, but eſcaped to France; 2. Francis-

HIS noble family were anciently proprietors of the 
; lands of Carnegie, in the county of Forfar, which were 
long poſſeſſed by them. John, anceſtor of this family, lived 
in the reign of Alexander III. From the ſaid John deſcended 
Duthac de Carnegie, who in the year 1409, by a charter from 
Robert duke of Albany, got part of the lands of Kinnaird ; and 
eight years after purchaſing the remainder, was therein ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon Walter, who joining the earl of Huntley 
againſt the Lindſays, in behalf of king James II. at the battle 
of Brechin, in 1452, had thereupon his houſe burnt, with all 
his writs and evidences ; and dying in 1478, was ſucceeded by 
his ſon and heir John, who died in 1508, and was ſucceeded 
by his ſon John, who being ſlain at the battle of Floddon, in 
Northumberland, in 1513, with king James IV. left a ſon, 
Sir Robert; and a daughter, Janet, married to William Maul, 
ſon of Sir Thomas Maul of Panmure. Sir Robert, the ſon, 
was promoted by the regent, James Hamilton, duke of Cha- 
telherault, frſt to be one of the judges in the court of ſeſſion, 


then ambaſſador to England, and after his return was knighted. 


He was alſo ſent ambaſſador to France by the ſaid regent in 
1551, and dying in 1565, left iſſue by Margaret his wife, a 
daughter of the family of Guthry, ſix ſons and ſeven daugh- 
ters, viz. Sir John, who ſucceeded his father; David, of Co- 
luthie, who carried on the line of the family; William, of 
Leuchland; Robert; James, anceſtor of the Carnegies of

I Cue pe noble family is of great antiquity in the ſhire of 
Lanerk, and intermarried with many worthy families 
there, before they moved to the county of Dumfries, where 
they ſettled; and Mr. Niſbet, the noted herald, gives the fol- 
lowing ſtory concerning the origin of their ſirname. In the 
reign of Kenneth II. a near kinſman and favourite of that king 
being hung up by the Picts, it ſo exceedingly grieved his ma- 
jeſty, that he offered a great reward to any of his ſubjects that 
would venture to reſcue his corpſe; but none would undertake 
that dangerous enterprize. At laſt a certain gentleman came 
to the king, and ſaid, dal zell, which in the Iriſh or old Scots 
language is, I DARE; and he effeQually performing it to the 
king's ſatisfaction, his poſterity took for their ſirname the word 
Dalziel ; and for their armorial enſign, that remarkable bear- 
ing, which has been continued to the preſent time. 355

Anſold of Maule was famous in the wars of Italy and Greece, 
and one of the chief of the Norman and French captains under 
Robert duke of Normandy, and was ſo great at home, that he 
had his barons and knights, whom he cauſed to ſwear ſealty, 
and do homage to his ſon, before his death. He married 
Odeline, daughter to Raoul, lord of Rony, and was ſucceeded 
by his ſon, Peter, lord of Maule, who was one of the generals 
of the French army at the battle of Breneville, in 1119, and 
went, with forty knights in his retinue, to the ſiege of Bret- 
teuill, in 1138. He married Ade, daughter of the earl ef 
Guiſnes, by his wife, ſiſter to the lord of Montmorency, by 
whom he had Robert, lord of Maule, who married Idoinz 
daughter of the viſcount of Chamount. His ſon Robert went 
to the Holy Land with Louis king of France, where he was 
taken priſoner by the Saracens, and upon his return, founded 
the priory of St. Leonard at the caſtle of Panmore. This fa- 
mily continued to flouriſh in France, till another Robert, laſt 
lord of Maule there, whoſe arms are ſtill remaining in the 
church of Maule, being the very ſame the earls of Panmure 
carry for their paternal coat to this day. He was killed ia 
Hungary, in the war againſt the Turks in 1398, leaving iſſue 
one daughter, his fole heir, who carried the lordſhip of Maule, 
and many other ſeigneuries, to her huſband, Simon de Meran 
villiers, lord of Flacouft, fteward to the Dauphin of France. 
Having done with the eldeſt branch, we return to Guarin 
de Maule, younger ſon of Peter lord of Maule, the direct an- 
ceſtor of this noble family. Which Guarin came into England 
with William the Conqueror, amongſt the names of whoſe fol- 
lowers Maule is always found, particularly in Holingſhed, and 


got the lordſhip of Hatton de Cliveland, out of which Robert

ton of Cadham, whoſe ſon, John Middleton, Eſq; was a co- 
lonel belonging to the royal party; and in 1648, attended 
duke Hamilton into England, when he brought the army to 
Preſton, which was defeated by Cromwell with leſs than half 
the number. At the battle of Worceſter, 1651, he commanded 
ay heutenant general of horſe, when he and moſt of the prin- 
eipal officers were made priſoners ; but he had the good for- 
tune, in a ſhort time, to eſcape out of rhe Tower, Soon after 
the reſtoration, he was appointed the king's high commiſſioner 
in Scotland, and general of his forces in that kingdom.

which the marquis formerly wrote to general Monk, approv- 
ing the commonwealth ſyſtem, were now on his trial made 
high treaſon, which letters Monk himſelf ſent down, in order 
to betray him. This John earl of Middleton had two daugh- 
ters, lady Helen, married to Patrick Lyon, earl of Strathmore ; 
and lady Griſel, to William earl of Morton: alſo a ſon, 
Charles, ſecond earl, who was ſecretary of ſtate for Scot- 
land from the year 1684, to the revolution, when he followed 
king James into France. He was attainted by the Scots par- 
liament in July 1695, with John Drummond earl of Melfort, 
it having been enacted treaſon to continue in France after the 
firſt of Auguſt 1693. They were both zealous managers at the 
French court for the projected invaſion of 1696, and the aſ- 
ſaſſination of king William. He married lady Katharine, 
daughter of Robert earl of Cardigan, by whom he had two 
ſons, John lord Clairmont, and Charles Middleton, Eſq; and 
two daughters, lady Elizabeth, married to Edward, commonly 
called lord Edward, fon of James earl of Perth; and lady Mary, 
to Sir John Giffard, Knt. The ſons were both taken at ſea by 
admiral Byng, in the deſcent which the French intended to 
make in Scotland in 1708; but by the queen's order, they 
were ſoon releaſed ; after which they returned to France, and 
died without iſſue, Who therefore now repreſents the family,

Sir Alexander was condemned for high treaſon, and executed, 
The earl of Arran arriving with the queen at Leith, and being 
informed of theſe melancholy circumſtances, immediately re- 
tired into Denmark with his lady, from thence into France; 
and dying at Antwerp in 1471, Was honourably interred by 
Charles duke of Burgundy, who erected a handſome monu- 
ment, with an inſcription, to his memory. By his faid lady

HE deſcent of this family has been already deduced un- 
der the title of Drummond, earl of Perth; and that 
John, ſecond fon of James, third earl of Perth, was created 
earl of Melfort, viſcount Forth, lord Drummond of Riccarton, 
Caſtlemain and Gilſton, by king James VII. in 1686, whoſe 
fortunes he followed upon the revolution, and was created by 
him a duke at St. Germains en laye ; but not returning to Scot- 
land in the time limited by law, was attainted, and his eſtate 
and honours forfeited to the crown. By his ſecond wife, Eu- 
pheme, daughter of Sir Thomas Wallace of Craigie, Bart. the 
iſſue of which marriage only ſuffered by his attainder, de had 
fix ſons and five daughters, (commonly called lords and ladies) 
viz.

E riſe and deſcent of this noble family is ſet forth un- 
1 der the title of Seaforth, where we find that Sir Rode- 
rick, ſecond fon of Sir Colin Campbell of Kintail, was knighted 
by James VI. and his fon, Sir John, was by Charles I. created 
a baronet in 1628, and died in 1654, to whom ſucceeded Sir 
George, his eldeſt ſon, a man of great learning, and well 
yerſed in the laws. He had a commiſſion from king Charles II. 
then in exile, to raiſe what forces he could in order to promote 
his reſtoration ; and for thoſe his good ſervices, when his ma- 
jeſty came to the crown, he was made a ſenator of the college 
of juſtice, clerk regiſter, one of the privy council, and juſtice 
general; and by king James VII. created viſcount Tarbat. 
In the reign of queen Ann he was conſtituted ſecretary of ſtate, 
one of the privy council, created an earl, and continued in the 
poſt of juſtice general. He died in Auguſt 1714, in the 84th 
year of his age. He married firſt, Anne, daughter of Sir James 
Sinclair of May, and by her had three ſons and four daughters; 
James, the youngeſt ſon, was created a baronet in 1704, and 
promoted to be one of the ſenators of the college of juſtice. 
The ſecond ſon, Kenneth, was created a baronet on the ſame 
day as his brother, but with precedence according to his grand- 
futher's patent, 1628; one of whoſe ſons married lady Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Charles Gordon, the firſt earl of Aboyn.

ceeded by his ſon, a third William, who loſt his life at the

OHN Graham of Claverhouſe, a branch of the Montroſe 

family, was created baron Graham and viſcount Dundee, 
in the county of Forfar, by king James VII. after whoſe abdi- 
cation he commanded a body of Highlanders, and other troops 
in that prince's intereſt, but was killed in the battle with ge- 
neral Mackay, at Killicranky, near Blair, on July 27, 1689. 
He married Jane, daughter of William, firſt earl of Dundo- 
nald, by whom he had a ſon, James, who died in his infancy ; 
whereupon the honours devolved upon his brother, 


David, ſecond viſcount, who being with his brother in the 


battle of Killicrankie, was outlawed and forfeited, in 1690. 
He died in 1700, in France, and but for the outlawry would 
have been ſucceeded by William Graham of Duntroon, ſon of 
his uncle, Walter, of Duntroon ; whoſe poſterity engaging in 


the rebellions of 1715 and 1745, when they were called viſ- 
counts Dundee, were attainted.

8 John Graham of Kilbride, ſecond ſon of Maliſe, earl 
kJ of Strathern and Menteith, a branch of the illuftrious 
houſe of Montroſe, was the immediate anceſtor of this noble 
family.

in the north of England, where he acquired a conſiderable 
eſtate, and of him was lineally deſcended Sir Richard Graham 
of Netherby and Plump, in Cumberland, gentleman of the 
horſe to king Charles I. to whom, in all his troubles, he was a 
faithful ſervant, and by whom he was created a baronet, 29th 
March 1629.

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In the rebellion 1715, this dimon lord Lovat did the king 
great ſervice, in ſecuring the important town of Inverneſs, ſo 
ſuddenly, that Sir John Mackenzie, who kept it for the rebels, 
not expecting the Fraſers to be his enemies, was forced to de- 
liver it up: for as lord Lovat had always been in the other in- 
tereſt, his turning about on that critical occaſion was a ſurprize 
to many. But though he ſeemed herein to deſert his old 
friends, it was only to recommend himſelf to the king and 
court, that by a new acquiſition of influence and power, he 
might thereafter labour more effectually to deſtroy the Pro- 
teſtant ſettlement in the royal family; for in the next rebellion 
he was deeply concerned, and employed all the intereſt-of his 
own clan to render it ſucceſsful. Having no command in the 
Pretender's army, he was not at the battle of Culloden; ſo that 
he was not taken till June 1746, when he was ſent up to Lon- 
don. In the March following, he was tried as a Britiſh peer 
before the Houſe of Lords, in Weſtminſter-hall, where the lord 
chancellor Hardwicke ſat as lord high ſteward. After ſeven 
days trial, he was unanimouſly found guilty, received ſentence 
of death, and on the ꝙth of April 1747, was beheaded on 
Tower-hill, in the 8oth year of his age, by which the title and 
eſtate were forfeited to the crown. | 

Simon, his eldeſt ſon, maſter of Lovat, was attainted, with 
many others, in the parliament of 1746; but it appearing that 
he was over-ruled and compelled by his father, he ſome time 
after obtained his majeſty's free pardon; and in January 1757, 
was appointed lieutenant colonel of the ſecond battalion of the 
two new Highland battalions ſent to North America. In 1762, 
he was advanced to the rank of a colonel, and afterwards to 
that of brigadier general, in which capacity he bravely ſerved 
under lord Loudoun in Portugal, as he had alſo done all alon 
in the war in America; and in 1761, was elected member of 
parliament for Inverneſsſhire.

5 O F this family, which originally took its ſirname from the 
barony and caſtle of Burleigh, in Fifeſhire, was Michael 
de Balfour, in the ſaid county, who lived after 1420. He was 
ſucceeded by his ſon, Sir John, who had two ſons, Michael, 
and James, anceſtor of the Balfours of Denmiln, Kinnaird, 
Forret, &c. Michael, the eldeſt, dying about 1490, left iſſue 
another Michael, whoſe ſon, David, had a ſon, Sir Michael, 
whoſe only daughter, Margaret, ſucceeded him in his eſtates, 
and married Sir James Balfour of Montwhannie, who was in 
great favour with, and a faithful ſervant of queen Mary. They 
had iſſue five ſons and three daughters. f 
In Sir Michael, their heir, the two families became united; 
and the ſaid Sir Michael being in great favour with king 
James VI. was by him ſent ambaſſador to the dukes of 
Tuſcany and Lorrain, and created lord Balfour of Burleigh. 
This lord, whoſe honour was granted to his heirs general, 
marrying Margaret, a daughter of the family of Lundin, of 
that ilk, by her had an only daughter and ſole heireſs, 
Margaret; which lady being married to Robert Arnot of 
Ferney, Eſq; he, by the marriage articles, changed his name 
to Balfour, and in her right became ſecond lord Burleigh.

| a witneſs to the grant which Robert duke of Albany 
made to Andrew de Hamilton, of the lands of Galyſton ; from 
whom deſcended Alexander Nairn, who in the reign of James II.

HE family of Keith is one of the moſt ancient and il- 
luſtrious in Scotland. Robert, from whom they are de- 
rived, performed many glorious exploits againſt the Danes, in 
the reign of Malcolm II. and had for his reward the lands and 
barony of Keith, in Eaſt Lothian, from which his poſterity 
aſſumed their firname. Malcolm alſo appointed him heredi- 
tary great marſhal of Scotland, which high office has continued 
in his family ever ſince.

He was 
afterwards raiſed to the rank of held marſhal, and commanded 
the Ruſfian army in the war which broke out between Ruſſia 
and Sweden in 1740; after which war, he entered into the ſer- 
vice of the king of Pruſſia, and after many ſignal ſervices, was 
unfortunately killed, October 14, 1758, when the right wing 
of the Pruſſian army, where he commanded, was ſurpriſed at 
Hockirchen by the Auſtrians, under marſhal Daun, who, after 
the action, buried marſhal Keith with great military honours ;
